Sans Souci Park Packed by 
Women and Children in 
Afternoon; byMenin 
the Evening. 


WILD RUSH FOR PRIZES. 


Republicans Open Cook County 
Contest and the Crowd 
Surpasses All Ex- 
pectations. 


Thirty thousand children, women, and men, 
in the order of their numerical importance, 
were scrambling for 2,000 gallons of ice 
cream, Twenty thousand more were fight- 
ing for 50,000 pennies incased by 5,000 purses, 
each of which held 10 cents. Ten thousand 
were struggling to reach tubs holding 2,000 
gallons of lemonade. 

If all this can be imagined ds happening 
at once, with an additional 10,000 women try- 
ing to secure anything from a town lot to 
a spool of thread in the distribution of prizes, 
a picture can be secured of Sans Souci park 
fifteen minutes after the gates had been 
thrown back for the opening of the Cook 
county republican campaign yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

In this vast crowd, estimated at 70,000 per- 
sons, there were something like 200 men, and 
most of these were policemen. The men had 
their innings at night, when there was ora- 
tory enough for all, but the afternoon was 
“children’s day.’ The evening crowd was 
estimated at 10,000, making 80,000 in all. 


Attack and Its Consequences. 

The crowd came from all over the county, 
and by 2 o'clock when the gates were opened 
there was a division 25,000 strong massed 
for the first attack on the pennies, then the 
cream. 

The 5,000 purses were. literally pounced 
upon by the 20,000 children who were ex- 
pecting them. The result was chaos, Gate- 
tenders were swept aside in the mad rush of 
the youngsters like logs om the bank of a 
suddenly swollen river. The fences between 
and around the gates proved ineffectual bar- 
riers, and the boys swarmed overthem. The 
invading troop entered the park likea charge 
of wild Indians. 

By 6 o'clock the park showed the effects of 
the siege. There were boys in the hospital 
tent who had “ repeated ’’ on the ice cream 
freezers until they could eat or walk no 
more. Children were lost and crying for 
their parents, and the parents were fran- 
tically hunting the children. But everybody 
was happy, including even the boys in the 
hospital tent. 

“ After the distribution of presents,”’ an- 


and its necessities, ‘there will be 
a collection made of the children, who will 
be counted, tagged, and assorted... Those un- 
claimed will be cared for out of the repub- 
lican campaign fund until their homes are 
found.”’ 


Parents Label Their Children. 


Wild cheering greeted this announcement. 
Wise parents had already tagged their chil- 
dren. Some bore tabels as follows: 

“If-lost please take to the hospital tent 
until cailed for.”’ 

A number of these joined the boys, who 
were suffering from too much cream. 

The men who had undertaken to hand out 
the ice cream lived to regret that they ever 
had/ seen a freezer. When it became im- 
possible to keep the children in line the dis- 
tributors adopted a new policy. : The bricks 
of cream were pressed between two wooden 
plates and tossed into the crowd. 

It did not make any difference where the 
children got it—in the eyes, the neck, down 
the back, or tang:ed up in their hair—it was 
a.l the same. If the boys had not beén in- 
timidated from time to time by the police iu 
is possible that the ice cream men never 
would have been heard of again. 3 

At infrequent intervais T. N. Jamieson 
could be seen in the whirlwind, agitated but 
happy. Some one asked him how many per- 
sons he estimated were on the ground. 

** Well,” he said, as he tilted his hat; “I 
calculate we'll have at least 70,000 good, 
toyal republican mothers, fathers, children, 
spinsters, and bachelors.”’ 

At the conclusion of this statement Jamie- 
£on was swept away with the crowd and seen 
no more until evening. 


Crowd the Boats and Swings. 

A line of children and women, extending 
for nearly two blocks, was in waiting at 
the ‘“‘Old Mill,’ and the boats were nearly 
swamped every time one came in sight. 
The merry go round could not be seen for 
the crowds that gathered around it. The 
swings were clusters of humanity, mostly 
under 10 years. 

Feminine interests in the afternoon was 
centered in the distribution of presents. 
There was a town lot, a cow, a calf, a pig, 
dry goods bargains, and household articles 
lucky 
numbers. The 3,000 prizes were awarded 
all right, but it is not certain just who drew 
the calf or who will have to build a sty for 
a pig. Those little details will be straight- 
ened out today. 

On the stage was a vaudeville perform- 
ance, which began with the inrush cf the 
crowd. William A. Coleman of the Seventh 
ward introduced Congressman Mann, who 
made a short address and gave way toa 
magician, who did wonderful things with- 
out the aid of his sleeves. 


Hurt in the Crush. 

Altogether it was a well dressed and well 
behaved crowd that filled the park both after- 
noon and night. Such injuries as occurred 
were of the sort always incidentai to a crush 
of such proportions. In the ice cream rush 
the following pérsons were injured: 
Dalarneau, D. B., caught in crowd and hand cut 
by a spoon in the hands of a stranger. 
King. J. M.. 370Z_ Prairie avenue, fainted and 
trampled on. 
Miller, Irene, visiting at 5560 Shields avenue, 
fainted and trampled on. 
Schroeder, Jennie, 686 Eighty-eighth place, fainted 
and was slightly bruised. 

Oratory in the Evening. 
In the evening there were oratory and fire- 
works. Congressman A. J. Hopkins was the

present. Outside of the regulation display of 
fireworks, there were set pieces, which read:

Sextus E. Smith, for Years Presbyterian 
Minister in Wellsboro, Ind., Retires 
on an Annuity—Parishioners Still 
Go to Him for Weddings and Funer- 
als—His Successor Finds Situation 
Unpleasant and Resigus—Presby- 
tery Vote Is Reconsidered.

Laporte, Ind., Sept. 13.—[Special. —In a lit- 
tle out of the way corner of Indiana a vexed 
question in the Presbyterian church has just 
been settled.

to an old minister the alternative of losing 
his annuity—which amounts to his liveli- 
hood-—or of leaving the community in which 
his home and work have been for thirty 
years, has been rescinded. The minister 
can énd his life among his people. 


Popularity Causes Trouble. 

The whole cause of this minister’s trouble, 
and it has been great trouble both to him 
and to his wife, has been his popularity. 
If, when he retired from the active minis- 
try on his annuity, the allegiances of his 
parishioners had been transferred to his suc- 
cessor, the vexed question would not have 
arisen and two sessions of the Logansport 
presbytery would not have been asked to 
decide it. 

The Rev. Sextus E. Smith of the Wellsboro 
Presbyterian church is the chief actor inthis 
“Thrums” story. Wellsboro is one end of 
Union Mills and ten miles from Laporte. 
It has a railroad now and an occasional train 
runs through it. 

Thirty years ago, Mr. Smith, a graduate 
of the Auburn Divinity school in New York 
and a minister who had served in the east, 
came to Wellsboro by stage coach. There 
was nothing then but prairie. Union Mills 
was growing up in a straggly way a mile 
distant. 

Resigns on an Annuity, 

After twenty-seven years of active service 
Mr. Smith resigned, and was given his an- 
nuity of $200 a year, On a salary of $700 or 
$800 a year it is not possible to save much, 
and the annuity, which was his by virtue of 
long service, was necessary to his mainte- 
nance. 

Then came the new minister, the Rev. 
Charles Houston, and the trouble. The new 
minister found that he had to prepare two 
sermons a week, lead the prayer meeting. 
and appear at Sunday school, and that was 
all that was expected of him. Whenever 
sickness or death came to a household, or 
whenever a minister was needed, the people 
went naturally to their old pastor, the Rev. 
Mr. Sextus Smith. The new minister found 
or felt that he could not get a hold on their 
affections, The small financial compensation 
which the minister gets from some of these 
extra duties was an item of importance in 
Wellsboro life, but the new minister got lit- 
tle or none of it. 


New Minister Quits. 
The Rev. Mr. Houston became dissatisfied 


with thie state of things and resigned last [ 


May. . The matter was taken up by the 
Logansport presbytery anda resolution 
Was passed to the effect that Mr. Smith 
should leave the community or his annuity 
should be stopped. 

After thirty years spent r g these peo- 
ple the old minister.was thrég@tened with ex- 
ile. The people passed the sUmmer in fear 
of losing their favorite pastor and being left 
without a minister in charge of the church. 
The presbytery met again last week. It de- 
cided that its action had been arbitrary and 
that it had no right either to.cut off a man’s 
livelihood or to dictate where he should live. 

The Rev. Sextus Smith will spend the re-. 
mainder of his days in Wellsboro. A new 
minister will be found for the church, and 
the people hope that there will be no further 
dispute over the burials marriages, and 
baptisms. 


Citizens Discuss the Trouble. 


George Miller, postmaster at Wellsboro, a 
rallroad man and a restaurant keeper, sat 
in the postoffice last night and talked over 
the troubles of the minister. The postoffice 
is also a lunch counter and cigar store. It 
has a slot machine in one corner, and some 
of the stock of a country grocery in another, 
and altogether it is about fifteen feet long 
by ten wide, But, aside from the saloon, it 
is the center of Wellsboro and the men who 
were talking were representative of local 
sentiment in the matter. The postmaster sat 
swinging his legs on the end of his counter— 
the postoffice occupies about six feet of the 
15x10. 

“It wasn't right,”” said the postmaster 
with reference to the first action of the 
presbytery. They hadn't any right to take 
a man's living away from him or to drive 
him out of town simply because peop'e 
wanted him to marry them, and bury them, 
and name them. If they wanted him that's 
their prec the other fellow ought to 
have gone alo and minded his.”’ 

All a Surprise to Mr. Smith. 

“TI did not realize that there was any 
fecling in the matter at all,” he said. “ The 
people came to me With requests which I 
could not refuse, but 1 did not know that 
the young man felt slighted in the matter. 
Nothing was said to me and I did not know 
that he felt he could not get into their lives 
at all. 

“The case in a nutshell is simple. The 
new minister resigned and the presbytery 
decided thayI should have either to leave 
the community or have my annulty cut off. 
1 did not leave. This has been my home 
for mearly thirty years. My annuity was 
cut off.’’ 

‘But tel! what the presbytery did after- 
wards, Sextus,’’ said Mrs. Smith. 

“ Well, this week the presbytery at Michi- 
gan City decided that it was not right to 
dictate where a man should live and that it 
was not right to take his living away from 
him. So they left it to my discretion to act 
in such @ Way as not to interfere with the 
minister in charge of the church. 

‘There is no reason why an old minister 
and a young minister maguid not get along 
in the same church.

President Will Warn Island- 
ers to Restore Order or 
This Nation Will 
Intervene. 


ULTIMATUM TO BE SENT. 


Annexation Believed Inevitable, 
and Fear of Clash With Pow- 
ers Over Monroe Doctrine 
Is Expressed.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 13,

Island of Hayti. and the failure to do 
| so will in all proba- 
bility result in the annexation of Hayti to 
the United States. This government will in- 

tervene if hostilities do not cease within a 
short time of the delivery of the ultimatum. 

President Roosevelt has given the question 
careful consideration, and is convinced that 
the disturbances in Hayti will not end with- 
out the intervention of a strong power. He 
fears the inability of the provisional govern- 
ment to maintain order will involve the 
United States with some European power, on 
account of the enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine, 

Three elements in the island are seeking to 
bring about complications. These elements 
are the business men, many of whom are 
foreigners, who find in the present chaos 
complete business stagnation, with a pros- 
pect of a destruction of their stocks 
of goods at any moment; secondly, for- 
eigners who for years have labored to get 
or improve valuable concessions to build 
railroad lines, develop forests or fertile 
plains, who have been prevented by the un- 
setfied condition of the country; and, third- 
ly, all three parties in the field, in the event 
that any one may be about to succeed, 

The business men have already made rep- 
resentations to Minister Powell, which have 
been transmitted to the state department. 
There is not much to be feared from this 
element. Whatever might be done would 
be the act of a small and unscrupulous co- 
terie. More is feared from the other two 
elements, and especially the last, which 
would: implicate the United States rather 
than see an opposition party victorious. But 
this consideration has not alone influenced 
the president. He regards the situation 
there as reflecting on the United States 
in that the country is immediately under 
American inflvenees through proximity and 
the Moriroe doctfine, which prevents any 
European power interfering. 

It is not the declared intention to acquire 
the island, but the better informed at the 
state department are of the opinion that that 
will be the result of an attempt at friendly 
intervention. The people are extremely hos- 
tile to American control and will be suspi- 
cious of any action taken by the United 
States. Secretary Moody is advised of the 
proposed action and will be in readiness. This 
course has been approved .by every senator 
who has been consulted by the president 
on the subject.

SHERIFF AND POLICEMEN 
FIGHT A MOB FOR HOURS. 


Crowd of 2,000 Men at Butler, Pa., Try 
to Lynch Little Girl’s Assailant— 
Unable to Stand Under Fire. 


‘Butler. Pa., Sept. 14, 2 a. m.—[Special. ]— 
The sheriff, a number of armed deputies, and 
a dozen policemen have been* battling for 
several hours with a mob of 2,000 men deter- 
mined to lynch Jerry Bennett, a man 26 years 
old accused of attacking’a 7 year old girl. 

Sheriff Hoon at midnight called upon mem- 
bers of the local national guard company for 
assistance. They refused, saying they could 
not use arms without authority from the 
governor. The sheriff then sent a telephone 
message to the governor, asking for militia. 
No response has as yet been received. 

Bennett was captured early last evening 
by the child's father, and a crowd tried to 
lynch him on the spot. Three policemen res- 
cued him, hustled him into a passing trolley 
car, and got him safely into jal. 

Soon after 11 o'clock a mob appeared at the 
jail. A heavy timber used as a battering 
ram broke down the front doors. Sheriff 
Hoon and two policemen were knocked down. 


Episcopal church sprang in front of the mob, 
but his appeal was unheard. He was swept 
into the jail by the leaders of the mob. 

The mob smashed al! the windows of the 
jail and swarmed into the corridor. Sheriff 
Hoon, with two deputies, armed with ciubs, 
knocked down men right and left. The 
fighting became genera: and then one of the 
deputies fired five shots over the heads of 
the mob. This caused a panic and the mob 
retreated. 

At 1 o'clock this morning the crowd again 
attacked the jail. Policeman Graff was 
knocked down. He promptly opened fire and 
George Kiein, one of the leaders, fell, shot 
through the leg. The mob, unable to face 
fire, again retreated. 

At this hour the crowd is still around the 
jall and another attack is expected. ,

Judge Chytraus Rules Board 
of Trade Cannot Adjudicate 
Members’ Differences. 


RASED ON THE OATS DEAL. 


Traders Caught in Squeeze May 
Find Relief in Law at Real. 
Price of Commodity. 


Board of Trade corners are deprived of ef- 
fect by a ruling made yesterday by Judge 
Axel Chytraus, who holds that the board 
cannot adjudicate matters involving the 
property rights of its members. 

The decision was made in disposing of a 
number of injunctional orders entered dur- 
ing the so-called Patten corner last July, and 
in which the petitioners sought to prevent 
purchasers of oats from forcing, whder the 
‘rules of the board, a settlement of the 
contracts on the basis of the average price 
of the cereal on the board July 31. 

The contention of the petitioners was that 
the price of oats on the board had been in- 
flated from 30 to 50 per cent above the actual 
market value. 


Bank Must Retain Money. 

The immediate effect of the decision is to 
restrain the Bank of Montreal and the Con- 
tinentai National bank from paying out to 
the purchasers of oats from the petitioning 
sellers some $450,000, which was put up in 
these banks by the petitioners as margin 
money to cover the rise of the market. Under 
the rules of the board, the * marginal! certi- 
ficates "’ issued by the banks on these de- 
posits are payable when signed b ythe deposi- 
tor or the president of the board of trade 
after an adjudication of the contracts of sale 
by a committee of the board. : 

The original bills, of which there were 
forty, generally prayed for injunctions 
against the defendanis from petitioning the

Points of Law Recited. 
Among the points laid down by Judge 
Chytraus are the following: 
The board of trade, under its charter, has the 
right to discipline its members by fines or other- 
wise. 

This discipline, under the rules of the board, may 
G0 to the extent of forfeiting the membership of 
the person disciplined, providing the rules of the 
board so provide, the board being a voluntary as- 
sOvlation. 

Tae board of trade, or any committe of it, may 
not usurp the power of the courts in adjudicating 
comtracts between members of the board in whica 
property rigats are invoived. 

Tae adjudication of aii contracts between mem- 
bers of the poard of trade is tne province of the 
courts, except wnen voiuntarily submitted to by 
the parties interested.

NEW CHORCH IN LONDON. 


WELL TO DO PEOPLE ADOPT A 
STRANGE RELIGIOUS BELIEF, 


Leader Is the Son of a Rich Family, a 


Graduate of Cambridge, Once a 
Clergyman, a Gold Digger in Cali- 
fornia, a Coffee Planter in Ceylon, 
a Salmon Fisher, a Common Sailor, 
and a Major in the Salvation Army 
~—Has Implicit of Followers. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Sept. 13.—London has a new ec- 


centric reiigious sect. It is a body calling it- 


self Agapemonites, whose leader last week 
declared to a fully believing congregation 
that he was Christ. 

His declaration was only intended for the 
faithful whose admission had been tested 
by secret masonic signs. Somebody from 
the outer world succeeded in passing the 
portals and gave the public this revelation. 


Foundation of Belief. 

The colony of Agapemonites has been liv- 
ing for over a year at Clapton, a quiet suburb 
of northeast London. Their leader is J. H. 
Pigott. He refuses to see any interviewers 
or any articles in the newspapers, but his 
congregation has made the following declara- 
tion: 

** We have found Christ. He has come, as 
we know it. We saw him on Stnday. We 
care not for the worid or the pub.ic. We 
have known for some time of his coming, and 
our hopes have been realized.”’ 

The brethren number over 200. They are 
neither rich nor poor, but comfortably off. 
They meet the needs of the church from 
their own purses and ask nothing from dis- 
beiievers. 

There is no marriage among them, nor is 
there a baptisma! font in the church. With 
the coming of the Messiah so nigh they did 
not have time for such vanities as courtship 
and marriage. Those who were already mar- 
ried lived as brother and sister. 


Leader a Strange Character. 

It is the personality of Pigott himself 
which chiefly excites outer world. He 
is the son of a rich landowner, whose family 
resided on their own estates in the west of 
England for many generations. He was 
educated at Cambridge university and be- 
came a clergyman of the Church of England. 
Then, according to his own admission, he 
led a wild life in many parts of the world. 
Hie had been gold digging in California, 
coffee planting in Ceylon, and salmon fishing 
in northwest America. He had been a sailor 
before the mast, leading a loose life. He 
was afterwards major in the Salvation army, 
which he quit to enter his present seat. 

Pigott is a man 60 years of age, tall, dark, 
clean shaven, and ascetic looking. His 
leadership came three years ago on the 
death of Elenry Prince, who preached that 
the second coming of Christ would be made 
known through him qn his deathbed. 


BARONESS VON WncuE AVENGED 


Relative of Lyman J. Gage Goes Into 
Cologne Court and Forces Insolent 
German to Apologize. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The Baroness Vay von 
Wrede, a distant relative of Lyman J. Gage, 
has returned to London, after winning a pecu- 
liar case at Cologne, where she staid for a 
week at a well known hotel. On the evening 
of her arrival, July 12, the director of the 
hotel insulted the baroness in the presence 
of other visitors at the hote! and the servants 
by alleging that he had met her in January 
and February at the Olympia bar, in Paris. 
a night café which women are not supposed 
to visit. The baroness sought the protection 
of the American consul, and, with his as- 
Sistance, had the case brought before the 
court. 

The proceedings opened on Tuesday of this 
week. They were conducted by the consul 
2nd vice consul and the abiest lawyer in 
Cologne. The baroness’ English maid, her 
little black servant, and Windsor Richards, 
past president of the iron and steel institute 
ard of the Institution of Mechanical Engi- 
neers of Great Britain, in (behalf of the 
baroness, testified that she in London 
at the time it was alleged by the director of 
the hotel that he saw her in Paris. 

The director at first adhered to his original 
statements, but the evidence against his 
contention was overwheiming, whereupon 
the matter was compromised The director 
agreed to declare that his assertions were 
absolutely faise, and to publish an apology 
in Germany, France, England, Amcrica, and 
Italy. He also agreed to deposit 500 marks 
with the American consul for distribution 
among the poor and to pay all the costs. 

At the beginning of the case the baroness 
refused to listen to a compromise unless the 
court heard the evidence of witnesses in re- 
‘buttal of the allegations.

REBELS CAPTURE RIO CHICO AND 
MARCH ON LA GUAYRA. 


Revoluvtionists Occupy City Ouly Sixty 
Miles from the Capital and Advance 
on the Principal Port.of the Repub- 

lic—Town of Los Teques, Twenty- 
five Miles from Caracas, Surprised 
by Insurgents, Who Kill 60 Govern- 
ment Soldiers and Wound 100 More. 


WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacoa, Sept. 
18.—The Venezuelan revolutionists have 
captured Rio Chico, sixty miles southeast 
of Caracas, and are now marching on La 
Guayra. a 

A battle took place ureday at Los Te- 
ques, about twenty-fiva miles southwest of 
Caracas. The revolutibnists surprised the 
town by moonlight, killing s’xty men of the 
government force and wounding 100 with 
cu acces, The wounded later were taken to 
Caracas. 

It is announced that the revolutionists have 
defeated the government troops between 
Jinaquiles and Val¢ncia. 


Tells of Barcelona’s Capture. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—Louis Gold- 
schmidt, the consul at La Guayra, has re- 
ported by mail under date of Aug. 16, 1902, 
to the state department in regard to the 
revolution in Venezuela, as follows: 

“Advised on Aug. 11 that the city of Bar- 
celona has been surrendered to the revolu- 
tionists, after seven days and e‘ght nights of 
hard fighting in the streets. The city is in 
ruins. Many houses and establishments 
were sacked without consideration to for- 
eigners. 

“On Aug. 13, 1902, the consular agent at 
Barcelona advised me that after the surren- 


‘der the sacking continued, and that the 


search of houses was then going on and 
money was being demanded of foreigners; 
that no guarantee to the safety of lives and 
property was given, and that the situation 
was critical.” 


Rebels Advancing on Colon. 

The state department today received a 
cablegram from Consul Malmrose at Colon 
which stated that the revolutoinists were 
approaching that city and expressing fears 
that the Colombian troops were not suffi- 
ciently numerous to safeguard the railroad. 
The dispatch was immediately sent to the 
navy department: 


Castro Promises Amnesty. 

CARACAS, Venezuela, Sept. 13.—The gov- 
ernment has published a decree of amnesty 
in which guarantees are given to all revo- 
lutionists who within forty days lay down 
their arms. The government explains the 
decree by saying “‘ now that Gen. Matos 
(leader of the revolution against President 
Castro) is known to be the accomplice of 
foreigners by his promising control of 
Venezuelan finances to a foreign syndicate, 
no Venezuelan patriot can longer follow 


him.”

NEW DENIAL FROM GROKER 


SQUIRE INSISTS HE IS DONE WITH 
POLITICAL GAME. 


Annoyed by Recent Stories That He 
Is to Return to New York and Take 
a Hand in the Fight—Devery’s 
Charges Are Declared Baseless— 
Former Boss Satisfied to Be Left 
with His Horses—May Come Over to 
Saratoga Next Year.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—Richard Croker today 
repeated his statement that he is out of poll-

“I wish people would believe me when I 
say I am out of politics for good and ever,” 
Mr. Croker said almost wearily. Then he 
smiled in an appreciative manner as he 
looked over the bright domains over which 
he is master and continued: 

“I am contented to be out of the game. I 
am enjoying the racing and having lots of 
fun. If ever I decide to reénter politics, 
which is not at all probable, I'll notify every 
paper {in New York. Until I do, take my word 
for it, I'm out. Of course, I'll continue to 
hold my own views about politics as | have 
always done, but will not participate in the 
ways done, but will not participate in the 
fights. I haven’t meddled. in politics since 
I've been here. Devery says I'm interfering 
in his district and sending repeaters to lick 
him. It’s a lie, and Devery knows it. 


Not Meddling with Tammany. 


“as for Tammany, the three gentlemen 
now at its head wére selected without my 
advice or consultation with me. I know 
nothing about their choosing. Please say 
this: I Haven’t wrote them, nor have they 
wrote me. Neither directly nor indirectly 
have I meddled with them. They are mak- 
ing a great fuse about Tammany. Tam- 
many is all right, and she has got good men 
in her. Things will straighten themseives 
all right. 

“As for my return, I sha’n’t go this year. 
Maybe next summer I'll go to Saratoga to 
see the races. I'd like to see Saratoga since 
it’s been improved.

Grows Tired of Denials.

PANAMA DEAL NOW MOUBTFUL. 


Canal Company Is Found to Have No 
Valid Title to Concessions Claimed 
in Colombia. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBE. ] 

PARIS, Sept. 13.—Certain defects in the 
Panama Canal company’s title to the 
Colombian concessions have been brought 
to light, which render the conclusion of 
the sale of the company’s rights and prop- 
erty to the United States doubtful. 

The original concession was first extended 
by the Colombian government to 1898, It 
was then further extended by the executive 
of the government for six years more. The 
term’ of the original concession required 
that any extension, to be valid, must have 
the approval of congress. The last ex- 
tension has not received the approval of 
the Colombian congress. 

The Panama company had not revealed 
this fact to the American government. 
Furthermore, the officers concealed the fol- 
lowing, which, in view of the insurrection 
now proceeding, has an important bearing 
on the situation: 

The Colombian rebels, not long ago, sent 
an envoy to the directors of the Panama 
Canal company to notify them that if they 
(the rebels) succeeded in obtaining control 
of the country, they would repudiate the 
extension granted in 1898 by the de facto 
government. The directors of the Panama 
company, not. knowing his mission, received 
the envoy of the enemies politefy, until they 
learned what his mission was, then they 
refused to accept the notice. It was there- 
fore sent to them by registered letter, and 
steps were taken to ascertain that it was 
duly delivered. 

Knowledge of these facts is now in the 
possession of Attorney General Knox and 
Mr. Russell, of the department of justice, 
and they have doubtless been communi- 
cated to the government at Washington. 


FAIL TO DIE AND ARE FINED. 


George Ring and Tillie Holzapfel of 
“Death Compact” Notoriety, Pun- 
ished in Court, 


Although neither would admit a death com- 
pact Justice Mahoney at the Sheffield avenue 
police station yesterday fined George Ring 
and Tillie Holzapfel $50 and costs. Ring and 
Miss Holzapfel were found unconscious in 
the Wrightwood hotel two weeks ago from 
the effects of escaping gas. When the young 
woman recovered she told of an agreemeni 
petween herself and Ring to commit suicide.

her statement and each of the prisoners was 
fined on a charge of disorderly conduct.

BRITISH NEED OF 
EDUCATION TOLD. 


Scientists Declare Nation Is 
Far Behind World in Ap- 
plying Discoveries. 


TRADE LOST BY DULLNESS 


Belfast Meeting Arouses English 
to Need of Reform in Their- 
School System. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON. Sept. 13.—A large section of the 
scientific world regards the annual meeting 
of the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science as an epitome of a year’s 
progress in human knowledge. The session 
mow being held at Belfast is proving to be 
of the highest interest in this respect, but 
the dominant feature of the proceedings has 
been the sharp arraignment of their coun- 
trymen by the leading minds of Great 
Britain for falling behind the rest of the 
world in education, energy, and enterprise. 

It has been pointed out in the boldest 
language by the president, Prof. James 
Dewar, and several other eminent men of 
science, that while Englishmen have re- 
neatedly discovered new scientific prin- 
cip.es and laws of great importance, it has 
been the Germans and Americans who have 
made their practical applications until Eng- 
jand is hopelessiy behind those countries 
in reaping the advantages. 


System of Education to Blame. 

All the speakers agreed that the funda- 
mental defects in the English system of 
education were chiefly responsible for the 
distancing of Britain in the race of modern 
progress. 

Debate on Trust Question. 

There is no limit to the variety of subjects 
discussed at Belfast. One of the most prac- 
tical was yesterday’s debate on trusts and 
the shipping combine. Prof. Graham's de- 
fense of trusts as the latest new machin- 
ery of commerce and industry was of the 
greatest interest to the opposition to them 
and per se was as:absurd as the opposition 
of ignorant workmen to labor saving ma- 
chinery. 

He argued that production under the trust 
system had largely increased on account of 
economies and greater returns. The trusts 
would have the power to fix prices at their 
discretion, and in some cases would be much 
tempted to raise them beyond what competi- 
tive prices would have been. Nevertheless 
the sense of self-interest, if not of pecuniary 
interests, would operate as a check in im- 
portant cases. Moreover, self-interest would 
doubtless prevent the reduction of wages 
below former levels from the increasingly 
clear perception of intelligent managers that 
good labor was worth high wages and in- 
ferior labor was dear even at low prices. 


Unused Organ in Brain. 

Most of the records of the progress in 
various lines of scientific Inventions an- 
nounced thus far are too technical for gen- 
era] popular comprehension. Prof, Schafer, 
in the physiology section, gave an interesting 
bit of news about the vermiform appendix, 
which he said was not the only item in the 
human anatomy which had hitherto been 
regarded as useless and superfluous. There 
was another, he said, called the pituitary, a 
body of small glandular formation about 
the size of an acorn, which is located at the 
base of the brain. Prof. Schafer has been 
experimenting with extracts from it and in- 
jecting it into live anima!s. The result has 
been that the kidneys have been stimulated 
into activity, and his inference is that this 
is a function of a gland in the head faraway 
from the object of operations. 


Train That Makes No Stops. 
The engineering section has been much in- 
terested in the model of an electric express 
train, which, paradoxically, stops at all sta- 
tions. 

The idea is that a simple train, composed 
of several corridor carriages, as it passes 
each station, drops off behind one carriage 
containing passengers who want to alight 
there, and picks up in front another from 
that station, all this being done while that 
train is traveling at full speed. 

The carriage to be attached has to start 
in advance and get well under way by the 
time the train catches, it, and is coupled 
by a patent automatic arrangement. The 
scheme is only possible where each car- 
riage has its own motors on the multiple 
unit system. 


AMERICANS BULL ART PRICES. 


Director of Swiss Museum Discusses 
Effect of Recent Purchases on’ 
European Markets, 


BERLIN, Sept. 13.—Pref. Angst of the 
Swiss National museum li discuss in his 
forthcoming annual report recent American 
influence upon the European market for an- 
tique objects of art, pointing out that while 
American collectors formerly bought single 
objects. like their European rivals. the later 
American generation of millionaires buys 
entire collections at once at prices utterly 
excluding European bidders. Such buying. 
the director will say. gives the purchaser a 
guarantee of the genuineness of the objects, 
since they were gathered by painstaking 
connoisseurs. 

Director Angst attributes this Innovation 
to the rapid creation of American million- 
aires and refers to J. P. Morgan’s purchase 
for $600,000 of Mannheim’s famous collec- 
tion of majolicas, fayences, bronzes, etc., 
in Paris. Such purchases, the director as- 
serts, are an irreparable loss for Europe. 
He admits that Mr. Morgan, Mr. Carnegie, 
and others will either open their collections 
to the public or give them outright to mu- 
seums, adding: 

“The liberality with which rich Amer- 
icans treat the museums of their country 
throws into the shade everything hitherto 
seen in Europe.” 


CABLE TRAIN FAILS TO STOP; 
ALIGHTING PASSENGER HURT. 


Feopte on Cottage Grove Car Bleme the 
Conductor for Accident to John R. 
Bour at Twentieth Street. 


Passengers on a northbound Cottage Grove 
avenue cable train were incensed at what 
they declared was the carelessness on the 
part of the employés of the company, result- 
ing in a painful accident to John R. Bour, at 
Twentieth street and Wabash avenue at 8 
o'clock last night. 

Mr. Bour. who was a passenger on the 
train, started to alight. He was thrown to 
the ground and dragged twenty feet. his 
left foot being lacerated and the left leg 
broken in two places.

HOPE FOR A CONFESSION, 


Relatives Using Influence to 
Have Young Man Save Him- 
self by Telling. 


- Iwke Wheeler will not talk. He resisted 
“alppressure of his friends and relatives, and, 
after twice facing State’s Attorney Deneen 
yesterday, refused to appear before the spe- 
cial grand jury which aWaited him. He 


pleaded for more time to think it over. He 


will meet the state’s attorney tomorrow or 
Tuesday and then give his answer as to 
whether he will face the September grand 
jury, which will be impaneled tomorrow and 
with continuing the tax fixing in- 

on. 

With Wheeler’s final refusal the special 
grand jury, which has returned fifteen in- 
dictments as a result of its inquiry, ad- 
journed sine die, first handing in another 
true bill against Wheeler, Capt. Edward 
Williams, the manager of the Masonic tem- 
ple, and James B. Hoy. 


Friends Urge Him in Vain. 


In vain Wheeler’s mother and his friends 
coaxed and cajoled him to tell everything 
‘and thus save himself. He insisted that he 
would not say a word. Asa resultan indict- 
ment, making ten now hanging over him, 
charges him with uttering a forged instru- 
ment along with Williams and Hoy. This

Inspector Wheeler was called to the office 
after an hour’s questioning had failed to 
weaken the alleged chief of the tax fixing 
clique. As he entered the room he faced his 
nephew, said never a word, and then faced 
about and turned his back. Wheeler red- 
dened to the roots of his hair. 

‘“‘I'm going to Devine’s office,” he said 
shortly, and, rising, he marched to the door. 
Attorney Devine argued with the inspector 
to give some aid to the younger man; at 
least, to give him some advice in making up 
his mind on the confession problem. 

“I’m through with him,” asserted the ir- 
spector. ‘‘I don’t want anything. more to 
do with him.” 

Shortly before 1 o’clock, however, he met 
Luke Wheeler and Mr. Devine at the latter's 
office. 

“ If you’ve anything to say, why, go ahead 
and say it,” he said to his nephew. This 
clinched the matter. The conference broke 
up there, Luke Wheeler stubbornly refusing 
to discuss the question any further. In the 
meantime the grand jurors had adjourned 
until 2:30 o’clock, waiting to hear what 
progress the state’s attorney had made with 
Wheeler. A few minutes before that time 
the young man again appeared at the state's 
attorney's office with Mr. Devine. He re- 
fused to say gnything und asked for more 
time. 

This word was carried at once to the grand 
jury room, the new indictment was voted, 
and, by unanimous demand, the further in- 
vestigation was consigned to the regular 
grand jury which will be convened within 
thirty-six hours.

Inspector Wheeler to Help. 

Inspector Wheeler, who returned hurried- 
ly from West Baden during the morning, 
had a long talk with Mayor Harrison soon 
after reaching Chicago. The mayor, when 
the conference concluded, practically admit- 
ted that the inspector had promised to use 
his influence over his nephew to bring him to 
the point where he will confess. 

‘*Did you request the inspector to urge 
Luke Wheeler to make a confession?’ the 
mayor was asked. 

‘*No, that is, not exactly,’ was the reply. 
“But, as a splendid police official and as a 
good citizen, Inspector Wheeler will do ail 
that can to assist the state in clearing up 
the tax scandal.”’ 

The inspecter contended that he was dis- 
cussing police business. 

“My trip had nothing to do with Luke 
Wheeler's return,”’ he asserted. haven't 
decided what I will do in that case.” 

It is pressure from this quarter and from 
his mother that is expected to bring Luke 
Wheeler to termsif he does confess. As mat- 
ters now stand the state’s attorney has se- 
cured nothing from him except a determined 
denial that he ever engaged in fixing taxes, 
and that he never had any business transac- 
tions with Hoy and Healy. 


Deneen Hopeful of a Statement. 


‘‘ We have talked generally with Wheeier,”’ 
was State’s Attorney Deneen’s assertion 
when the grand jury had been discharged. 
‘‘He seems friendly, but he has given no 
new information. He may decide to tell 
something later. If he makes a full con- 
fession of course he will be one of the state’s 
witnesses in this case. If not, why he will 
be allowed to make no half way statement, 
merely corroborating what we now know.” 

Mr. Devine had little to say of the outcome. 

‘* Wheeler is stubborn,"’ said he. ‘* He will 
listen to advice, but asserts always that he 
wants to satisfy himself before he acts on 
it. If he should be advised to say nothing 
he might turn right around and make a full 
statement to the state’s attorney. He and 
members of his immediate family wish to 
satisfy themselves further before he takes 
any action. He is back in the city to stay 
and will see Mr. Deneen on Monday or Tues- 
day.” : 

Temple Asks an Injunction. 

What is held to be evidence that Wheeler 
will stand trial and not confess is the fact 
that the Masonic Fraternity Temple asso- 
ciation during the day filed a petition in the 
Cireuit court seeking to enjoin the county 
treasurer and Sheriff Magerstadt from sell- 
ing the building because of the alleged tax 
delinquency. The petition was taken be- 
fore Master.in Chancery Leaming, who rec- 
ommended that a temporary injunction be 
issued to the complainant on the filing of a 
bond in the sum of $54,000. Attorney Thorn- 
ton, counsel for the pettioner, served no- 
tice upon the county authorities that he 
would demand that the motion for injunc- 
tion be argue@ tomorrow before Judge 
Dunne. 

This step, it is asserted, will open the en- 
tire case in the civil courts. It will make 
it incumbent on the temple people, and 
chiefly on Capt. Williams, to prove that the 
$26,770.17 was actually paid into the county 
treasury, the source from which the re- 
ceipt was secured and its genuineness. The 
county will stand firmly on the assertion 
that not one cent of the taxes ever was. paid 
into the public treasury and that the re- 
ceipt is a forgery. County Treasurer Ray- 


mond is taking steps to sell the tax title to 


the building tomorrow or Tuesday unless 
the issuance of an injunction prevents. 
Had Wheeler intended to confess it is 
claimed that such a suit would have been 
fraught with trouble for the temple author- 
ities.

whose mind the idea of the novel “ opening ”’ 
is credited, was in his glory. It was asserted 
after the meeting was over that the cost had 
not exceeded $5,000. 

The evening speeches were made from 
three different stands, the one most thronged 
being where Congressman Hopkins spoke. 
The only interruption was when he was enu- 
merating the issues raised by the democrats 
and describing them as fallacious. A voice 
broke in: 

“And the ‘slush fund’?’’ 

*“ Yes,”’ said Mr. Hopkins, “ and it has as 
much foundation as the others.”’ 


Hopkins on the Issues. 

The candidate for senator devoted himself 
entirely to national issues, saying in part: 

“Our democratic friends are indulging in 
much misrepresentation regarding the so- 
called ‘trusts.” One would think, from lis- 
tening to the utterances of the leaders, of 
that party, that the republican party existed 
only for the purpose of fostering trusts and 
that democracy is the inveterate and im- 
placable enemy of aggregated capital in all 
forms. 

‘“*A favorite expression among the demo- 
crats is that ‘protection is the mother of 
trusts.” A more wanton and false statement 
was never made. These so-called ‘ trusts’ 
are not limited to any political organization 
or to any country: they are found im free 
trade England and in protected Germany; in 
the despotism of Russia and in the free re- 
public of America. They are an evolutionin 


commerce and trade and are part of the 


complex civilization of the present day. 
They were formed and developed under de- 
mocracy when Cleveland was president of 
the United States, and they have continued 
and muitiptied under the administrations of 
Mckinley and Roosevelt. 


Defines the Trust Issue. 


“ The issue is not as to whether they thrive 
most under republican of democratic admin- 
istrations, but is ‘Shafl they be controlled 
like individuals and lésser corporations by 
the law of the land.” The republican party 
is as fearless and direct on the issue of trusts 
as it has been on al! of the great questions 
that have affected the interests of the people 
of this country during the last forty years. 

‘The aggregation of capital rightly direct- 
ed and controlled is no menace to the best 
interests of the people. Indeed, properly con- 
trolled and regulated by law, they serve as 
instruments to enlarge the demand for labor 
and to create and develop a foreign market 
fcr the products of our farms and factories. 

“The history of our exports during the 
lest five years serves well to illustrate this 
fact. The railroads of Siberia were con- 
etrueted with American made rafls and are 
operated *by American made engines and 
ears. All other kinds of iron and steel manu- 
factured products during this pericd have 
invaded almost every market of Europe and 
the orient. 

“This has been made possible by having 
large aggregations of capital invested in 
these enterprises, and what is true of the iron 
and stee] industry is equally true of the 
other great manufacturing interests that 
Curing this period have reached out for a 
wider market in Europe, Asia, Africa, South 
America, and the islands of the seas. 


When the Law Should. Operate. 


*“* Whenever one of these so-calied ‘trusts’ 
attempts to monopolize any of the products 
that enter into the necessaries of life and 
either depress the wages of labor or unneces- 
sarily increase the price of the products 
that go upon the table of the American 
citizen, then the law should be in such form 
that it can reach out, take hold of.and con- 
trol, in the interests of the public,“such a 
trust. 

‘ The Republicans believe in the supremacy 
of law and that none of these created or- 
ganizations should be in a position to utter 
defiance to state of national legislation. 
The republicans of Illinois, in our state 
legislature, have steadily kept this in view, 
and we have placed upon the statute books 
of this state a system of laws that protects 
the citizen against any of these (in the 
language of our democratic friends) ‘ octa- 
puses.’ 

“It is well understood:that congress has 
no. power to deal with aggregated capital 
only as it affects interstate commerce. Many 
years ago, the republican party passed in 
congress laws which created an interestate 
commerce commission, with certain powers 
over the railroads of the country. The 
effect of this legislation has been to regulate 
the tariff rates of all railroads respecting 
freight transported from one state to an- 
ohter. 

“ The republicans also gave to the country 
what is known as the ‘Sherman anti-trust 
law,’ a law that was passed in the senate and 
the house of representatives by republicans 
and signed by a republican president. It 
is under this law that our present great presi- 
dent has directed suits to be commenced 
by the attorney general of the United 


western roads, and it was under this law that 
the tariff arrangement of thirty-one different 
railroads, a few years ago, was dissolved 
under the direction of a republican admin- 
istration. 

“No later than the fifty-sixth congress 
this question was one of the burning issues 


| in the house of representatives. A repub- 


lican member of the house proposed a consti- 
tutional amendment that would give to con- 
gress the power to deal with these trusts 
wherever they might be found; with those 
that do business entirely within the limits 
of the state, as well as those whose business 
extends over several states. This praposed 
amendment was favorably reported by the 
judiciary committee of the house, controlled 
by republican members. It was reported to 
the house, and an effort made to haveit con- 
sidered at an early date. 

‘This was opposed by whom? By any re- 


publican? No; by democrats. Senator Bal- | 


ley of Texas, then a member of the house, 
was loud and eloquent in his denunciation 
Mr: Richardson of Tennessee, the 
leader of the democrats in the house in the 
present congress, was equally emphatic in 
his opposition; and when the question was 
finally brought before congress to be voted 
upon, the democrats rallied almost unan- 
imously against such a constitutional amend- 
ment, while I am happy to state, but two re- 
publicans voted against it. 

“The remedies that are proposed by the 
democrats for the trusts are not only inad- 
equate but absolutely chemerical. In con- 
gress and out, for several years they have 
heen insisting that all articles that are man- 
ufactured by the so-called trusts should ba 
placed upon the free list. How will this de- 
stroy the trusts or benefit the people? Let 
us look at this question for a moment. 

As to the “Beef Trust.” é‘ 

“Take the ‘ beef trust,’ for example. It 
{fs alleged by the democrats that we have a 
beef trust in this country that controls ab- 
solutely the price of beef and pork and all 
other meat products. Now, they would de- 
stroy this trust how? By proceeding as is 
proposed by President Roosevelt, by a billin 
the court of chancery to dissolve the trust 
and to punish those who are engaged in this 
conspiracy? Not at all. 

*“ Pheir remedy is to put cattle, sheep, 
hogs, horses, and all other live stock on the 
free list. How would this remedy benefit 
the farmers? It would put the cattle raisers 
of Illinois and Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska, 
and all of these western states in competi- 
tion with the cattle raisers in Mexico, 
Canada, and South America. 

“It undoubtedly would reduce the price 
of live stock and deprive the farmer of the 
great market that he has had during the 
last year or more for all kinds of live stock, 
but does anybody for a moment believe that 
it would affect the beef trust? 


Needs of Steel Trade. 


“As to the steel trust, that corporation 
may not need protection. If it is able to in- 
vade the markéts of Europe and sell its prod- 
ucts in competition with the English, 
German, and French manufacturers in those 
markets, it may not need protection to main- 
tain itself in the United States. 

“ But you must remember, that that com- 
pany does not manufacture all the iron and 
steel! that is manufactured in the United 
States; there are hundreds of small iron and 
steel manufactories scattered all over olr 
country from the Atlantic to the Pacific giv- 
ing employment in the emaller industries 
from 10 to 100 men, and reaching out from 
that to 15,000 or 20,000 men, making in the ag- 


| gregate hundreds of thousands of men who 


find employment at good wages in these in- 
dustries. 

“The great majority of these companies 
are not able to seek a market in foreign coun- 
tries, but give employment to these American 
workmen because the tariff laws of our coun- 
try, in a méasure, protect the home market 
for these industries and these wage-earners 
who find employment in these different stee] 
and iron industries.”’ 


Says Trusts Fear Roosevelt. 

Col. Frank O. Lowden followed Congress- 
man Hopkins with a short address, which 
began with praise for the work of organ- 
ization which had been accomplished by the 
republicans of Hyde Park, and the harmon- 
izing influences which had been set in mo- 
tion. From this subject he turned his at- 
tention to a review of the principal planks 
of the platform adopted by the democratic 
party of Illinois two years ago. The plat- 
form, he declared, represented so much dead 
timber today. 

‘the democrats are talking about 
the trusts,’’ said Mr. Lowden. ‘*‘ Why, I 
read in a New York newspaper the other 
day the statement that since Roosevelt had 
declared his position on the trust question 
the trust magnates were contributing lib- 
erally to the campaign fund of the demo- 
cratic party. I shouldn't wonder if the 
statement Was true, for of all men the trust 
magnates fear it is Roosevelt. 

** He is the first to present a definite, tangi- 
ble proposition looking to the control of the 
trusts. The trust magnates fear him more 
than all the empty, idle declarations of all 
the democratic conventions ever held.” 


Mann Discusses the Trusts. 


The address of Congressman James R. 
Mann closed the program. The speaker said 
in part: 

“The democrats know how to drive fleas 
off a dog—kill and burn thedog. They know 
how to destroy trusts. Their remedy is to 
break down the industrial and economic de- 
velopment and make it unprofitable to carry 
on business. They say the republican party 
is a party of trusts. What nonsense! 

“According to the popular conception of 
trusts a few men control the business of the 
country in and for their own selfish interests 
Those men are neither republicans nor dem- 
ocrats. They are trust magnates. And the 
man who ‘says that the great intelligence 
of .the country, represented in the repub- 
lican party, controls that party in the inter- 
est of these few. trust magnates is either 
feeble minded or is not acquainted with the 
truth. I believe that combinations of capital 
have come to stay as I believe that com- 
binations in the form.of labor unions have 
come to stay: Both are forms of develop-

FOREST FIRES IN WEST STILL 
ARE’ UNCHECKED. 


Uniess Rain Comes Soon the Damage 
Will Be Enormous—Whole Commu- 
nities Out Fighting the Flames— 
Residents Driven from Home and 
Several Are Said to Have Perished— 


Oregon, Washington, and British 


Columbia All Tell of Devastation. 


Portland, Ore., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—Whole 
villages wiped out, several persons burned to 
death, hundreds driven from home by the 
advancing flames, great areas of timber land 
devastated, big mills with their stock gone, 
are the results of the forest fires now-sweep- 
ing over this state, Washington, and British 
Columibia.: 

No rain is in sight and a high wind is fan- 
ning the flames. Uniess relief comes soon 
the damage will be increased many times 
what it now is. Hundreds of men are out 
lizhting the fires and engines equipped with 
pumps. are. patroliing the iines ready for 
service should the fire come within reach. 


Woman ferishes; Others Missing. 

A woman was burned to death near Van- 
couver and a woman anda child are missing. 

Mills, lumber, and timber to the value of 
$1,000,000 were destroyed in Chehalis county, 
Washington. 

Deiails of various losses from numerous 
country districts are arriving and the record 
of small individual losses will not be fin- 
ished until rain shall have come to quench 
the ever-spréading flames. The weather bu- 
reau has given no. promise of rain within 
the next twenty-four hours. 

Sixty persons in the town of Springwater, 
Clackamos. county, were forced to free for 
their lives and rendered homeless and a fine 
timber belt destroyed. 

Bridges and fences were attacked and resi- 
dences threatened in South Portland. 


Whole Town Is Destroyed. 

The sawmill of the Bridal Veil Lumber com. 
pany and the whole town of Paimer, situ- 
ated twenty miles éast of. Bridal Veil, in this 
county, have been destroyed. 

The damage in eastefn Muitnomah county 
amounts to $42,500, and every family has 


been fighting the fire since Monday. 


To protect the town of Gresham men stand 
guard night and day. 


Fight Flame Night and Day. 

Fire companics were calied out to Irving- 
ton. The residents of that part of Port- 
land were on duty from 2 o'clock yester- 
day morning. 

Valuable timber has been destroyed near 
Coburg, Wilhoit Springs, Wendling, and 
other points. Men at Wendling are swamp- 
ing the timber in order tosaveit. The losses 
will amount to thousands of dollars. 

The destruction of the village of Viola 
seems certain. The nonarrival of grain and 
coasting ships is due to dense smoke at 
the mouth of the Columbia river. The 
steamer Columbia is reported to be strand- 
ed in the river near Astoria. 


People Flee from Homes, 
Oregon City, Ore., Sept. 13.—Reports from 
Springwater state that sixty persons there 
are homeless. All of the country known 
as the Rocky Point section is burning. 
At Springwater the fire has destroyed a 


church, school house, Maccabee hall, 
Grange hall, postoffice, store, and many 
dwellings. The people were forced to flee 


for their lives. Many horses, cattle, and 
hogs were burned. The most valuable 
timber belt in Clackamas county is prac- 
tically burned out. 


Several Lives Lost. 

Kalema, Ore., Sept. 13.—The forest fires on 
the Lewis river have destroyed five logging 
camps and the homes of more than a score 
of settlers. D. L. Wallace, wife and chil- 
dren, Charles Hanley, 12 years old, and Mrs. 
Graves are know to have perished, and many 
campers are missing. The.whole country 
above Elma has been wiped out. 


Fires in Every County. 

Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 13.—Forest fires are 
now burning in every county of western 
Washington from British Columbia to the 
Columbia river. The conflagrations are the 
most extensive in Mason, Thurston, Che- 
halis. and Lewis counties, to the southwest 
of Tacoma. 

The towns of Elma and Folsom, in Chehalis 
county, have been partly destroyed. 

The latest reports from Mason county are 
that every portion of that county is in fames 
wih the excepion of Shelton. 


TWO FIRES HARD TO FIGHT 


MEN GET A FORETASTE OF THEIR 
WORK IN WINTER. 


Blaze at 271-285 Madison Street Does 
$16.000 Damage on the Fourth and 
Fifth Floors, While Water Causes 
Loss Below—Tarrant Foundry, 46-66 
Indiana Street, Destroyed in a Short 
Time—Valued at $76,000—Campbell 
Knocked Down by Water. 


As a foretaste of their winter's work Chi- 
cago firemen fought two stubborn batties 
last night. One, on the fourth and fifth 
floors of the building at 271-285 Madison, for 
a time threatened the entire building, but 
was checked after a loss estimated at 
$16,000. 

The other fire was in the Tarrant foundry 
at 46 to 66 Indtana street and the loss is put 
at $76.000, principally in patterns and molds. 

Twenty men were at work in the foundry 
when the blaze was discovered in the engine 
room. They were quick*y driven into the 
street by the smoke, which filled the big 
bui.ding when the first firemen arrived. So 
rapid was the spread of the flames that the 
employés had no time to go to the office to 
see if the books were in the vaults. 

The efforts of the firemen were vain, and 
within a haif hour the entire building, a one 
story brick, was in ruins. 

Inspector Campbell of the East Chicago 
avenue police station was knocked down by 
a stream of water while attempting to rescue 
some horses that were in the stable in the 
rear of the foundry. He was not injured. 


Crowd at Madison Street Fire. 
The Madson street fire started at 9 p. m. 


in the factory of T. G. Riordan, manufactur- 
er of leather goods, occupying the fifth and 


sixth floors of the Central Union block, 
271-285 Madison street. The blaze, which 
was plainly visible as far away as State 


street, attracted hundreds of people, who 
crowded the streets and the Madison street 
bridge, watching the brilliant flames that 
poured from the upper windows of the bulld- 
ing. 

The fire was discovered by Watchman 
Waligoski. Littl headway was made by 
the department until the fire tug Illinois 
arrived. The great quantity of water thrown 
by the tug soon quenched the flames on the 
fifth and sixth floors in front. but the fire 
spread toward the rear, traveling past win- 
dow after window, until it reached the 
back. At the same time the flames ap- 
peared in the windows of the fourth floor, 
which: is occupied at the west-end of the 
building, to which the fire was wholly con- 
fined, by Skoglof & Carlson, glove manu- 
faeturers, and E. 8. Tomlinson, commission 
merchant. 

The four leads of the tug, aided by the 
streams from the engines, gradually con- 
trolled theblaze, and finally, at 11 o'clock, 
quenched it. The services of the tug Geyser 
from Throop and Lumber streets, and of a 
water tower which was erected in Madison 
street, were not needed. 

List of the Losses. 

The damage to the building is estimated 
at $5,000. The damage to the stock of 
trunks, valises, leather goods, and supplies 
in the factory of T. G. Riordan will amount 
to $8,000, E. 8. Tomlinson’s loss will be 
$3,000. The stores and factories below were 
damaged by the immense quantities of water 
thrown into the upper floors by the tug 
Illinois. 

This same building was burned down five 


years ago by a fire that started in the same | 


part as last night’s biaze. It occupied 
by a large number of firms, many of them 
engaged in light manufactures. The cause 
of the fire is unknown. 


HOMELESS GIRL SEEKS DEATH. 


Inhalea Chloroform in Lincoln Park, 
but Is Revived at the German 
Hospital. 


A gir! giving her name as Bessie Williams, 
17 years old, tried to commit suicide tn Lin- 
coln park last night by inhaling chloroform. 
In her pocketbook was a note reading. “I 
have no relatives or friends. Let the county 
bury me. I am without work, without 
money, or clothes.”” The girl was revived at 
the German hospital, where she saidehe was 
from St. Louis. Since coming to Chicago 
she has boarded at 138 Dearborn avenue.

MINE CONFERENCE 
SEEMS FRUITLESS 


Goy. Stone’s Meeting with 
Mitchell Appears to Have 
Been Without Result. 


PLAN IS KEPT SECRET. 


Belief Is That Men Refused to 
Resume Work and Arbi- 
trate Afterwards. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 13.—[Special. }—Af- 
ter a conference which lasted from 2 o'clock 
this morning until 4:30 President John 
Mitchell and the district leaders of the strik- 
ing anthracite miners departed from Har- 
risburg, seemingly crestfallen over the re- 
sult. Gov. Stone still seems to be hopeful 
that his: plan to bring about a settlement 
of the strike will bear fruit, but the miners’ 
officials appear doubtful. 

Not one of the men who participated in the 
conference will divulge what scheme was 
proposed by the governor. President Mitch- 
ell, before leaving, stated simply that ths 
governor had submitted no plana that would 
settle the trotble. 

It is believed here that Gov. Stone asked 
the miners to return to work and arbitrate 
afterward, and that the miners’ officials re- 
fused to consider the proposition. 

Others at the conference besides Gov. Stone 
and President Mitchell were State Senator 
William Flynn of Pittsburg, a political 
friend of the governor and a large employer 
of labor in Allegheny county; M. K. Me- 
Mullin of Pittsburg. a wealthy man of many 
interests; Col W. F. Richardson of Harris- 
burg, keeper of the state arsenal and as- 
sistant quartermaster of the national guard, 
and District Presidents Thomas D. Nichols 
of Scranton, Thomas Duffy of McAdoo, and | 
John Fahy of Shamokin. 

At the conclusion of the meeting Gov. Stone 
gave a written statement reading as follows: 

Messrs. Mitchell, Nicholis, Fahy, Duffy, 
Senator Fiynn, Col. Richardson, and Gov, 
Stone have been in conference. All the dif- 
ferences have been discussed with the best 
of feeling.” 

Attorney General Elkin and Mr. Widener 
were invited to the conference. It was given 
out that Mr. Elkin could not get here’tn 
time, but no reason was assigned for Mr. 
Widener’s absence. 


Carries News to Morgan. 

Gov. Stone this afternoon said the condk 
tions were such that he did not feel justi- 
fied in making a statement, except to re- 
peat that the strike was discussed with 
the best of feeling. He did not go to his 
office on Capitol hill today, but remained 
at the mansion with Senator Wlilllam Flynn, 
who left at noon for Pittsburg. 

M. K. McMullin went east on an early 
morning train and it is presumed he has 
gone to New York to meet J. P. Morgan 
and tell him what took place at the con<- 
ference. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 13. — Tired and 
worn out after his flying trip to Philadelphia 
and Harrisburg President Mitchell returned 
to Wilkesbarre this morning. He said the 
interview with Gov. Stone was a pleasant 
one. The strike situation was discussed in 
all its phases, but the governor Kad no propo- 
sition to make for a settlement of the strike. 


Gompers Pleads for Miners. 

New York, Sept. 13.—Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, in addressing 2,000 persons who had 
gathered to attend a massmeeting at Madi- 
son Square garden in behalf of the striking 
coal miners tonight, announced that just be- 
fore starting for the meeting he had received 
a gift>of $1,000 to aid the miners in their 
struggle. Mr. Gompers said he was not at 
liberty to announce the name of the donor. 
President Gompers briefly addressed the 
audience, making an appeal in behalf of the 
strikers, saying: 

“The striking miners are putting up a 
fight which the American people should re- 
spect. As time goes on, we will come to ad- 


- mire the fight of the minersin the anthracite 


region of Pennsylvania. The miners can 
win, but we must make it poe ‘ble for them 
to win. In order to do so they must have 
bread, and it is the duty of organized labor 
to see that they are not defeated for lack of 
that. If they were forced to yield it would 
mean a serious calamity to organized laborin 
every part of the country. In this fight we 
propose to stand by them regardless of con- 
sequences.” 


BIG CROWDS ARE EXPECTED 
AT OYSTER BAY TOMORROW. 
Fifteen Thousand of President Roose- 
velt’s Long Island Neighbors Ex-~- 
pected to Attend His Reception. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 13.—[Special.}—~ 
The preparations for the president's recep- 
tion on Monday to his neighbors have the 
whole village of Oyster Bay in a bustle by 
thig time. Fifteen thousand persons 
are expected to attend. A twenty acre lot 
om the crest of Sagamore hill has been 
fenced for the farmers to tie their teams in. 
Wires have been strung across the Cove 
road every hundred yardge from which great 
flags are to be hung. Scarcely a house in 
the village is without its decorations. They 
all’ got well soaked in tonight's rain and 
the gutters are running tonight. 

The president told some ef his friends 
today that he was rather surprised by the 
size of the crowd that was coming to see 
him. Of course, all will be welcome but 
the reception will be rather more informal 
and hurried than it would have been had 
only a few nubdred of the president's friends 
and neighbors dropped in to shake hands 
with hirm. 

Instead of a general forgathering on the 
front lawn followed by handshaking all 
around the people will be lined up and 
ushered past the president as rapidly as 
may be comfortably done. At the same 
time it is the president's desire that the oc- 
casion will not be considered a public func- 
tion, but In spite of its more formal char- . 
acter it shall still be considered a friend- 
ly visiting day for the people of Nassau 
county.

Gov. Savage Declares Intent 
to Fight Combine by 
Big Packers. 


LAW TO BE ENFORCED. 


Completion of Arrangements for 
the Consolidation Not Likely 
for Six Weeks. 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Savage is quoted in a local paper today as 
eaying that any attempt to include the pack- 
ing houses of Nebraska In a merger will re- 
sult in a strong fight in the courts. On ac- 
count of the large Nebraska packing inter- 
ests an attempt of the state officiais to pre- 
vent the combine from doing business In this 
#tate probably would have a serious effect on 
the proposed merger. The following is the 
govirno:’s view: 

“* As soon as it comes to my knowledge that 
the merger of the packing interests has taken 
place I shall instruct the iegal department 
.of the state to investigate fully. If1 find that 
any law of the state of Nebraska is being 

violated I willajnterfere and will throw the 
entire weight of the law against the combine- 


tion. 
-Will Impose Full Penalty. 

“I have already given considerable 
thought to the question, and, while I will 
not venture to say officially that the com- 
bination will be fllega?, because that point 
must be settled by the attorney general, 
should that official notify me that the merger 
is against the laws of the state of Nebraska 
and that the laws are being violated, I will 
direct that proceedings be immediately 
brought to declare the merger void and will 
impose the full penalty of the law against 
those responsible for the combination.” 


It was learned yesterday that the method 
of financing the packing house combination 
has not been determined. As it stood three 
days ago it was proposed to give bonds and 
preferred stock and a small amount of com- 
mon as a bonua in exchange for the Swift 
& Co., Armour & Co., and Nelson Morris & 
Co. stocks. Butit was specifically announced 
that this might be changed. The value of the 
securities was conservatively estimated at

TRAVEL PRAISES AMERICA. 


Clergyman Declares That the Seeker

By dedicating his new book, “ The Old 
World in the New Century,” “ to those who 
tarry with the stuff,"’ the Rev. William E.

For instance, when 
homeward bound he calls attention to the 
beautiful things he has seen and then tells 
his readers that those same scenes may be 
duplicated in America. 


Tribute to Nature at Home. 


“The admiration which people expend on 
the moods of nature in foreign parts also 
could often be duplicated at home if the 
stranger ever saw nature in the home land,” 
Dr. Barton writes. ‘‘He who stands out- 
side his tent in Syria and returns home with 
the impression that the stars are never so 
bright anywhere else as in that cloudless 
sky, where their brightness shines out 
against a background of inky black, can 
find nights in any part‘of America when the 
stars are just as bright and the heavens just 
as black if he will but shut off the gas and 
step out of doors.”’ 


Scope of His Travels. 


Dr. Barton's book bégins with the sailing 
of the Celtic, with its 830 passengers. It 
earries the reader on a journey past Ma- 
deira, the land of wine; Gibraltar, the Brit- 
ish lion in stone; Algiers, the home of the 
pirates; through the Mediterranean to Malta. 
Athens, and Constantinople and the Holy 
land. He re.ates his impressions of the old 
cities of Palestine delighifully. 

The tombs of the Pharaons are visited, 
Napies, Pompeii, and Vesuvius inspected, 
and the Eterna! City gone over. 

Crossing Europe he visited England, saw 
Lord Salisbury and other great English- 
men, bidding farewell only after a brief trip 
to the hom~ of Bobby Burns. 

In closing, he speaks kindly of the habit 
of superficial sightseeing, contending it is 
better to visit Europe and its historical cities 
for an hour than never to see them at all.

TO FACE A CRISIS, 


Treasury Chief Proposes to 
Increase Circulation in 
Quick Time. 


DEALS WITH BIG BANKS. 


All Are Urged to Issue More 
Notes—October Interest Will 


é Be Paid at Once. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special.}]— 
formal announcement of his plan to in- 
-epease the money in circulation by the pay- 
ment ahead of time of the October interest 
on the government debt and by encouraging 
the national banks to issue more notes was 
made by Secretary of the Treasury Shaw 
today. Mr. Shaw explained that he would 
make the question of government deposits 
a condition depending on the increase of cir- 
culation by banks, 


Will Be Ready for a Crisis. 


While, the secretary says, there is no im- 
mediate danger of a financial crisis, he in- 
tends to be prepared to add to the circula- 
tion on short notice. A statement issued 
today by the treasury department says: 

“ Secretary Shaw has made arrangements 
to release about $4,000,000 of the treasury 
holdings. He has had a list prepared of 
those national banks throughout the coun- 
try which held free or pledged bonds at the 
date of their last report and has made in- 
quiry for others. After making allowance 
for changed conditions since the last report 
he expects this will release at least $4,000, - 
000. He has sent notice to all such that if 
they will send these bonds to the treasury 
of the United States in sums of $50,000 or 
more they wil! be designated as temporary 
depositaries, and the face value of the bonds 
will be deposited with them to the eredit of 
the treasurer of the United States. 

“He has pursued this course in prefer- 
ence to designating depositaries in the or- 
dinary way, which compels them to buy 
bonds in the market at a large premium, 
thus paying out mofe for the bonds than 
they get from the government. The cus- 
toms receipts are extremely heavy at this 
particular season of the year and the cash 
balance of the treasurer has been increas- 
ing gradually. 


Will Pay Interest at Once. 


“ He has also decided to anticipate the Oc-

*** Second—I desiré to have from fifteen to 
fifty million additional circulation printed 
preparatory, so that it can be issued in four 
days instead of forty. 

“* Third—I will be glad to have the banks 
holding deposits arrange if they can to bor- 
row the bonds. 

“* Fourth—I desire to send no bank into 
the market to buy bonds at the present time. 

“* Fifth—I do not care to have the currency 
issued unless conditions make it well nigh 
imperative. 

‘Iam making no demand upon any bank. 
The amount of their circulation must be de- 
termined by their directors, but inasmuch as 
the public holds the secretary of the treasury 
responsible for existing conditions I 
deem myself. justified in using the public 
funds now held by various banks on deposit 
as I think best for the public good, and in 
fase of trouble I may think best to use these

DOCTORS CLASH 
“AT AN INQUEST, 


Jury in Post-Graduate Hos- 
pital Case Declares Against 
Private Post-Mortems. 


‘SPELLING CAUSES A ROW. 


Dr. Leininger Offers to Bet $1,.- 
000 with Dr. Ries, but 
Coroner Interferes. 


A row over a missing human heart, a lesson 
in spelling for Dr. George Leininger, and a 
recommendation that private post-mortems 
be discouraged when the case comes under 
the jurisdiction of the coroner, were the fea- 
tures of the final session of the inquest over 
the body of William Butrick yesterday. 

The jury found that Butrick came to his 
death from Bright’s disease and the effect 
Of an anesthetic. Then it added: 

We believe the heart was taken from the body’ 
at the Post-Graduate hospital, and we recommend 
that the proper authorities take steps to put a 


stop to all post-mortems that come under the juris- 
diction of the coroner. 


As to the Missing Heart. 

Mrs. L. Barber, a nurse, testified that she 
was present ‘when the post-mortem examina- 
tion was held by Dr. Emil Ries at the hos- 
pital, She said she saw the physician place 
the heart back in the body. Miss Marion 
Prentiss, superintendent of the hospital, said 
she secured permission from a cousin of 
Butrick to hold the post-mortem. 

Employés of Postlewait’s underaking es- 
tablishment told of securing possession of 
the body. They were sure it had not been 
molested from the time it reached their 
morgue until the following day, when Dr. 
Leininger made an examination. 

Then Dr. Leininger himself was called to 
read his report to Coroner Traeger. Init the 
doctor told of his failure to find the heart. 

Dr. Ries asked permission to 
Leininger and it was given hir 

** And you say you could not 
and that you made a thorou 
: of the entire body?’ asked Dr. Ries. 

Yes,’’ replied Dr. Leininger. “ 1 made a 
most careful and thorough search, but it was 
not there.” 

Dr. Ries then asked a number of other 
questions concerning the body, but Coroner 
Traeger ruled that they had no bearing on 
the situation.

WANT PEACE IN PARTY. 


REPUBLICANS ASK FOR A STATE 
COMMITTEE MEETING. 


Calls on Chairman Rowe Come from 
Workers in the State Who Think 
the 5 Per Cent Tangle Should Be 
Cleared Up and the Mason-Yates 
Strife Ended—Question of Having 
Junior Senator for a Speaker Not 
Acted On. 


Demands are being made by republicans 
from out in the state on Chairman Rowe, 
it is understood, to call a meeting of the 
State committee, but as yet he has not com- 
pited. The object, so it was said yester- 
day by a prominent republican who ts in- 
terested in having the members come to- 
gether, is to clear up the 5 per cent assess- 
ment and stop the fight between the offi- 
cers of the committee and Senator Mason. 

“The governor and Mr. Rowe and others 
of the governor's political family may say 
that the system of taking 5 per cent out 
of an employe’s salary has been or will 
be stopped, and that those who contributed 
unwillingly will get their money back, but 
that is not enough,” said this man. “It 
fails to satisfy a large number of country 
republicans who insist that the committee 
should take a hand in stopping it.”’ 

With reference to the question of keep- 
ing Senator Mason from making speeches 
under the auspices of the state committee, 
nothing has been done by the committee. 
The speakers’ bureau, however, is receiving 
calls for the senator, but it pays no atteén- 
tion to them. : 

The grounds on which Chairman Rowe and 
his official colleagues justify their action 
in setting the senator aside are that long 
before the campaign started he declared 
his intention to form a campaign commit- 
tee of his own, of putting a lot of independ- 
ent candidates for the legislature in the 
field, and make the fight for reélection to 
the senate entirely aloof from and not- 
withstanding the state committee. 


HOPES TO MANAGE CAMPAIGN. 


Tilden Democracy Will Offer Services 
if Harrison-Tuley Committee Fails 
of Indorsement. 


If the Harrison-Tuley campaign committee 
fails of indorsement by the county committee 
tomorrow, the Tilden democracy wilil offer 
its services. As a feeler the suggestion was 
made by representatives of this organization 
to the candidates yesterday, and some of 
them thought favorably of it. After a con- 
ference at democratic state headquarters be- 
tween John P. Hopkins, Chairman Doyle, 
and Col. John 8.

CHICAGO TRAIN WRECKED 
IN CITY OF MILWAUKEE. 


Engineer Crushed Beneath His Engine, 
Dies Later—Seventeen Year Old Boy 
Instantly Killed. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 13.—[Special.]— 
Two men are dead as a result of the wreck 
of a Chicago passenger train in this city just 
before noon today. 

The train left the Central station for Chi- 
cago at 11 o'clock. At the foot of Lincoln 
avenue, near Stowell avenue, spreading rails 
piled the engine, tender, and baggage car 
into the ditch. Engineer L. W. Rodger of 
Milwaukee was so badly crushed that he died 
this evening.

Three Die in Colorado Wreck. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 13.—The Santa Fé 
passenger train which left Denver this 
morning at 3:50, bound for Colorado 
Springs, Pueblo, St. Louis, and Chicago, col- 
lided with a freight train at Struby, a sta- 
tion several miles south of Littleton, and 
three members of the passenger crew were 
killed and another perhaps fatally injured. 


BOY ON A MICHIGAN FARM

Band Cutter Cuts Feeder’s Hand and Is 
Ground to Pieces—Workmen Prompt- 
ly Hang the Murderer in Revenge. 


Newago, Mich., Sept. 13.—-E. O. Shaw, pub- 
lisher of the Newaygo Republican, says it is 
rumored that while a gang of thrashers was 
at work on a farm in Otia, this county, the 
band cutter accidentally cut the feeder’s 
hand, and that the feeder instantly grabbed 
the cutter, a boy, and threw him into the 
machine and that he was ground to pieces.

BRYAN IN JOHNSON 


NEBRASKAN SPEAKS IN OHIOAN’S 
TENT AT TOLEDO. | 


Silwer Leader Praises the Cleveland 
Mayor and Denounces Trusts, Com- 
bines, and Long Term Franchises— 


Says He Would Have Put Stripes on | 
Millienaires if He Had Been Elected 


—Criticises Roosevelt for Not Sup- 
pressing Big Corporations. 


Toledo, O., Sept. 13—William J. Bryan 
this evening addressed an audience of 4,000 
persons in the circus tent in which Tom 
Johnson is making his speeches during the 
fall campaign. Speaking of Tom Johnson, 
Mr. Bryan said: 

* How fortunate it is for this state to have 
a man like Mr. Johnson, who is so strong, 
s0 courageous, and who has the ability to 
carry on this battle against the organized 
wealth and who can challenge them on every 
platform, as he has tonight. If we had such 
men as he in every state within five years 
plutocracy would be driven into the Atlantic 
ocean. No one will dispute what he says. 
He gives you the figures. There is no reason 
why everybody should not understand.’’ 

Mr. Bryan recalled the fight of Mr. John- 
son in congress ten years ago, when he 
fought the representatives of the steel trust, 
when he himself was a steel manufacturer, 
and it would have been to his own interest 
to have had a tariff placed on steel. 

“If we had more men,” said Mr. Bryan, 
“who would quit making money in middle 
life and“ devote their time to the betterment 
of their fellow men this country would be 
considerably better off.’’ 

He believed, he said, that the cities should 
own and operate all franchises, but if this 
is not possible he favored short franchises, 
and he thought people should be permitted 
to express themselves about these fran- 
chises. 

In- discussing national politics Mr. Bryar 
said if he had been elected he would have 
put stripes on the millionaires who would 
rob the people by unlawful combines, and 
that the trusts could not have dictated the 
appointment of an attorney general and 
they could not have run the attorney gen- 
eral. The president should be prosecuting 
the trusts instead of taking his gpeaking 
tours, 


WIFE SHOOTS HER HUSBAND 
AND CLAIMS SELF-DEFENSE. 


Thomas ‘Murphy, 163 Palmer Square, 
Starts to Whip 17 Year Old Daughter 
and a Quarrel Follows. 


Following a dispute over the proposed 
chastisement of their daughter Mrs. Thomas 
Murphy, 59 years old, shot and probably 
fatally wounded her husband, Thomas Mur- 
phy, 59 years old. 

The shooting occurred at 163 Palmer square 
yesterday afternoon In the presence of the 
daughter, Frances, who is 17 years old.

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TEACHERS FIGHT 
FOR MERIT LAW. 


Declare the System Is Endan- 


gered by the Dismissal 
of Miss McGrath. 


DEMAND A FAIR TRIAL. 


Promotional Test Repudiated as 
Untair, and Higher Sala- 
ries Called For. 


In the belief that the dismissal of Miss 
Mary C. McGrath will result in the complete 
fefeat of the principles of civil service as ap- 
plied to the schools, the Teachers’ federation 
yesterday decided to enter the fight in behalf 
of Miss McGrath as a measure of self-preser- 
vation. 

It was declared that if Miss McGrath could 
be dismissed from service without cause 
after having served nineteen years, the posi- 
tion of every teacher in the schools was in 
peril and that the civil service had been 
proved to be a pretty fiction. 

The consideration of the McGrath case 
consumed nearly the entire morning session 
of the federation. Miss McGrath in person 
presented her case to the teachers. She en- 
tered into every detail and phase of her dis- 
gg and the controversy which grew out 


Warning by Miss Haley. 


“ Although the civil service law applies 
to every scrub woman in the city hall it 
ls absolutely impotent in the case of the 
teachers,’ declared Miss Margaret Haley. 
“A janitor cannot be dismissed without 
first having been accorded a fair trial. If 
they can dismiss teachers without trial, 
every one of us is in peril.” 

Power was vested in the directors of the 
federation to exercise all reasonable effort 
to bring about a fair hearing of the Mc- 
Grath case and to take any steps neces- 
tary to make the civil service law effective. 


Repudiate Promotional Tests. 


The teachers also repudiated the proposed 
promotional tests’ as a retrograde move- 
ment, but while this action was being taken, 
the Principais’ association, in session in Ful- 
lerton hall, heartily indorsed the test sy» 
tem and deciared that fully 600 teachers 
were ready to submit to the examination. 

The test system was inaugurated asa 
Means of increasing the salaries of the 
teachers. An examination in one self-elec- 
tive branch of study is to be given to those 
teachers deserving of promotion, and the 
Successful candidates will have their annual 
Salaries increased $100. 


Move for Higher Salaries. 


The agitation for an increase in salaries 
was given shape yesterday when resolutions 
passed by the federation declared that the 
teachers “are not receiving salaries in pro- 


portion to the wealth of intelligence which 
_they furriish to the public. The share of 


wealth which the teachers receive is not in 
proportion to the share of wealth they cre- 


ate.”

The school was founded last year by a 
number of Chicago women to carry on the 
work begun at the Armour institute. The 
entire equipment of the department of do- 
mestic arts and sciences at the Armour in- 
stitute has been contributed to the new 
school by Mrs. Armour, who is the hon- 
‘Oorary president. 

A perpetual scholarship has been estab- 
lished by Mrs. Lynden Evans, president of 
the school, which will be known as the “ Mrs. 
Jennie G. Witherow memoria! scholarship." 
Six other scholarships have been endowed 
for the present year, the donors being Mrs. 
T. B. Blackstone, Mrs. George E. Adams, 
Mrs. L..J. Tilton, Miss Kate Buckingham, 
Mrs. Martin Ryerson, and Mrs. Charles L.

GRIEVANCES OF TRAINMEN 
TOLD BY A CONDUCTOR. 


He Confirms Report That a Demand for 
More Pay Is Pending—Denies Any 
Likelihood of a Strike. i 

Chicago, Sept. 12.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]~The article in today’s TRIBUNE on 


‘“Trainmen Unite in Pay Demand ” is’nearer 
the truth than any article I have seen on 


the same subject in any other paper. Still 


it is not entirely in accordance with the facts. 

It is true that the movement is being 
pushed by conductors and trainmen) alone. 
It is not true that the time has been fixed or 
the railroads selected on which to make the 
first request. _It is not true that the plan 
originated in the national convention of the 
Brother of Railway Trainmen, and later was 
ratified by the Order of Railway Conductors 
in a similar manner. The facts are! 

The chairmen of the general committees 
of adjustment of both organizations on all 
railroads in the United States, west and 
southwest of Chicago, met at Kansds City 
last May and formulated an association, con- 
sisting of the chairmen as above mentioned, 
subject to approval of the local lodges. A 


vote ‘was taken and the action of the chair- 


men waa ratified. July 24 the chairmen 
again met at Kansas City and completed 
the organization and drew up the plan for 
action. The vote you speak of is not com- 
plete, but'is being taken, and will probably 
be reported to the executive committee by 
Oct. 1. Then it will be decided’ on what 
roads and when the requests for more pay 
will be made. 

You were right In saying the trainmen had 
heavier responsibilities than formerly. This 
is especially true of the conductor. Astoa 
etrike, the laws of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors and Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men are such that if a flat denial from the 
officers for an increase of pay is received 
before a strike could be ordered another 
general vote would have to be taken, and it 
takes a two-thirds majority to authorize a 
etrike. And as I see it, there is no law or 
rule that will keep the men on any railroad 
system from accepting a new pay schedule 
that they and their officers should agree 
upon, notwithstanding it should not come 
up to the request voted on at Kansas City. 

That the trainmen throughout the coun- 
try are entitled to more pay is admitted by 
mearly all managers. Living expenses are 
mearly 33. per cent higher than they were 
when the present pay schedules were made, 
and the work and responsibilities of the con- 
@uctors, at least, have doubled. But, mark 
my word, there will be no strike.

Lieut. Gov. Northcott Demands Retrac- 
tion of Statement That He Handled 
Part of Campaign Money.

Gov. Northcott has directed Attorney BE. M. 
Ashcraft to demand of Wallace BE. Shirra 
and Harry C. Clasen a retraction of their 
assertion that the lieutenant governor re- 
ceived and disbursed a part of the 5 per cent 
collected from state employés.

A. J. Hopkins.

Reported New York Cen- 
tral-Pennsylvania Deal. 


CONDITIONS IN THE EAST. 


Considered Likely the Two Vast 
Systems May Unite Their 
Coal Interests. 


officials in Chicago do not think 
there is @ny foundation for the sensational 
story telegraphed from Cleveland that the 

New York Central and Pennsylvania inter- 
ests had formed a giant alliance to control 
absolutely the transportation facilities in 
the territory between Chicago and St. Louis, 
the great lakes and the Ohio river, and the 
Canadian boundary and the Potomac river 
through-to the Atlantic coast. 

If such a deal had been perfeeted, it 1s 
claimed, the report would come from New 
York and not from Cleveland. But there 
area number of other reasons why the story 
is discredited. The Vand.rbilts have always 
kept aloof from any entangling alliances 
and have never resorted to financial manipu- 
jJations, but have devoted their energtes to 
the suCcessful operation of their propertics. 
They are strong enoug?l financially to hold 
their Own against.any combinations that 
might be formed to fight them. In fact, tm 
their particular territory, east of Buffalo, 
they are supreme. 


Are Not Rival Roads. 


The Pennsylvania, except on coal traffic 
and through business to New York, fs not 
@ competitor of the New York Centra! in 
the proper sense of the word, and the rela- 
tions between the two interests have always 
been of the closest nature, and there never 
has any serious misunderstanding re- 
garding the maintenance of rates between 


‘Whatever competition there has been in 
that territory came from the Erie, Lacka- 
wanna, Grand Trunk, and Lehigh Valley rail- 
roads. These lines are now kept in control 
through the Trunk Line association, and it is 
hardly probable that the Vanderbilt and 
Pennsylvania interests would want to force 
them to fight for their existence and create 
a4 War that would cause enormous loss of 
revenue. 


May He a Coal Line Combine. 


It is considered probable, however, that 
& combination is being formed between the 
Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania interests for 
the sole purpose of protecting their coal 
interests. They were mutually interested 
in the bituminous coal! flelds and in the hard 
coal fields as well. The Pennsylvania sys- 
tem predominated in the former and the Van- 
derbilts in the latter. By an understanding 
the Vanderbilts yielded the soft coal fields 
to the Pennsylvania in return for a similar 
concession on the hard coal from the Penn- 
Sylvania. The Lackawanna and Reading 
are the big coal roads, and to prevent them 
from controlling the entire coal situation 
the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania interests 
may have deemed it necessary to form an 
alliance. 


Trend of Freight Is Westward. 


Traffic on the railroads running east from 
Chicago is still moving in larger volume 
westward than eastbound. This is a rather 
unusual condition at this season, but is at- 
tributed, in the main, to light shipments of 
grain and all farm products. It has been a 
backward year, but all crops have been 
good and farmers “are holding back ship- 
ments lest serious damage should be done to 
the corn crop by frosts. This would have the 


. natural result of advancing prices for all. 
other products. 


The movement westbound 
consists of miscellaneous freight, including 


“all kinds of manufactured products, which, . 


railroad officials say, are far behind in de- 
livery. 

Local business on all the roads between 
here and Buffalo and Pittsburg ts satisfac- 
tory. and the railroads, while not crowded, 
have no great surplus of idle equipment. 
Some of the lines are suffering through lack 
of motive power, and business has congested 
at various points, midway between here and 
the seaboard. Aside from this, the genera] 
situation appears to be satisfactory. 


Passenger Association to Meet. 


Chairman E. E. MacLeod has issued a call 
for a meeting of the Western Passenger asso- 
clation roads to be held in this city for the 
purpose of considering so-called merchants’ 
excursions. In explanation it ts stated that 
these excursions are not merchants’ excur- 
sions within the meaning of the term as used 
in connection with reduced rates granted on 
account of meetings of merchants’ assccia- 
tions at the large business centers which are 
confined to the retail merchant who is a 
member of such association and who avails 
himself of the reduction for the purpose of 
purchasing gccods of the wholesale mer- 
chants and jcbbers. 

‘The excursions for the consideration of 
which the meeting has beén called are in- 
tended for the benefit of the people who de- 
Sire to visit the large commercial! centers to 
@o their shopping. It is believed that a low 
fate for such a purpose would induce thou- 
sands of people to come to the large cities this 
fall to lay in supplies for the winter. who 
Otherwise would stay at home and supply 
their wants through mail orders.

LABOR CONTRACT 
CALLED INVALID. 


Agreement Demanded by a 
Big Factory Is Declared 
—One-Sided and Void. 


RULING. BY ARBITRATORS. 


State Board Also Decides It Has 
Power to Interfere Even. 
if One Side Objects. 


> 


The validity of contracts entered into by 
labor unions and employers has been passed 
on by the state board of arbitration. The 

,Gecision outlines a valid contract and de- 
clares the right of the board to pass on a 
labor dispute without the consent of both 
parties involved. 

This decision came last week during an 
investigation of the lockout of 800 men 
employed by the Parlin & Orendorff com- 
pany of Canton, Ill. The differences grew 


the company has required its men to sign 
as the principal condition of employment. 

This contract reads as follows: 

Agreement: In consideration of being given em- 
Ployment by the Parlin & Or@ndorff company, and 
for other valuable considerations that to me may 
acrue, I herein agree to work for said company 
eight to fourteen hours a day, at piece or day work, 


to July 1, 1003, as said company may desire my 
services, at 10 per cent less than piece or day 
work prices, as may be made by the Parlin & 
Orendorff company for 1902 and 1903. 

I further agree to respect and abide by such 
rules as it may from time to time adopt, govern- 
ing the operation of the factory. I further agree 
not to waste or carelessly use any material or 
property belonging to said company; any ma- 
terial wasted or damaged by me I am to pay for. 

It is understood by me that if I abide by and 
fulfill the above condition to the entire satisfaction 
of the company; said company wil present to me 
on July 1, 1908, a sum equa! to 10 per cent of my 
net earnings while in the employ of the Parlin & 
Orendorff company, which amount, it is under- 
stood by me, is not as wages earned, but as a pres- 
ent from said company for good conduct, special 
care in my work, and attention to duties, and 
should my work not be satisfactory to the com-

Board Takes Up the Case. 

In the past the board has not taken up 
labor disputes unless both parties to them 
agreed. In this case it decided to set a 
precedent, and when the men petitioned for 
a hearing it granted the request, taking as 
its right to do so a provision in the arbitra- 
tion law of the state that has been a dead 
letter. y 

The hearing took’ place on Sept. 1, and the 
Parlin & Orendorff company made no ap- 
pearance. The board took as the chief point 
at issue the withholding of 10 per cent of 
the wages of the men—a method in vogue in 
hundreds of factories throughout the state. 


. Deprives Men of Freedom. 

“The practical effect of the system is that 
the men cease to be free agents,”’ reports 
the three members of the board. “* They find 
themselves under the subjection of their em- 
ployers in a way that is most harassing and 
humiliating to a@ free American citizen. It 
is shown to be the custom of the company to 
present to the men for their signature, just 
before the expiration of the year, a renewal 
eontract for the succeeding year. Thus the 
employé has the alternative of signing for 
another year a contract he deems unjust or 
of surrendering 10 per cent of his year’s 
wages to be held in the treasury of the 
company. 

“ The most important point to be consid- 
ered in connection with the contract in con- 
troversy is that it is altogether a one sided 
agreement. It lacks the essential element 
of mutuality. Promises are made by the 
mén, but the company assumes no obliga- 
tions whatever. The contract is a most 
inequitable one, and should bind no man, 
in conscience or in law, or at the bar of public 
opinion. Contracts of this character have 
been before the courts of last resort, and 
there they have been held invalid for want 
of mutuality or of reciprocal obligations.”’

MILLINERS FORM A UNION. 


HAVE LIST OF GRIEVANCES THEY 
WANT CORRECTED. 


When They Turn Out a Quality of Head- 
gear Which Is Sold with the Label 
“Made in Paris” They Think They 
Are Entitled to a Share of the Re- 
turns from the Deception—Attempt . 
to Unite Rival Teamsters’ Organiza- 
tions. 


Parisian hats and French “ creations” are 
to be made by union labor if the plans of the 
organizers of the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor do not fail. Already over 100 of the local 
milliners have joined a union which has this 
purpose in view. 

The milliners say they are making head- 
wear that vies with the best of Paris for 
which they receive from $4 to $12 a week. 
They believe that such “ creations’ shou.d 
be framed in quarters which at least have 
clean windows, polished floors, and perfect 
ventilation. They question the right of a 
proprietor to put the label, ‘‘ Madein Paris,’’ 
on a hat uniess they are recompensed for be- 
ing parties to the deception. 

During the busy seasons the milliners as- 
sert also that all the country shopkeepers \ 
send in their help and that these women are 
paid $1 a day, depriving the :ocal miliiners 
of an opportunity to make their highest 
wages. 

The union is well organized in the factories 
where hats are turned out by the theusand 
and will spread to the whoiesale houses and 
to the State street stores. 


Steps to Unite Teamsters. 


Steps were taken last week to amalga- 
mate the two teamsters’ unions. One is in 
the east, south, and west, and the other is in 
Illinois. The split was over the question of 
the right of employers to become members, 
the Illinois organization, known as the 
Teamsters’ National union, refusing to ad- 
mit them. 

Last week at the annual convention of the 
Team Drivers’ International union the em- 
ployers were dropped from the membership 
rolls and the two organizations are on an 
even footing. Their amalgamation will give 
the teafmsters one of the most powerful un- 
ions in the country, with a membership of 
over 100,000 men.

DUT TO REFORM COURTS. 


EFFORT TO RESTORE RIGHTS OF 
POOR PERSONS AS LITIGANTS. 


Writ of Mandamus Sought to Compel 
Clerk John A. Linn to Allow Miss 
Dolly Duff to Bring an Action for 
Personal Damages—Rules Made by 
Judges Said to Override the Stat- 
ute, Which Makes the Present Pro- 
ceedings Necessary. 


A suit to reform a practice in the local 
courts which has prevailed for the last twen- 
ty years has been begun by Westwood. 
Barickman & Whitaker. They seek a man- 
damus to compel John A. Linn, clerk of the 
Superior court of Cook county, toallow Miss 
Dolly Duff permission to sue as a poor person. 

The law provides that suit may be insti- 
tuted on the application of the plaintiff, ac- 
companied by an affidavit setting forth that 
he has a meritorious case but is without 
funds to prosecute it. 

The local judges have amended this pro- 
cedure, the attorneys say, so that the affi- 
davit must be accompanied by the affirma- 
tion of two friends that the applicant fis with- 
out money. In addition to these three papers. 
the applicant and his attorney must go into 
open court and explain the condition of the 
client's finances. 


Shuts Out Poor Clients. 


“This method has made it practically im- 
possible for a person without money to 
bring suit in this county,’ said Attorney E. 
Westwood. Attorneys have discouraged 
the suits because of the amount of work in- 
volved and the humiliation of entering court 
to plead that their clients are paupers and 
have no money to pay the preliminary costs. 

‘*The rules of the judges have been grow- 
ing more strict each year, so that now the 
law is being violated constantly by the 
judges themselves in cases where indigent 
persons are involved. One might suspect 
that the corporations had been instrumental 
in the drafting of these rules, so favorable 
to their interests have they become.”’ 


Suit for Personal Damages. 


The suit which Miss Duff seeks permission 
to bring is a personal liability action. She 
lives with her mother at 3379 Emerald ave- 
nue, being the latter’s sole support. Some- 
time ago the porch of the house collapsed and 
fell on her, injuring her spine, her attorneys 
say, so she has been unable to do any work 
since.

has been finished and painted, and the ap- 
proaches thereto protected from the rain 
and sun. : 

While the carpenters and masons have been 
busy with the buildings the landscape gard- 
ehers have been at work in the infield. The 
old steeplechase course, with its contracted 
loops and. back breaking turns, has been 
torn out and a new one substituted. The 
hew course, for most part, will skirt a lagoon 
which, besides beautifying the place, will 
add to the water supply in case of fire. 

Six stake everits will be run off during the 
two weeks. The Prairie stakes, which will 
wind up the Hawthorne season, is the only 
two mile fixture in Chicago’s racing season. 
Nearly all the best long distance animals 
that have raced hereabouts this year are eli- 
gible to start, and a good field is assured.

FIGHT I? OUT INTHE BAST 


BOSTON AND ATHLETICS TO SET- 
TLE CHAMPIONSHIP BATTLE. 


Chicago Practically Out of the Race, 
While St. Louis’ Chances Appear to 
Be Small—Philadelphia Deserves a 


Pennant Pole—Striking Contrast in 


Attendance at the Two Parks in the 
Quaker City—Other Gossip of the 
National Sport. 


The last week in baseball has given Connie 
Mack's Athletics a little better claim to the 
American league pennant of 1902 and has 
put the White Stockings where only a couple 
of railroad wrecks which would annihilate 
two or three baseball clubs could put them 
into the lead again. The magnates them- 
selves seem content to leave the center of 
the stage to the players for a little longer 
and have kept themselves completely in the 
wings, where they may be plotting digest 
destruction or wooing the dove of peace s0 
far as anything can be determined from 


their acts. 

By bumping the weak Baltimore clubhard 
while Boston was stacked against Loftus’ 
“reversible’’ Washington club, Philadel- 
phia gained a firmer grip on first place in 
the race and made the present series between 
the Athletics and Bostonians the crucial one 
of the finish. Philadelphia's advantage is 
sufficient to give Boston a hard uphill fight 
to the end, but it must not be overlooked 
that Boston has yet to play a series with the 
taflenders while Philadelphia is playing 
Washington. The Senators have been weak- 
ened in the games against Mack’s men all 
season by the fear of injunction proceedings 
against such stars as Delehanty; Orth, and 
Townsend if they played in the state of 
Pennsylvania, but on the last series Loftus 
may decide to play his full strength in Phii- 
adelphia because it will be practically im- 
possible for Rogers to get any injunction 
proceedings even started in the courts be- 
fore the season is over. If Loftus leaves his 
stars at home when he goes to Philadelphia 
the Athletics will have an easier task and 
ought to win as often as Boston beats Bal- 
timore. 

That the American league pennant will 
float in an eastern city next year is a prac- 
tical certainty. St. Louis, which is the lead- 
ing candidate in the west, has too hard a 
road to travél with the Cleveland and Chi- 
cago clubs to deal with, while the two lead- 
ers in the east are fighting each other only. 
The weather from present indications is a 
factor which demands t® be reckoned with. 
So many postponed games are on the cards 
that the possibility or impossibility of play- 
ing them off must cut a considerable figure 
in the final result. This factor showed up in 
opposition to Manager Griffith’s best laid 
plans by depriving the White Sox of a 
chance to bag a couple of comparatively easy 
games at Detroit on Friday. A continuation 
of that kind of luck will make‘the chance 
of Chicago’s finishing better than fourth in 
the race a long shot. That the White Sox 
can stay in the first division is not a cer- 
tainty but near it. Cleveland, fast as it is 
playing, has St. Louis to deal with away 
from home, besides a series with the White 
Stockings here, and will hardly be able to 
pull off enough victories under that handi- 
cap to cut down even the small margin that 
separates the team from first division 
honors. With only two weeks left of the 
playing season and not a position actually 
fixed with any certainty, the American 
league race is a record breaker. 


In the opposite direction the National 


league race breaks all: former records or 


promises ‘to. Not within recent memories 
has any club won as many games inasingle 
season as Pittsburg will this year, barring 
accidents and arctic weather.

Connie Mack has given them a sight at the 
pennant, and they are going crazy over 
the prospect. Nor is there any one who will 
begrudge either Philadelphia or its veteran 
manager that bit of bunting. Boston will not 
appreciate it half so much if the final verdict 
sends it to the Massachusetts city, for Bos- 
ton has been overfed on bunting by Frank 
Selee in the last decade and is only hungry, 
not starving, like the Quaker fans. For the 
American league, as a whole, it will be bet- 
ter if the pennant leaves the west for a 


year—and no one in.Chicago doubts for a 


minute but that Comiskey will win it back 
next year if he has to get into harness again 
himself. 


The only move made by the magnates 
pther than to keep ‘“‘snooping’’ around for 
players comes from the National league, 
which has called a meeting of its members 
in New York for Tuesday. The purpose 
of that meeting, according to eastern 
guesses, is to formulate further plans for ex- 
terminating the American league. It is alsé 
announced that John T. Brush has been in 
conference with Al Reach of Philadelphia, 
and this is taken to mean renewed activity, 
Those whose memories are not too short, 
however, will see in that conference of Brush 
and Reach possibilities in quite the opposite 
direction of extermination for either league, 
Reach has been a peace advocate from the 
outset. He has opposed the war measures 
not only of the league but of his own part- 
ner in Philadelphia, and, while Reach is toa 
modest a man to make much noise, and has 


|too many other interests to get thoroughly 


mixed up in any baseball war, his influence 
can be counted on for peace, or at least 
an armed truce. Reach’s well known friend- 
ship for Ban Johnson at the beginning of the 
fight may make the meeting of Brush and 
Reach even more significant. 


Aside from all the financial considerations 
which promise eventual bankruptcy for one 
league or “ other if present conditions are 
continued, the national pastime itself will 
not stand much more war. While the sport 
has flourished in-many cities this year, and 
the American league has stood thetest best 
of al] because of its remarkably close race. 
there is an element beginning to crop out 
that will work irreparable injury. if not 
checked. That is the absolute freedom 
which many of the best pltyers are taking in 
the matter of behavior an®¥tandition. Know- 
ing well that they can get 2 contract for large 
money with almost any club, the star players 
whose heads are not strong enough to teach 
them better have scoffed at possible discip- 
line this year, and the restlt has been dele- 
terious to the standard of their play. Thisis 
true of no one club or league more than an- 
other. It is the general tendency and is 
showing itself in the work of too many of 
the players. Wise heads among the mag- 
mates and managers have noticed: it and 
commented on the fact, and wise heads wil! 
eventually have their way. 

When players like Mike Donlin, just out 
of jail after a six months’ sentence for strik- 
ing a woman, and Virgil Garvin of six 
shooter fame, can get contracts to sign in 
any baseball league it indicates desperate 
straits on the part of the club or league which 
will put these players before the public which 
it is trying to propitiate.

The second race of the Vencedor-Vanenna 
series was sailed yesterday—more correctly 
speaking was started by the Chicago Yacht 
club—and Vanenna won, but the victory was 
a hollow one, as Vencedor met with an acci- 
dent soon after starting which put the big 
maroon yacht out of the contest.

The steam yacht Vernon Jr., which was 
outside, came to the rescue of Vencedor and 
towed it back to the Columbia Yacht club 
moorings. In the meantime Vanenna went 
on over the fifteen mile course and finished 
at 4:45 o'clock. 

Yesterday's result gives each boat a leg 
on the championship pennant, Vencedor hav- 
ing won the initial race last Thursday, and 
the third and deciding race will be held next 
Saturday afternoon over the Chicago Yacht 
club’s triangular course. 

The agreement was that the first race 
should be sailed over the triangular course, 
the second over a windward and leeward 
course, and if a third contest was necessary 
the choice of courses should be decided by 
the flip of a coin.

Both the first 
and second races for the trophy, however, 
had been easy victories for McKerron, as 
the real trotting cracks of the country did 
not start against him, but this season there 
was a different story to tell. 


_ Pitted Against Two Stars. 

When the entries were announced and it 
was known that Lord Derby and The Monk, 
admittedly the best trotters in training and 
the sensational performers of the grand cir- 
cuit, were to take a hand in the game, driven 
respectively *by Mr. Smatiters and Mr. Bill- 
ings, there was a general! belief that this 
time MecKerron would taste defeat. Derby 
had trotted two ‘consecutive heats in 2:05%, 
2:06%, to wagon over the Empire City track, 
and at Providence, only a week before the 
race at Cleveland for the trophy, two heats 
in 2:07, 2:06%, had seemed easy for him. The 
Monk had beaten Derby the previous week 
at Boston in 2:05%, 2:06%, trotting the final 
quarter of the last mile in 30 seconds. These 
two horses were theréfore’ on a perfect 
equality in respect of recent performance, 
and what they had done certainly outelassed 
anything in the racing line to the credit of 
McKerron. It really looked as if the Cleve- 
land horse was bound to finish.third, and 
that he wou!d do so was the deliberate opin- 
jon of nearly every man, outside of Cleve- 
land, who keeps posted on the form of the 
trotters. ‘ 

- Most of these wise ones centered on Derby, 
and it was their money that made him 
favorite in the private.betting that preceded 
the race.” Another fact that made them dead 
certain that McKerron could not win was 
‘that several trainers of repute who have 
made headquarters at the Cleveland track 
this season were confident that McKerron 
had not been given the right preparation for 
the sort of race Lord Derby. and The Mohk 
would hand him, no matter how well he 
might be able to go a-mile alone. His best 
‘work was 2:08, and there were no fast 
hafves or quarters-—or at least not enough 
of them properly to fit a horse for a hard 
race against a’couple of sure 2:16 trotters, 
£0 the critics claimed. 


Owner Anxious Before Race. - 


On paper this was a good argument, and as 
@ matter of fact they might, had they known 

the facts, have supplemented it by anoth- 
ex of even more pweight—tWat in his last 
workout for the trophy, race McKerron 
eiearly was. not himself, both Mr. Devereux 
and “ Doc ’’ Tanner, at whose place the stal- 
lion is stabled, being sorely troubied to know 
what ailed their favorite. He was plainly 
Stale or off,’ and the thing to do was 
Jet him absolutely alope until race day so 
far as fast work was concerned, and this 
“plan was adhered to. 

Neither Mr. Devereux nor Tanner. believed 
the stallion to be right at an edge on the day 
of the Cleveland race, but the letup had done 
its work’ and the “busy litte stailion: was 
never better. His first heat in 2:071%4 could 
have béen done in 2:06% had there been a 
horse at his wheel right to the wire, and as 
the track was fully a second slow that day, 
as shown by the performance of every horse 
that trotted or paced over it, the conciusion 
from what McKerron did, the way he did it, 
@nd the horses he beat, is that over a perfect 
track that day he was close to a 2:05 horse. 
A trotter that can beat The Monk and Lord 
Derby in 2:07%, finishing alone, and then in 
the next heat take the track and lead al! the 
Way, at one time being four lengths to the 
good, in 2:08 cannot be figured as anything 
bit a high c.ass horse. and whether or not 
McKerron ever takes part in a professiona! 
race’ again he is certdin to be ranked as one 
of our greatest racehorse trotters—if for no 
other reason than that he beat the admittedly 
best ones of his day and did it in a manner 
concerning which there can be no caviling. 


Deciding Feature of Race. . 

As a matter of absolute fact, all the work 
of winning the Cleveland race was done 
fm the middie half of the first mile. The 
driver of Lord Derby had been told that all 
he had to beat was The Monk—that McKer- 
ron cut no figure whatever, and when the 
Billings horse went away with him and staid 
alongside, McKerron trailing and out of 
sight, this leoked to be the case. On the 
lower.turn Lord Derby, in order to make 
The Monk go as long a mile as possible, 
was pulled wide from the pole, and Mc- 
Kerron, who had come from the quarter 
pole with a great rush, was thereby enabled 
to slip in at the pole from behind. But even 
then he had none the best of Derby, and trot- 
ted that horse to a break in the homestretch 
in each heat. His victory was a decisive 
ene, and it also was popular, for Mr. Devy- 
ereux is recognized as America’s foremost 
amateur reinsman, and as he had twice won 
the trophy in fair, open contest against the 
world, the public was willing to see him win 
it for good and all the third time ff his 
horse was good enough to handle such a 
pair of notables as Lord Derby and The 


Monk. 
May Appear at Memphis. 

Whether McKerron will again appear in 
public this season fs a mooted question. He 
has an engagement. made months ago, at. 
the Lexington meeting this month, but the 
chances are that he will not take part tn the 
-face, Mr. Devereux preferring, if the horse 
is to be raced for stakes and purses, to keep 
him over until 1908, when there wil! be a 
ehantice to engage him for the entire season. 
Some people think he should never be raced 
again, and so far as the question of fame is 
concerned, this is unquestionably the correct 
view to take. Never in the history of harness 
racing has a trotter received more notoriety 
than has come to McKerron throtvgh his 
thfice winning the Boston trophy, and any- 
thing he could accomplish while racing for 
stakes and purses would 


not add one iota | 


to the esteem in which he is held by the 
general public as well as horsemen, while 
a defeat would materially dim the luster of 
his achievements. 

Now that the Boston trophy has been won 
by Cleveland, the club in that city will offer 
an equally handsome one to be contested for 
as was the beautiful cup that became last 
night the personal property of Mr. Devereux. 
Mr. Billings, on behalf of the Memphis track, 
has already announced a $5,000 gold cup 
to be trotted for at the Tennessee town the 
last week in October, and thé chances are 
that McKerron and Derby will again come 
together. 

Direct Hal’s Early History. | 

Dizgect Hal has shown himself such a won- 
derful young pacer. this season that public 
attention is directed to him in a greater de- 
gree than in the case of any other horse of : 
his gait with the exception of Dan Patch, who 
is now only a quarter of a second behind the 
championship and liable to secure the honor 
any day he starts when the track and 


‘weather conditions are favorable. 


Direct Hal is the king of all “ green”’ 
pacers, because up to date he has, nat lost 
a race, although at Providence he went out 
of his class to contest in the big $10,000 stake, 
atid his record of 2:04%4, acquired in that race, 
is not believed to be the limit of his speed. 
After that mile was paced he came back a 
heat in 2:05 with such ease that-even: his 
most ardent admirers were astonished, and 
as the 2:04% heat included a break by which 
the stallion lost fully five lengths it is evident 


that he is better than at 2:04 horse when the . 
-signs are right. 


A good deal of the early history of Direct 
Hal has never been written. The horse was 
bred jointly by Ed Geers and the Chaffin 
Bros. of Tennessee, his dam being Bessie Hal, 
a mare that Geers drove in 2:12, although she 
had no fast record. She was mated with 
Direct, ‘and the produce was the colt now 
known as Direct Hal, 

Although Geers, since his engagement with 
the Village farm many years ago, has 
driven colt trotters galore, he is not per- 
sonally an’ advocate of early training, espe- 
cially of the strenuous brand. For this rea- 
son Direct Hal, of whom he had the manage- 
ment from the time the colt was foaled, was 
not only not trained when In colthood but 
never Knew what a harness or even a bitting 
rig was until he was 3 years old. But once 
the black pacer was accustomed to the har- 
ness and cart ge showed right away that he 
had plenty of speed, and that the pace was 
his natural gait. Without going into par- 
ticulars it m@y be said that in six weeks from 
the time he first felt the harness the son of 
Direct showed a quarter in: :34, and this was 
considered enough for that season. 


Story of Colt’s Sale. 

As a 4 year.old Direct Hal got some regu- 
lar.training in the fall from Geers, and, al- 
though there was no effort to develop his 
speed to the limit, even for a short distance, 
he stepped a half mile easily in 1:07. By this 
time Geers was convinced that he had the 
making of a star pacer, and the colt’s train- 
ing was continued that fall on the covered 
track at Buffalo. It was at this time that 
Mr. Hamlin bought Direct Hal, and the cir- 
cumstances of the sale, as told to me’ by a 
man who was present, were as follows: The 
colt had just pulled up after a brush down 
the homestretch that showed him in full ac- 
tion, and among the interested spectators 
was Cicero J. Hamlin, owner of Village 
farm. Mr. Hamlin ts a rich manand a quick 
‘trader. Stepping up to Geers, he said: “ Mr. 
Geers, I'll give you $10,000 for that colt.”’ 

Geers dropped his head and for an instant 
seemed to be studying the offer. Then he 
said: ‘‘He’s yours, Mr. Hamlin. <I can’t 
afford to own him\”’ 

Once Mr. Hamlin owned the horse, Geers 
felt free to tell the old gentleman just how 
great a pacer he thought Direct Hal was cer- 
tain to prove himself, and nothing in the 
success of the horse this season has pleased 
the driver more than that all the good things 
he said in behalf of the stallion have come 
true. The fact that the Hamlins owned the 
horse made no change in his management. 
That was left wholly to Geers. The follow- 
ing spring, 1901, Direct Hal was bred to a 
few mares, and later in the season Was sent 
to Geers, who was campaigning the other 
Village farm horses. By the time Lexington 
was reached last October the stallion was 
ready to go a mile In 2:10, having worked the 
previous week in Terre Haute in 2:12. The 
Lexington mile was in 2:09%, and ten days 
later, over the new track at Memphis, Geers 
drove him in 2:06%4, and two days afterwards 
stepped him a half mile in just a minute 
each quarter being done in :30. Then Direct 
Hal was given a short rest, but, as the stable 
remained at Memphis during the winter, he 
got steady jogging. work during the cold 
months, and was, therefore, in fine order 
when spring came. 


Highly Esteemed by Experts. 

Geers knew the horse had plenty of speed 
and all his ‘efforts were to fit him for the 
Chamber of Commerce stake at Detroit the 
second week in July. He wonthat race, tak- 
ing a record of 2:06%, and since then has 
been adding a@ victory every week to his 
record. When Direct Hal starts horsemen 
bet on him with confidence. They all as- 
sert that there never was another.such pacer 


in the green classes, nor one that thrived 


$0 on stiff work and hard races, and that, 
to top it all, makes speed all the time. The 
usual result of severe races is to dull any’ 
horse’s speed, but Direct Ha) is certainly 
an exception to this general rule, and today 
he can step a quarter in :28 if prepared to 
go only that distance. What he will accom- 
plish as a sire when his racing days are over 
ts, of course, problematical. As a 2 year 
old he was bred to two mares. One of the 
colts I saw at Memphis last spring, Geers 
having just traded for him “ sight unseen.’’ 
He is a black trotter, 3 years old, and has 
shown a quarter in :35% this season, although 
not regularly trained. His dam is by the old 
time trotter Wedgewood, a game horse, and 
the youngster has a good way of going. oh

RYAN-CARTER MATCH TOMOR- 
ROW NIGHT AT BUFFALO. 


Middleweight Champion Faces One of 
the Most Important Battles of His 
Career—Brooklyn Fighter May Pos- 
sibly Be Weakened from Having to 
Redute Weight—Yanger and Mow- 
att to Meet Again—Corbett May Bea 
Hard Luck Champion,

Tomorrow night at Fort Erie, under the 
auspices of the International Athletic ciub, 
Tommy Ryan, middleweight champion of 
America, and Kid Carter of Brooklyn will 
engage in a twenty round contest for a purse 
of $5,000 and the title now in: possession of 
Ryan. 

The fight is causing an unusual amount of 
interest in the east, and Manager Herman 
writes me the attendance will be a recotd 
breaker. 

Ryan in this, as in the majority of his 
battles, will be slightly handicapped in: the 
weights, but he showed his astuteness in 
matchmaking by forcing Carter to train 
down to a weight that will, it is supposed, 
weaken him. It, is well known Ryan can 
easily scale 154 pounds at the ringside, but it 
is a question whether or not Carter can get 
down to 158 pounds at 6 o'clock on the even- 
ing of a battle, as the articles in this match 
call for, and be at his best. That, at least, 
was the presumption, as the ** Kid" is a big, 
husky young fellow, and was always classed 
among the light heavyweights, such as Jack 
Root, George Gardner, and Kid McCoy. Still, 
ft is doubtful if Carter would have entered 
into the match unless he was possitive he 
could make the required weight and do jus- 
tice to himself in the battle. Reports from 
his training quarters, received several days 
ago, had him down to 156 pounds and feeling 
fit to fight for a kingdom. 

Ryan is also on edge, although he was far 
from being a well man a fortnight ago. 1Im- 
mediately upon the arrangement of the 
match Tommy hied himself to. West Baden 
Springs to engage in preparatory work for 
the contest. While there he contracted a 
slight cold, afd when he came to Chicago, 
where he intended to compte his train- 
ing, he became worse and feared he would 
be unable to go on with the match. -A trip 
to his home, Kansas City, brought him 
around O. K., and at present he is in the 
finest, condition possible. This is the most 
important battle Ryan has engaged in in a 
long while, as he is going against as tough 
a youngster as there is in the ring, a young- 
ster who Is as game as a pebble, a glutton 
for punishment, and witha! a terrific hitter. 
He is not as clever nor as tricky as Ryan, 
but what he lacks in those essential points 
of the fighting game he balances up with 
youth, stamina, height, weight, and a de- 
termination to fight until nature or the count 
of ten compels him to call a halt. Ryan 
is the natural favorite in the betting, but he 
will have tod fight his’ best and bring into 
use all his known art to win. 


After nearly two years of haggling Benny 


Yanger, the unbeaten local featherweight, 


and Young Mowatt, known as the “ fighting 
conductor,’’ have been matched and-will set- 
tle the much mooted question of supertority 
at the America Athletic club tomorrow 
night. The contest, from a local viewpoint, 
will be Interesting from the fact that 
Mowatt’s repeated challenges to Yanger. 
backed up with side bets varying from $500 


‘to $1.000, which Benny igngred, led a large 


number of local fight followers to believe 
Yanger considered Mowatt too tough a fight- 
ing subject to handle. The ex-conductor’s 
admirers point with pride to the slugging 
Yanger received at the hands of their cham- 
pion when the pair met at Tattersall’s be- 
fore he went down to defeat, when Mowatt 
was a green hand at the’ game, and also to 
his drawn battle with Benny at the Star 
theater. They do not overlook his defeats at 
the hands of Herrera, Ritchie, Sullivan, and 
** Buddy Ryan, but argue that Yanger has 
yet to show them he is Mowatt’s master. The 
latter’s style of milling, which is to bore in 
and slug away with both hands, just suits 
Benny, who wants to be up and doing from 
the first to the last second in every session. 
Qn. form, Yanger has the bulge on his op- 
ponent, as he has met the best feather- 
weights in Ameriea, with the exception of 
Terry McGovern and Dave Sullivan, and has 
never tasted defeat. When he met Mowatt 
at Tattersall’s his knowledge of the fight- 
ing game was limited, as was Mowatt’'s, but 
his strides to the front have been more rapid 
than the ex-conductor’s. His defeats of Joc 
Bernstein, Eddie Lenny, and Austin Rice 
were so decisive and clean cut it really ap- 
pears as if he ought to wade right into Mow- 
att and clean him upinahurry. Butit must 
be bofne in mind tbat a slugger of the Mow- 
att type: has always a chance to connect 
an erratic wallop on a spot that may have 
a damaging effect, and it is just one of these 
wallops that Mowatt expects to land to win 
the battle. That on paper appears to be his 
only chance, as, with luck evenly distributed, 


or with no luck entering into the contest, 
‘Benny should win, as he outclasses Mowatt 


in everything pertaining to the game. A 


defeat will be an awful setback to Yanger, 
as he aspires to become the featherweight 


champion. The boys will clash at 127 pounds 


ringside. A first class semi-windup and three 


good preliminaries are scheduled. 


Determined efforts are being made by 


the ministers and a number of the jaw abid- 
ing citizens of Louisville to prevent the Cor- 
bett-McGovern featherweight champion- 
Ship battle taking place at the Audi- 
torium in that city, Sept. 22. Ata meeting 
held on Thursday night speeches were made 


requesting the governor, the state’s attor- 


ney, the mayor, and the police authorities 
to call a halt to the contemplated fistic en- 
counter. The governor has refused to act !n 


the matter, and stated Mayor Grainger was 


fully capable of taking care of his city, and 
as the mayor positively refuses to inter- 
fere it appears as if the fight will take place 
as advertised. Robert C. Gray, manager of 
the Southern Athletic club, undér whose 
auspices the contest is to be held, has sent 
out positive statements there will be no in- 
terference. He has made arrangements 
with railroads for reduced rates, and has 
sent blocks of seats to nearly all the leading 
cities east of the Rocky mountains. The 
principals are hard at work for the battle, 
and everything is moving along as smoothly 
as if there was no such word as “ fail.” 
Should the fight be stopped it may be truly 
said young Corbett is a most unfortunate 
champion. 

Tom Sharkey, the ex-marine and the man 
who gave Champion Jim Jeffries the hardest 
battle in his career, has concluded to step 
down and out of the fighting game. Tom an- 
nounced his retirement from the ring several 
days ago, and just when a match between 
him and George Gardner, the only conqueror 
of Jack Root, was on the carpet. Sharkey, 
during his sojourn in the ring, has had tilts 
with all the men of note, and although not 
always successful, managed to lay away at 
least $50,000. He was fortunate in falling 
into the hands of Tom O’ Rourke during the 
Horton law régime, and while he earned con- 
sidefable money for Tom, his share was 
enough to make him comfortable for the 
remainder of his life. Sharkey came prom- 
inently before the fighting public when he, 
in connection with Wyatt ‘Earp and others, 
robbed Fitzsimmons in their eight round fight 
in San Francisco. -Tom was not a clever 
fighter, but his rough and ready style of 
milling made him a great favorite with ring- 
goers. His best fight was that against 
Champion Jeffries, in which he was beaten so 
badiy he was of no account afterward. Now 
that he has thrown up the sponge it is hoped 
a few more of the hasbeens will do likewise. 

Billy Stift knocked out Al Weinig in two 
rounds at the America Athletic club’s show 
Monday night and did it so cleverly his 
friends thought he had taken a new lease of 
life. He worked his left hand so artistically 
on Al’s frontispiece and made such a clever 
showing it was hoped he would make it in- 
teresting for Philadelphia Jack O’Brien, 
whom he met at the Apollo hall on Friday 
night. These hopes were knocked into a 
cocked hat, as O’Brien gave him the worst 
drubbing he had ever received in a six round 
contest. Jack simply made a chopping block 
out of him. 

He hit him when and where he pleased, slit 
open both of his eyes, and frescoed his face 
nost. beautifully.

Hamburg, 
probably the largest contingent of Amer- 
icans of any day this year sailed from Ku- 
rope. All the steamers were crowded, the 
total aggregating 8,000 persons. Steamer 
eccommodation has been at a premium, 
many Americans paying $325 for a single 
cabin.

American Social Invasion. 

Mrs. George Cornwallis West, who was 
formerly Lady Randolph Churchill, has been 
comparing .American and English society, 
and has come to the conclusion that the 
Américan’ invasion’* has worked some- 
thing of a revolution in the social sphere and 
in dress. Socially, she thinks, the Americans 
have made English society more exclusive 
than it was formerly. 

She says the Americans have spent vast 
sume in entertaining and living on a scale of 
magnificence almost unknown before. This 
has led the English arbiters of fashion to 
adopt America’s lavish ways, until only a 
few of the wealthiest social leaders are able 
to keep up the American pace. As a result 
many of them are unable to longer partici- 
pate in the grander functions, and the effect 
on society as a whole is towards exclusive- 
ness. 

English Women ‘in Politics. 

’ Mrs. West muintains that English women 
have a much greater opportunity than their 
American sisters to engage in public and 
political affairs. The English woman occu- 
pies nearly all her working hours with meet- 
ings and functions of various kinds, many of 
them of a semi-public nature. In politics 
the influence of English women is direct, 
whereas it is so limited among American 
women as to be inappreciable. 

In regard to dress, Mrs. West says the 
American women have not been content with 
epending large sums on their clothing but 
have introduced so much art in fit, color, and 
design’ that American make is now accepted 
as a guaranty of excellence. 

Mrs. West contemplates, in conjunction 
with her son, Winston Spencer Churchill, 
starting a new periodical of a more popular 
style than the defunct Anglo-Saxon Review, 
after she returns from the Delhi durbeé@r and 
visits Lady Minto in Canada and relatives 
in New York.

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—The foreign office has 
received from the German embassy at Wash- 
‘ington a memorandum of inquiry made by 
Secretary Hay as to whether it would be 
agreeable to receive as ambassador, in suc- 
tession to-Mr. White, Charlemagne Tower, 
the present United States ambassador at St.

ACCUSES OWN SON OF MURDER. 


Prof. Murri, Italy’s Leading Physician, 
Reveals Secret of the Death of 
Count Bon Martini. 


.ROME, Sept. 12.—Prof. Murri, a professor 
in the University of Rome, and one of the 
best known physicians in Italy, today de- 
nounced his own son, Tullio Murri, as the 
murderer of Count Bon Martini, who some 
days ago was found assassinated in his 
house at Bologna. 

A large sum of money had been stolen from 
the house, and robbery was thought to have 

een the motive for the crime. 

Tullio Murri is a well known socialist and 
lawyer cf Bologna. He admits having mur- 
deved his brother-in-law, and says the crime 
was committed after a brawl provoked by a 
family quarrel. Other reports say that a 
love affair is at the bottom of the mystery. 
Count Bon Martini lived apart from his wife. 

Tullio Murri has written his father from 
Servia saying he committed the murder to 
avenge the il] usage of his sister. The police 
are unable to touch the murderer, as he can- 
not be extradited from Servia. 


AMERICA KNOWS WAR SECRETS. 


Expert Declares United States Has No 
Need to Buy Maxim-Vickers 
$§pecial Products. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—The recurring report 
of the purchase of the Vickers-Maxim com- 
pany by the United States Steel corporation 
is ¢mphatically dented. In this connection 
a man closely identified with big American 
purchases of war munitions from the Vick- 
ers company prior to the Spanish war sald: 

‘*‘Not only has the Vickers company not 
been bought by Americans, but I do not 
think there is much inducement for such a 
deal. The fact is, the United States in 1898- 
‘99 got over $1,000,000 of material from the 
English company. 

“The American war department knows 
everything worth knowing about the Vick- 
ers special products, and if another war came 
on it could duplicate anything wanted from 
American arsermals and navy yards without 
going to an English company to get it.’’ 


ARMY CLOSES FRENCH SCHOOL. 


Gendarmes Expel Catholic Sisters Who 
Try to Resume Teaching After Be- 
ing Driven Away in August. 


BREST, France, Sept. 13.—The subprefect 
of Finistere, accompanied by a strong force 
of gendarmes and military, unexpectedly 
arrived at Landerneau today and again ex- 
pelled the sisters, who were turned out In 
August last, but who returned later after 
discovering a decree dated 1828, which, they 
claimed, removed them from the scope of the 
law of associations. The subprefect also 
reclosed the school amid the protests of the 
inhabitants. The sisters had appealed to the 
parents to send their chjfdren to school next 
Monday instead of waiting until the end of 
the summer vacation period because the pres- 
ence of the children would render the closing 
of the school more difficult, but the gov- 
ernment forestalled the sisters.

ARE PRAISED BY ALL.

Superiority of Republic’s Military 
_ Poree Declared Proven by Work in 


Best Branch of the Service—Corre- 
spondent of Paris Paper at German 
Show Finds Much to Criticise in the 
Kaiser's Troops.

PARIS, Sept. 13.—The grand military ma- 
neuvers and war games in which the army 
corps have been strategic units, and which 
at the present season of the year absorb the 
physical energy of the young soldiers and 
severely tax the mental resources of the 
generals and superior officers of the great 
comtinental nations, have been carried out 
during the last fortnight in France, with ro- 
sults highly satisfactory to those responsible 
for the efficiency of the transportation, 
equipment, and subsistence departments of 
the French army. 

No time or energy has been wasted in the 
spectacular side of the war game. All ef- 
forts were concentrated on the attainment 
of proficiency in the practical business side 
of warfare. This was noted not only at the 
grand maneuvers near Toulouse, which took 
place under the supervision of Gen. Brugere, 
commander-in-chief of the army, and at 
which the prince of the Asturias and all the 
visiting foreign officers were present, but 
also at the separate series of maneuvers, 
which simultaneously were carried out in 
twenty military regions, each comprising an 
army corps into which France is divided. 


Infantry Good on the March. 

In regard to the grand operations just 
terminated néar Toulouse, the’ foreign mili- 
tary attachés lay great stress upon the re- 
markable marching qualities of the French 
infantry, upon the individuality and quick 
wittedness of the French foot soldier when 
advancing in, scattered formation, taking 
every advantage of the undulation of the 
ground for shelter. 

Other points noted is the foreign ob- 
servers of the war game near Toulouse are 
the rapidity and facility with which the 
large bodies of troops were moved about, 
owing to the excellence, great efficiency, and 
elasticity of the quartermaster’s and com- 
missariat departments. 

But the salient feature and the one of 
highest technical significance is that it is 
the French field artillery which elicits the 
greatest admiration of the foreign military 
officers, who consider the seventy-five mili- 
meter fleld gun the best weapon of its class 
that the army of any nation has yet been 
provided with. 


Batteries Are Handled Well.

ing their guns enabled the artillery to ad- 
vance and support the infantry attacks in 
a manner which would otherwise have been 
impossible.

The custom of the French troops to march 
and fight in their long blue overcoats, a cus- 
tom that prevails nowhere else but in Spain, 
is considered disadvantageous in rainy 
weather, such as prevailed during ‘the 
maneuvers just concluded. The long skirts 
of the overcoat prove a serious impediment 
in marching, notwithstanding the habit of 
buttoning back the front of flaps to give 
play to the legs. 

Another point of criticism was that the 
French infantryman, unlike the German foot 
poldier, is not provided with trowels or 
trowel bayonets to throw up a rapid, im- 
provised shelter on the firing line. 

For the first time, as far as I am aware, 
since the war of 1870, a French newspaper 
sent a spectal correspondent to accompany 
the maneuvers of the German army, which, 
under Emperor William's supervision, took 
place on the plains of Brandenburg. The 
correspondent of Le Matin, Gaston Stiegler, 
is believed to closely reflect the impressions 
of the French military attaché, who also 
was with the kaiser near Frankfort-on-the- 
Oder. His criticisms are that the move- 
ments of the German infantry are too 
mechanical, that the German firing line is 
not sufficiently scattered, and the German 
soldier lacks the individual quickness and 
initiative required by the dispersed forma- 
tion of modern warfare. The French critic 
notes that the German soldiers detest their 
heavy, ungainly helmets, and that the first 
thing they do when at liberty is te remove 
them, and they would be only too glad to 
throw away their cumbrous and ridiculous 
headgear altogether. 


Kaiser at Head of Army. 

Another subject of censure was supplied 
by the spectacular manner in which Em- 
peror William on Thursday, at the head 
of tweive regiments, led a cavairy charge. 
Stiegler observes that the long, serpentine 
line of squadrons, marching within artillery 
range to assemble for the charge, would 
have been mown down in actual warfare. 
Nevertheless, the emperor, by the beauti- 
ful movement, characterized by the mathe- 
matical precision of the evolution, attained 
all the success of a superb performance at 
the opera. 

The German mitraillenses do not seriously 
impress the French critic, because, while 
their horizontal sweep of fire ts enormous, 
yet their range of elevation and depression 
is so limited as to impair their usefulness. 

It Is pointed out by Le Matin that Em- 
peror William is an enthusiastic partisan 
of the German mitrailleuses, and he ob- 
serves that Napoleon IIL had a similar 
predilection for an analogous weapon, the 
French mitrailleuse, which proved so ter- 
ribly delusive in 1870. 

Gen. Andre, the French minister of war. 
during the maneuvers just concluded near 
Toulouse, was greatly impressed by the 
new uniform of the United States army, 
worn by the American Captain Mott. to 
whom he remarked that “the Ttnited 
States army now has the most serviceable 
and warlike uniform I have ever seen. 
The head dress is perfect. the color is 
ecientifically correct. To my mind the new 
American uniform is the best yet in- 
vented.” 

Gen. Brugere, commander in chief. and 
the French officers of younger and less 
traditional school share Andre’s admira- 


tion.

GERMAN METHODS OLD. 


Tendency Toward Perfection of 
Discipline and Against Nu- 
merical Increase,

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LONDON, Sept. 13.—The German army 
maneuvers have been more spectacular then 
usual owing to the cavalry charges led by 
the emperor, but they have not revealed any 
marked changes in tactics and methods. 
These military functions of the various con- 
tinental countries. are chiefly valuable as 
evidence that the Scientific system is regard- 
ed by experts as more important than the 
numerical strength of the armies. 

There is no tendency in the direction of fn- 
creased military armament. No military 
state of Europe is anxious to obtain a larger 
army, but each military staff ie striving to 
perfect its system, organization, and disci- 
pline, and to rival the other powers in the 
quality of armament rather than in enlarge- 
ment of the force under arms. 

Military maneuvers are innocent diversions 
in comparison with the emulation in armihg 
additional milions displayed after the war 
between Germany and France. There would 
be a dreary prospect for European taxpayérs 
if the czar, instead of standing by his appeal 
for disarmament, were increasing the Rus- 
sian army, as he could well afford to do, with 
a minister of finance of creative genius and 
preéminent ability behind him. 


British Criticise European Armies. 
’ The English press does not attempt to.con- 
ceal its contempt for the military authorities 


) of the continent who disregarded the prac- 


tical lessons of the Boer war and carry out 
artificig! and theatrical maneuvers without 
reference to the altered conditions of modern 
warfare. This is a fair act of retaliatory 
criticism, .The British staff throughout the 
Boer war was ridiculed by military critics 
abroad for its lack of flexibility im dealing 
with exceptional conditions of warfare. Tt 
can now retort that, while the continental 
nations are playing at war in maneuvers, 
Engiand has a quarter of a million veterana 
who have learned to use rifles and to fight 
In a practical way with the weapons of the 
period. 


Aldershot Gang Driven Out. 

The appointments for the army corps at 
Aldershot indicate the changes wrought by 
the war in south Africa in what was once the 
stronghold of @aPpéet knights and society 
generals. Gen. French will have under him, 
as division and brigade commanders and 
their subordinates, men who did good work 
in the Boer war. The Aldershot gang has 
been driven out, and there is now a strong 
probability that rifle practice, construction 
of intrenchments, and a good many other 
practical accomplishments will be systemat- 
ically taught at Aldershot 


Dewar’s Speech Rouses British. 

Prof. Dewar's address before the British 
association has ¢aused more excitement in 
England than the revelations of German 
military science at Frankfort-on-Odor or 
Chamberlain's conference with the com- 
plaining Boer gerlerals, Prof. Dewar is one 
of the most eminent men of science of the 
day and a great authority on practical chem- 
istry. His tribute to the superior training 
of German universities In chemical work and , 
his demonstration that great industries have* 
been taken away from England owing tothe 
lack of education among the so-called “ edu- 
cated classes ’’ have made a deep impression. 
It is a most formidable indictment of the 
English educational processes and is eénh- 
forced by a plain statement of the magnitude 
of commercial losses attributable to it. 

Prof. Dewar’s deliberate confession that 
the German population had reached a point 
in general training and specialized equipment 
which England could not attain without two 
generations of hard and intelligent work is. 
the best compliment which the fatherland 
has received in many years. Nobody sup} 
poses that progressive countries lke “the 
United States, Germany, and the British 
colonies will stand still during the nexYFwo 
generations. 


Shows Effect of Rhodes Gift. 

Dewar’s presidential address shéws 
directly how much Cecil Rhodeg- did for 
Oxford in converting it Into the center of 
educational work for the empire, the United 
States, and Germany, and thergby forcing 
the dons to wake up and bestir’themselves. 
It also throws a strong side Might upon the 
ineptitude of the Balfour govérnment in pro- 
ducing contentions on the education bill 
which raises the question of denominational 
control and religious teaching at the ex< 
pense of the rate payers, and ejects from 
office trained talent of. the school boards 
-instead of increasing the efficiency of both 
the primary and secondary schools on broad: 
lines. 


Takes Up Trust Problem. 

The British association has promptly taken 
up the question of trusts. Prof. Graham ~ 
was purely speculative in discussing the bene 
eficial effects of trusts upon production, 
prices, and profit, but Prof. Ginsbury was 
definite enough in condemning the policy 
of the Morgan combination In buying cost- 
ly ships and attempting to earn enough to 
pay dividends on vastly inflated capital. 
Sir Boedin Leech waved his plumes as a 
sturdy free trader against trusts on either 
side of the Atlantic. 

There has been complete recovery in Eng- 
land from alarm over the shipping combi- 
nation. It is assumed by the debaters of 
the British association that the sea cannot 
become a protectionist realm but must re- 
main the stronghold of free trade, and that 
the Morgan fleets will be heavily water- 
logged. 

Germans Fight Meat Duties. 

There is no agitation against trusts in Ger- 
many where production, prices, distribution, 
and export are regulated systematically, but 
there is a widespread movement against the 
new system of meat inspection. and the at- 
tempt to enrich cattle and hog breders at 
home by giving them, under the proposed 
tariff act, the benefits of drastic protection. 
Meetings are geing held nightly in Berlin and 
other cities to protest against the exorbitant 
prices of meat now prevailing and to demand 
the opening of the ports and frontiers to for- 
eign cattle and food supplies of all kinds. 

The tariff bill now in the hands of a com- 
mission controlled by the agrarians is not 
likely to be enacted and hence the Increased 
duty on imported cattle is not a serious men- 
ace to meat consumers. The methods of in- 


spection of swine and cattle on the frontiers 
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probably will be rendered less rigorous in 
consequence of the organized agitation by the 
social democrats. 


Doings in Theatrical World. 
Passengers for the St. Paul and Lucania 
required the longest steamer trains of the 
season, every available berth on both ships 
being taken. E. 8. Willard was a prominent 
figure among the swarm of returning Ameri- 
can tourists. He wi!l begin his autumn tour 
at Montreal and reproduce a series of his 
favorite pieces, but will have a novelty ‘n 
reserve for the spring; the Stephen Phillips’ 
poetic version of the story of David and 
Bathsheba. The text of the play will not be 
finished for several months. 

Captious critics have found sei fault 
with Henry Arthur Jones’ new play, 
“ Chance, the Idol,” at Wyndham’s. Itisa 
play with a serious motive; that of illustrat- 


- ing the pernicious influence of gambling in 


debasing the character. It is a thoroughly 
disagreeable drama, but it embodies with fine 
realism the frenzied excitement of Monte 
Carlo. Lena Ashwell and H. V. Esmondeare. 
each strong; one in an emotional and the 
other in a comical part, and Winifred Arthur 
Jones is charming as an undisciplined, 
mutinous girl, and Lilian Monbrey plays 
with power the picturesque part of a society 
Sibyl, who is the source “ inspiration for the 
gamblers. 

It is a pity that ataciediian will not pro- 
vide the public with wholesome and agree- 
able plays, such as Medeleine Ryley’s “ Mice 
an@ Men,” which has entered upon its ninth 
month of the Lyric theater, with prospects 
of running until spring and keeping Forbes 
Robertson and Gertrude Elliott fully em- 
ployed in the provinces for a long period.

GERMANS USE NEW METHODS. 


Boer Tactics and Wireless Telegraphy 
by Unknown System, Features 
of Recent Maneuvers. 


BERLIN, Sept. 13.—Two novelties at the 
army maneuvers just ended were wireless 
telegraphy and Boer tactics. The results of 
the wireless experiments seem complete 
satisfactory and in the opinion of the mili- 
tary chiefs will enormously affect the trans- 
mission of intelligence during battle. The 
system used was neither the Slabyn nor the 
Marconl, and a description of the apparatus 
is not available because visitors at the man- 
euvers when they came close to the stations 
were requested toretire. . 

The exterior of the apparatus is simply a 
cubical iron box, three feet each way, mount- 
ed on a@ wagen resembling a gun carriage 
and drawn by four horses. The messages 
eent were caught on a wire attached to a 
small balloon several hundred feet above the 
carriage. These stations were moved freely 
about the field, the horses sometimes going 
ut full trot, but they were stopped for tele- 
graphing. The operator used a key produc- 
cst shrill, metallic sound audible for 100 
yards. 

The cavalry’ corps, in making the detour 
yesterday, kept constantly in touch with 
headquarters through the wireless telegraph, 
enabling the corps to hasten or retard its 

vement throughout the thirty-two miles’ 
ride, as in the judgment of the headquarters 
staff changes in the situation were required, 
It will now be possible to deliver co-ordinate 
attacks by widely separated divisions in a 
way -hitherto impossibie. 

Boer tactics were used extensively during 


_ the third day of the maneuvers; when the 


infantry deployed in open order and advanced 
regardiess of regular formation, each manor 
equad taking advantage of irregularities of 
the ground for cover and running forward 
in small sections, instead of in a whole line, 
sitting down again and once more advancing. 
The artilery also, instead of being massed on 
prominent points, was placed in selected, 
covered locations, each battery taking up 


its positién without regard to al 
the others.

Also, it is true that Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, and Aia- 
bama.have heen singularly remiss in the 
enactment of compuisory education and 
child labor laws: The southern states, as a 
whole, are many years behind the northern 
states in this respect. The fact is, however, 
that child labor is a danger everywhere. 
The activity of Mr. Davies, head Illinois 
factory inspector, shows pretty clearly that | 
we have conditions here which only activity 
can cope with. If our activity ceases child 
labor begins to thrive. Even as it is we 
have seen child labor double itself in Illinois 
during the last five years. All of which 
means that child labor is a thing on which 
the public cannot afford to remain either 
uninformed or unconcerned. It is a case of 
save the child or accept a reduced average of 
adult efficiency in the next generation,

THOSE DELICATE DIGESTIONS. 

So potent is that sinister word, indiges- 
tion, that it has inspired one man to write 
a bogk on the subject, a book that no doubt 
will considered as “‘ worthy a place on 
the shelves of-every family library.’ The 
author in question is Dr. A. K. Bond of 
the Maryland Public Health association, 
aud hé calls his book, Can.I Cure 
My Indigestion?’ a question that will find 
an echo in the minds of many modern dys- 
peptics. For, in spite of the growing popu- 
larity of out of door sports, dyspepsia seems 
to be on the increase—a fact that is profita- 
biy taken into consideration by the ever 
increasing number of inventors of health 
foods who address their wares to “‘ the most 
delicate digestions,” and who are thus al- 
ways sure of a hearing. Indigestion seems 
to be one of nature’s means of revenge upon 
the rich and well to do, who, as physical 
| Miss McFlimseys in the midst of plenty, 
ask not what shall I wear, but what can 
l eat? One frequently finds the rich man 
seated befure the traditional board that is 
“loaded with viands” dining off eggs and 
milk, and those melancholy words: “I am 
dieting, you know,” frequently baffle the 
hostesses of rich dinners. The disease 
seems little known among the laboring peo- 
ple, though a glimpse into their dinner pails 
would make the rich dyspeptic turn pale. 
The optimist ‘in physical things looks 
to the public schools for redemption from 
this ill, It is expected that the training of 
children to be systematic and scientific 
cooks will do away with the hit-or-miss, 
a-little-too-much-of-this-and-not-enough- of- 
that method of domestic cooking that is re- 
sponsible for this modern evil. Happy will 
be tle man who weds the girl of the future 
whose common school education may in- 
clude a knowledge of that most far reacl- 
ing of sciences, the science of cooking. 


THE CURE FOR TYPHOID. 

Typhoid fever is having what in some other 
epidemics would: be called a vogue, The 
board of education naturally is alarmed. 
It feels responsible, at least to a certain 
extent, for the health of the children who 
are intrusted to its care. The bottle idea 
is exploded. It Was a good enough idea so 
far as appearances went, but it Was found- 
ed on the hidden fallacy that children and 
their parents would put themselves io an 
inconvenience in order to escape the pros- 
pect of a malignant disease. What the 
board of education now intends to do is to 
wait till a group of experts complete a 
report of the real'‘relation between typhoid 
fever and the water supply. , 

For some reason ihis seems unfortunate. 
Bad water and typhoid fever have come 
on the scene hand in hand so many times 
that one feels justified in assuming that 
there is at least. a strong probability of 
there being some kind of connection between 
them. The citizen who on eight different 
evenings has eaten deviled crabs and who 
on. each of the mornings succeeding those 
evenings lias experienced pains in his head 
and body does not call ine board of special- 
ists, He stops eating deviled crabs, or tries 
to. In the same way and for the same reason 
one Might expect. the board of education 
to try to see if its funds would not allow 
it to provide its young charges with a 
plentiful supply of water that has been 
sterilized. Perhaps, of course, bad water 
has nothing at all to do with typhoid, but 
reasonable assumption is now the other way. 
pill drink hg and it would

the good water they could drink, still, when 
they went home they would again begin 
to experiment with Lake Michigan. 
reply to this is that with what they do at 
home the board of education is not directly 
concerned, If they are kept out of danger 
while ‘they are’ at ‘School the duty laid upon 
the board is discharged. 

The ultimate remedy, however, for cities 
that are troubled with bad water is the 
same which all governments now try to 


“apply to private persons and gompanies. We 


do not say to the grocer: “ You may give 
your customers adulterated sugar and they 
must purify it before they. use it.” Ww e slo 
not say to the milkman: “ You may ‘give 
your customers tainted milk and they must 
pasteurize ft before they use it.” On the 
contrary, we insist on placing a certain 
responsibility on the dealer. Does not the 
same principle compel us*to hold a munici- 
pality responsible for trading in an impure 
article? The city of the future, knowidg 
that its citizens cannot be relied upon to 
consult their own safety, will see to'it, in 
case its water supply is contaminated, that 
by a general process of sterilization all water 
reaches the consumer in a purified condition.

CHICAGO. EYES ait BOSTON DIET. 
Dr. Edward Cutter, a well known New 
York eye specialist, gives Chicagoans the 


credit of haying the best eyes and Bos- ° 


tonians the discredit of having the worst 
eves among dwellers in large American 
cities. As to the fact itself there is hardly 
room to question its accuracy. It has long 


been known that Chicago women have 


handsome eyes, just as they have smaller 
feet ¢han the women of other American 
cities. It is equally well known that Chi- 
eago men have stronger and sharper eyes 
than men in other cities, which accounts for 
their“seeing the main chance, and | tho 
shortest cut to success, and the quickest 
way round, and the point of things so quick- 
ly. It is also confirmed by the constant 
effort of New York, Boston, and other slow 
going places to get these sharp eyed men 
away from us. That Boston has the poorest 
eyes is also demonstrated by its wholesale 
dependence upon spectacles. And these aids 


to sight are not confined to old ladies and 


spinsters and schoolteachers, as has been 
supposed. In the business district, where 
men mostly congregate, spectacled eyes are 
the rule, and even youthful Margaret Fal- 
lers and toddling Emersons explore their 
psychologies with the aid of magnifying 
lenses. 

When it comes to the cause of this -dif- 
ference between Chicago and Boston eyes, 
however, the authorities seem to differ 
radically. Dr. Cutter says the liberal quan- 
tities of meat consumed by Chicagoans pro- 
duce the beneficial effeet he has noted, and 
that there is not as much nourishment in 
pies, brown bread, codfish, baked beans, and 
other standard articles of Boston diet as 
there is in meat. He attributes the Boston 
optic weakness to lack of nourishment and 
characterizes the Boston eye as the ‘ pie 
erust eye.” 

Dr. Cutter’s theory; however, does not 
agree with the bulletins of the department of 
agriculture. The department experts extol 
the Aygienic blessings of brown bread and 
all Kereal stuffs. They say that ihe . orn 
meal, for instance, which can be purchased 
for twenty-five cents, contains ten times the 
quantity of food materials that are found 
in a sirloin steak that can be purchased 
at the same price—when there are steaks 
that can be had for that price. In milk, 
as compared with the sirloin steak, a man 
receives seven times as much food materia]. 
in wheat flour eight times as inuch, and in 
potatoes twenty times as much. The same 
experts are enthusiastic over beans. They 
contain five times as much nourishment 
as steak, and all Boston, as is well known,

marked. « Go to the public library, for in- 
stance, and. take a place in the-long line of 
people who are Waiting to exchange books 
in the circulating department. Observe the 
extremely leisurely and condescending man- 
ner with which the young women on duty 


attend to the wants of their patrons. Notice. 


the clerk who is so much engrossed in read- 
ing the evening papers that she resents your 
interruption as a distinct impertinence—a 


feeling of which her face is a sufficient 


index. 

You will be told, of course, that these 
young women have hard positions to fill, and 
that.a hundred aggravating things happen 
every day to make them nervous and irri- 
table. But you may walk a few blocks to 
one of the libraries which are under private 
management and be met with such prompt, 
willing, and cheerful service on the part of 
the attendants as to make it clear that the 
‘ineivility of the public servants under the 
same circumstances needs some better ex- 
planation. 

Let a stranger walk into the office of the 
city detective department at the city hall. 
He will find haif a dozen lazy detectives sit- 
ting about the room, with a lieutenant and 
a clerk or two at the desks. Asa rule one 
of them is tel'ing a story to which the others 
are listening. When the stranger comes in 
they all stare at him fora moment. “ Well, 
what on’earth do you want?” is the question 
printed on their faces. Not one of them gets 
up and.comes forward to make any in- 
quiries. On.the contrary, having finished 
their stare, the story is continued and the 
caller left to stand like an intruder... But if 
a stranger visits the office of a private de- 
tective agency he is met at the door by a 
courteous person, who inquires his wishes 
and offers him a seat. Goalmost anywliere 
in the public offices and you wil be treated | 
in the same way. 

» Of course there is nothing new about this 
complaint. - It is as old as government itself. 
But since the civil, service laws cast their 
protecting arms around the servants of the 
people conditions have grown decidedly 
worse. To complain of a lack of courtesy 
on the part.of a public servant is, at best, 
an unpleasant business. But when it is nec- 
essary to file written charges against a dis- 
courteous clerk, to convene a committee to 
consider such charges, and to appear in per- 
son to give evidence sustaining them, the 
undertaking becomes one for which nobody 


but a professional reformer can have cour- | 


age. 


| THE AMATEUR SPIRIT IN ATHLETICS. 


President Faunce, in his recent report to 
the corporation of Brown university, makes 
some pertinent and wholesome suggestions 
as to college athletics and the necessity of 
creating a genuine amateur spirit such as 
existsin England. Some steps, indeed, have 
already been taken in that direction, and the 
athletic bodies of various colleges have nud 
yearly conferences for the purpose of draw- 


‘ing up Yigid rules, though it.is doubtful 
‘whether tlre amateur spirit can everpbe cre- 


ated by. rules.. It must be spontaneous and 
it must come from a sense of justice and fair 
play. 

Rules of this kind baes been made for the 
regulation of amateur standing and other 
athletic matters, but while they havé been 
productive of some reform ’'they are still far 
from satisfactory and many of the old evils 
remain. The charge of professionalism is 
made evéry year, and every year come coun- 
ter charges and the inevitable investigation, 
which, however, is of litth account, as the 
evils complained of are not removed. Rules 
have little force when only one college in 
this country last year succeeded absolutely 
in banishing professionalism. President 
Faunce says: ‘“ Two college nines never 
face-each other on the diamond today with 
full faith in each other’s literal ‘ eligibility.’ 
Each side may believe that the other is, in 
fairness, entitled to play, but neither side 
believes that fairness has involved, or ought 
to involve, the literal construction of the 
rules.” 

What, then, is the semsedy for the trouble? 
President Fatnce states it simply and 
clearly, and it is the best and strongest 
word which has yet been spoken for clean 
college athletics. Rules must not be the 
only reliance to create an attitude towards 
sport. Certain rules are mecessary, but 
there is something imperative, and 
that is * a better perspective, a broader view 
of the purpose of recreation and its relation 
to the truly noble life.’ When students do 
not make mere success or 4 transient cham- 
pionship the goal of their ambition and enjoy 
sport for sport’s sake, whether in victory or 
defeat, the problem of the amateur spirit 
will come near solution. President Faunce 
cites the case of a coach of a Cambridge boat 
crew giving helpful hints to the opposing 
crew just before a race. It is doubtful 
whether college athletics inthis country will 
ever reach that high degree of courtesy and 
justice. Competition and partisanship are 
too strenuous in American colleges for con- 
cessions of that kind.

Doubtless any 
industrial change which throws people out of em- 
ployment is immediately to them a loss. But at the bottom, throwing peo- 
ple out of employment by making their services unnecessary is merely in- 
suring that the sum total of our wants shall be satisfied at smaller cost. 
Temporarily particular persons will suffer until they become readjusted to © 
the new industiral machinery, but ultimately all must profit. 
Another evil generally charged to the trust is the maintenance of out- 
rageously high ‘prices. Unable to get our supplies from any other source, 


“we shall have to pay the trusts’ prices, however oppressive. This picture, 


again, is doubtless far too dark to correspond with the facts. In the first 
place, we would probably be able in most cases to take refuge in the use of 
substitutes. The gas monopoly, the electric monopoly, find competitors in 
Pach other, as well as in the new imventions like we gas, or old 
friends like kerosene.

HAVE heard with an amount ot pleasure which I 
seldom experience a suggestion of Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale that we endeavor to enlist in the 
cause of international arbitration the influence of 
commercial bodies—boards of trade, chambers of 
commerce, bankers’ associations, and -the like. It 
was a worthy suggestion of him, whv, in practical 
ways as well as by idealistic inspiration, has at 
ways proyed himself the “ guide, philos’pher, ‘and 
friend ” of ‘every friend of peace. We shall hnd 
these bodies able to accomplish much in the po- 
litical as well as the economic world. We shall 
also find them willing. They are the great power 
that is most willing to help in the effort to avert 
wars. 7 

There is 4 common impression that war makes business productive and - 
creates profits for many people; and it was a common saying during the 

civil war—at least in the north—that we were getting rich on the war. I 
well remember a crusade which Henry Ward Beecher made at that time, 
for the accomplishment, indeed, of many things, but incidentally with a 
view to overthrowing this fallacy. The actual fact was that war was mak- 
ing us poorer. Though a limited mumber of people -were accumulating 
wealth, this was done at a terrible cost to the country as a whole. ‘ 

There are three economic classes that control politics in. the United 

States, as elsewhere. They are the farmers, who represent-labor and capi- 

tal, but not organized labor and eapital; ‘the trade unions, who represent

Still further, any one trust, if it push its advantage too far, will in- 
evitably stimulate competition of allied trusts. If it becomes too greedy, 
demands such a high price that, even under the more expensive conditions 
of small production, there.is profit to be made at this price, then competi- 
tion inevitably springs up. That is, the existence of the trust depends on 
its’ not exacting from the public the highest price which could be paid. 

Let us turn to the other side of the case, to the advantage arising from 
the trust. It must be admitted by its most antagonistic enemy that, like 
any other improvement in industrial organization, the trust leads to a vast 
saving in human effort. This gives’rise to one of the popular objections 
to the trust. Truly it throws people out of employment. But it does this, 
not because there is.any less accomplished, but because improved methods 
lead to the accomplishment of the same results with smaller expenditure. 

In like manner the great consolidation saves a vast amount in the 
utilization of materials. ‘The great factory has so much waste of particu- 
lar sorts that it pays to establish by-industriesin order to utilize the waste. 
Again, it carries out in the completest way the principle of geographical 
specialization. ‘Che school furniture trust, for example, will not call upon 
the Boston factory to furnish a school building in‘ Omaha, but will give the 
order to the particular plant that is nearest to the point, thus insuring a 
saving in transportation. Of course, all this will be of no advantage to 


society unless persons interested in the exploiting of the trust in some way, 
That they-

share with consumers the gain due to diminished expenditure. 
are compelled to do this in some measure we have already seen. 
ought to do it-more, and perhaps will be compelled to, by some modifica- 
tion of existing laws, is: not unlikely.

Unrestricted competition is not onlywasteful,. but it’ is 
also dangerous to quiet, orderly progress. In a,crisis: there is no unity of 
action. It is “each man for hims@)f,” without regard for the consequences 
to the public at large. Gigantic combinations naturally enough move on 
more steadily. Competition is shut out. It is, therefore, pretty certain

. will take care of itself. This conclusion is natural enough for those who 


look on industrial consolidation as a purely temporary phenomenon grow- .

others before it. This position.is perhaps equally natural to those who be- 
‘lieve that trusts are on the whole. beneficent, and that such abuses as ap- 
pear in their earlier history will gradually right themselves. 

A-different class of persons reach much the same conclusion, though 
from quite different premises. 'Thorough-going socialists naturally welcome 
the process of consolidation among warring ‘industries’ as a step-towards 
their Utopia. One after another, they say,:the industries of the country 
will be organized into trusts and these trusts in turn. will consolidate, until 
all industrial activity is united in one universal monopoly, whereupon the 
state will take possession of this single huge trust and the socialistic goal 
will have been attained. 

The proscription, then, of those who favor letting the trust movement 
entirely alone is probably not likely to be accepted. At the opposite ex- 
treme are these who desire by severely prohibitive processes absolutely to 
destroy: the trust. This remedy, however,:is. probably chimerical. The

Thus the do-nothing policy and the do-everything policy are alike pe 
out. The ‘other alternative is to recognize the legitimacy ef the trust and 
gradually work out.a system of regulation*which shall insure the sharing 
of the: benefits incident to its institution among the general public. That 
such regulation is gnevitable hardly needs argument. Doubtless there will 
always be some pretest from the classes interfered with, some appeal to the 
timesvorn plea of liberty and the right of each man to do what he will with 
his own. But none of these have availed in the past and none of thes: 
will avail in the future. 

‘Just what form of regulation the trust will take 
‘jt is hard to predict. It is probable that, first, a 
fairly sharp distinction will be made between those 
industrial institutions which may be left to the ordi- 
nary forces of competition and those which need 
regulation. These latter, again, will likely fall into 
two classes. A few thorougifly consolidated indus- 
trial interests will. probably be brought under the 
direct control of the public just as the postoffice is 
now. The remainder will then be left in the hands 
of private individuals, but will be subjected to sharp 
regulation under the administration of commissions, 
with sueh degree.of publicity in accounting as shall 
insure the safeguarding of the rights and interests of 
the. public.

- achieved a right to: an education, a right to earn 
their living in whatever gainful occupation their 
talents fit them for; but.they have never achieved 
the privilege of hearing the plain, unvarnished facts 
about themselves and life. Men believe that the

greater certainty.of death before permitting the interment of a body. My 
friend, Mr. A. X. Parker of St. Lawrence county, then a senator, intro- 
duced it for me in the senate of the state, but told me that it stood no 
chance with the judiciary committee. His prediction proved true; it slept 
the sleep of legislative death. 

Those, however, who seem most ready to put public anxiety to sleep in 
this matter are medical men. Few months: pass without some article in a

newspaper to lull apprehension in regard to the danger of being buried. 


alive. If alarm is raised some medical hypnotizer is ready to tell the public 
that there is no occasion for alarm; that medical science is so advanced, 
and knowledge of this matter so thorough, that such a thing is well nigh 
impossible. -Like the commander of his majesty’s ship Pinafore, such men 
are ready on the instant to affirm that burying alive never happens; and 
when the “ never ” is questioned they attempt to soothe us by saying: 
“ Hardly ever.” 

Physicians are often not philosophers, and it is by no means wonderful 
that sometimes they are not skillful in relation to the phenomena incident 
to the waning of life. The medical art is not so much the accumulated 
wisdom and experience of ages and centuries as the exploiting of the most 
We.do well to obtain our conclusions from a wider field and 
a higher inspiration. —The matter now under discussion is of too much 
importance to every one to be dismissed without absolute assurance. We 
do not wish our anxiety to be soothed, unless the cause are removed. 

I have often been told that the modern practice of embalming made 
death certain. I admit it; but those who are too poor to pay for this funeral 
luxury must yet take the chances in the old fashioned way. There is no 
doubt, however, that the number annually put to death. by the embalmers 
is sufficiently large to demand attention. An investigator of this subject in 


New York has. openly declared, his belief that a considerable number of 
human beings are annually killed in America by the embalming process. 

The instruction given in medical institutions in relation to this matter. 
has been almost culpably insufficient. «In our own country the- ordinary 
practitioner, when he follows the traditions and practice of leading mem- 
bers of his profession, considers. himself exonerated from blame in such 
matters, -He has not the time, the opportunity, or the inclination to study 
abnormal phenomena liké trance and catalepsy; and so sepulture of living 
persons is likely to go on without check under his sanction. . Yet the habits 
and manners of the people of our time are such as to require anxious pre- 
eaution and carefulness. The number actually buried alive, in the judg- 
ment of observer s, including those whose business it is to conduct inter- 
ments, is great enough to justify alarm. Especially is this the case at 
extraordinary periods of epidemic visitation. But under more usual condi- 
tions, those of habitual overtasking the brain and nervous system, over- 
working generally, habitual use of tobacco and other sedatives, excessive 
stimulation and excitement, sexual aberration, anesthesia, and other abnor- 
malities, the occurring of. sudden death, or rather ‘of death which: is only 
apparent, must consequently | be frequent, and require every precaution | 
against peril which can be devised.. Before-burial in such cases ‘there 
should be detention in a mortuary till. death was certain. 

Common humanity pleads for this. Human life may appear to come te 
a stop in many ¢ases, and no one can say that if time is allowed for this 
it will not go on again. This, even the most learned in medicine, cannot 
explain away or deny. “ One cannot be too careful in deciding as to life or 
death,” says Hufeland, “ and I always advise a delay of the funeral as long 
as possible, so as to make all certain as to death. No wonder, when those 
‘who are buried ity and who undergo indescribable torture, condemn those 


To my mind, the explanation of half of women’s failures in life, and* “are human, just as men are, and there is something in being taken in and 


more than half of the domestic misery’ for which they are responsible, is to 
be attributed to the fact that they are never told the truth about anything. 
From the cradle to the grave they are the contintual, if unintentional, vic- 
_tims of false représentation. 

Take matrimeny, fér instance. No man in love-even dreams. of speak- 
ing the truth to.the maiden he is wooing. He doesn’t say to her: “I am 


«getting $15 or $20 a week, and if you marry me you will have to live in a 


small flat and do the cooking and make your own clothes and put’ up with 
hardships and make sacrifices, but I am young, and strong, and clever, and 
ambitious. I love you, and if you love me well enough to marry me I am 
willing to work my fingers to the bone for you, and some of these days you 
shall have a house on the Lake Shore drive, and horses and carriages and 
diamonds.” 

No; Jack goes to lier and reels off a fairy tale ve love and devotion, dnd 
tells her that the soft white hands shall never do aught but soothe his weary 
brow; no shadow of caré shall ever furrow that alabaster forehead; those 
jittle feet shall never feel anything rougher than a velvet mead bespread 
with rose petals, and those ruby lips shall never feed on anything coarser 
_than humming birds’ tongues, and then, when he marries Alice on this sort 
of proposition, and she has to hurry down in the ee and cook break- 
fast, is it any wonder that she becomes soured ? 

The trouble was that he didn’t tell Alice the truth in the first place. I 
have faith in Alice, and I don’t believe there is one woman in a hundred

deceived, in being misled by false representations, that “ riles” the best of 

us. We love to give, but it makes us angry to be beaten out of a thing. 
Nor does the average man’s cowardice about. telling ‘a woman. the truth 

end at.the altar. Not one man in twenty ever deals honestly with his wife 


‘ about his income. He will grumble about the bills and-her extravagance, 


but he doesn’t tell her the plain truth—how much he really earns, and how 
he spends it. He ought to. A wife is not’an employe, a mere servant, 
though often she is a drudge. She ought to be told by her husband what he 
has earned every week. 

The principal cause of what is called Woman's unreasonableness is also 
the direct result of her not being told the truth. Half the time.a woma 
does not know how she stands to face a problem,’ because she cannot get a 
man to tell her the simple facts in the case. He will say all sorts of sootn- 
ing things to her and mislead her with rosy hopes, and he will try to make 


up by the fervor of his compliments for the lies he is telling her, and so — 


she goes blundering along, making all sorts of mistakes, that she might have 
been’ saved from if anybody had: had the courage to tell her the truth. 

A curious example: of this once ‘camé-under-my own observation.’ A 
man.died, leaving his widow without any means of support.. His friends, in, 
in.the most delicate way in the world, provided for her, and began exerting 
themselves to get some occupation for her by which she equid support her- 
self.

LEADERS TAKE OPPOSITE VIEW 


#. Israel Tarte a Wigh Protectioniat 


and Says That Prosperity of United 
_ States Can Be Equaled if Net Sur- 
Sifton from the 
West Takes Opposite Position— 
Tarte for New Policy of Canada for 
Canadians. 


Ottawa, Ont.; Sept. 11.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—Stormy politics is coming for 
Canada, the air is full of tempestuous signs. 
Mr. Tarte, federal minister of public works, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s most influential sup- 
porter and organizer in the province of Que- 
bec, and who is dubbed the master of the 
liberal cabinet, is a redhot protectionist and 
as uncompromising an opponent of free trade 
as any conservative in Canada. 

He was a conservative himself under Sir 
John A. Macdonald, but went over to the 
liberal camp and heiped Sir Wilfrid to turn 
out the conservative ministry and accepted 
a cabinet portfolio under Laurier. In his 
speeches since the prorogation of parliament 
Mr. Tarte has taken special pains to piace 
himself in the forefront of the movement 
for further protection to Canadian industries 
against the United States and all competing 
eountries. 


Sifton Takes Opposite View. 


His position seriously affects government 
party interests in the great west, where low 
duties and a fiscal policy tending towards 


free trade are considered vital to the pros} 


perity of the country, and Mr. Sifton, fed- 
eral minister of the interior, who represents 
the west in the cabinet, has publicly joined 
issue with his colleague and warned the 
country that Mr. Tarte has no authority 
to voice the views of the ministry in these 
matters... The minister of public works has 
replied in various interviews that Mr. Sifton 
is no more an exponent of ministerial policy 


than himself, and allowed it to be inferred. 


there is a split in the governing party which 
could only be healed by an appeal to the 
country. 

In the speech at the luncheon given by the 
directors of the Toronto exhibition last week 
Mr. Tarte dwelt on the vital necessity of a 
rearrangement of the tariff to meet Amer- 
ican competition. ‘“‘We must not look,’’ he 
said, *“‘to the markets of the United States. 
If we go on spending a hundred and fifty 
millions ann y with our neighbors for 

manufactured products we are not helping 
ourselves.”’ 

The minister then proceeded to say: 
“ We have the great natural resources—corn, 
coal, wheat, lands, and fine harbors. Why 


have we not made more progress in the past. 


than the United States, which has advanced 
so rapidly? Germany can take care of her- 
self; the United States can take care of her- 
self;'so can John Bull. Let us take care of 


ourselves. The best way to keep thécountry. 


under the British flag is to build up our own 
industries, our own trade.” 


Sifton Upholds Existing Rates. 


Mr. Sifton states his position in these 
words: “ The tariff as it stands isa compro- 
mise well and carefully worked out. Its 
adaptability to the requirements of the trade 
of Canada is shown by results. Manufactur- 
ers and consumers alike are getting fair 
treatment. We would like the lower tariff, 
but we recognize that there must be a mutual 
concession, and for the present we recognize 
the present tariff as a reasonable one. Any 
attempt to imcrease the protection features 
of the tariff in favor of manufacturers as 
against the consumers will meet with the 
strenuous opposition of every liberal elected 
west of Lake Superior.” 

The position of the liberal press in this cone 
troversy is construed by the opposition as a 


western attempt to read Mr. Tarte out of 


the Laurier cabinet and liberal party. _ ; 
‘The Montreal Gazette is not sanguine that 
Mr. Tarte’s opponents will succeed in driving 


the minister from power, and says not many |- 


will venture to predict the outcome of the 


division which is now stafing readers of the | 


newspapers in the face. 


Oppose Monroe Doctrine. 
Ministerialists have started the question 
whether Monroeism does not involve the 
practical suzerainty of the United States 
over British North America. A liberal or- 
gan, the Toronto Star, discussing the ques- 
tion, lays it down that “ once it is conceded 
that the United States must spend her mil- 
lions to protect fs from the consequences of 
participation in a war with Cet us say) Rus- 
sia, irresistible logic will force Uncle Sam to 
declare his right to save himself from being 
put to such losses by restraining us from 
participating in such a war. 

“If he must save us from attack he will 
declare it necessary -to extend his police 
duty a little and undertake to see that we 
a> mot shoot from behind his shield at 
others. Which leads to the conclusion there 
is no prospect of settling this interminable 
question by argument, but Canada can at 
least decline to accept the Monroe doctrine.”’ 

Cabinet ministers who have been visiting 
London for the imperial conference and the 
king’s coronation are returning, and most of 
them will be here and in charge of their re- 
spective departments again in the course of 
the present month. 


HOW AMERICAN INGENUITY 
SAVED EGYPTIAN OBELISK. 


Decay of Cleopatra’s Needle Checked by 
“ Process That Withstands the Action 
Tor Acids and‘ Alkalies. 


“Phe saving of the Egyptian obelisk, more. 
popularly known as Cleopatra’s Needle, 
from i destructive effects of North Amer- 

l

ican c tic conditions after the removal 
of thesfelic to New York is an illustra- 
tien of Yankee ingenuity. 

The ol@ monolith was cut from the gran- 
ite quarries of Syenne in upper Egypt and 
was erected in the temple of Amen at 
Heliopolis M 1560 B. C. There it remained 
for 1,500 years and until it was removed to 
Alexandria a few years before Christ was 
born and erected in the temple of Cesariem 
during the reign-of Augustus Cesar. 

In 1877 the k ve of Egypt presented the 
historical monolith to the United States and 
the task of moving it from Egypt was ac- 


* complished in three years. It was set up 


in Central park, New York, in 1881. The 


square at the base, is 7 feet high, and 
weighs 49 tons. The monolith is 70 feet in 
height, is 7 feet square at the base, 5% 
feet square at the apex, and weighs 224 


tons. 

It was found in 1885 that the stone could 
not withstand the destructive effects of our 
climate. Signs of decay became visible and 
scientists at once figured out how long it 
would take for the relic to crumble into 
dust. Loose flakes were found all over the 
needle, some of them two inches thick and 
eighteen inches long. Seven hundred and 
eighty pounds of loose stone was femoved. 
The park trustees appointed a commission 
of scientists to do what in their judgment 
sas deemed best to preserve the obelisk. 

The commission was composed of Prof. 
R. Ogden Doremus of the College of the 
City of New York, Prof. J. 8. New y of 
Columbia college, Prof. Alexis A. Julieh of 
Columbia college, Prof. Albert H. Gah 
of the. University of New York, and Gen. G. 
L. Gillespie, chief of engineers, U. S. A. 

After an examination of the stone the 
commission decided that the disintegration 
was caused by the acids and alkalics in the 
rain water in cities due to the sulphurous 
and carbonic acid gases given off by the 
coal consumed. 

The commission finally decided to employ 
the Caffall paraffine process of waterproof- 
ing the obelisk. Paraffine, which,.is known 
to resist the action of all acids and alkalies, 
was used as a base, the compound being set 
into the stone by means of heat. The 
process left the natural texture and color 
and checked the decay. 

Since the experiment was pronounced a 
success the same method of treating stone 
has been adopted by builders generally | 
throughout the country. The process is 
being used on the exterior of the new gov- 


ernment printing office in Washington, the. 
largest printing establishment in the world.

OLLECTING data from the Chicago 
Ghetto for the benefit of the English 
parliament may smack of the pro- 
verbial carrying of coals to New¢as- 
tle, but the Ghetto has been such a 

prolific source of data for years that a few 
ata more or less never will be felt in that 
gection, where English is so little spoken and 
where its streéts and its street scenes are so 
Mtle akin to the Chicago that. the av 
visitor sees. 
- From the intersection of Maxwell and Hal- 
sted streets, in the heart of the Ghetto, 
through the narrow lanes and alleys that go 
go far to the making of the thoroughfares of 
the neighborhood, one finds in the outside life 


of its people little indication of the squalor 


and wretchedness that the student of sociol- 


ogy finds inside of its homes; its sweatshops, 


and its factories. 

As to its streets, they are cleaner than are 
some of the city’s thoroughfares that are 
crowded all day long with heavy teaming. 
As to the children, they may be dirty, but 
they are almost universally smiling. Moth- 
ers sit gossiping on doorsteps, nursing ba- 
bies, perhaps, and talking in the mixed dia- 
lects of the district—dialects that scarcely 
are necessary in any other city in the world. 
All round them, in lieu of the poverty that 
one may have imagined, he sees only the 
realization of the day of small things. .

In order to facilitate this feature of the 


work of caring for sick in poorer quarters 
supply posts have been established in each 
district. This post is usually at a centrally 
located drug store, where a supply closet is 
maintained for the relief of unfortunate pa- 
tients In the neighborhood. In this closet 
are kept bedding, different kinds of medi- 
cine, gowns, and other supplies, which are 
loaned to sick persons, with the understand- 
ing that they are to be returned on the re- 
covery of the patient. The nurses also re- 
ceive calls at these stations, and after their 
morning visit there, which is supposed to be 
made at 9 o'clock, they set out on their daily 
rounds. Under the regulations their day's 
work ends at 5 o'clock,-but it is seldom in- 


-G@eed that they are able to leave the district 


at this hour, 


Visits of the nurses are limited to forty- 
five minutes’ duration unless in cases of 
urgent néed their services may be required 
for a longer period. Chronic cases are not 
looked after for a longer period than a year. 
It is the intention of the association to send 
its nurses where they will do the greatest 
good, and no charge is made for their serv- 
ices if the family visited is unable to pay. 
However, each nurse is supplied with cards 
on which is printed; 

“These nurses will attend free all per- 
sons unable to pay for their services, but any 


» person who can do so will be expected to pay 


from 6 cents to 25.cents a visit.’’ 

These cards are supplied for the reason 
that nurses haye been found to be poor col- 
lectors of money, 


“T simply can’t ask these poor people for 
money,” said one of them. “ I regard their 
gratitude as more than sufficient pay.’’ So, 
to simplify matters. we have these printed 
cards, and they spare us any embarrass- 
ment.” 

Below are some interesting cases from the 
nurses’ notebooks: 

Widow, with typhoid; washes for a living 
to support six small children; impossible to 
go to hospital; nurse went every day for four 
weeks; patient recovered and was most 
grateful for care given. 

Woman with paralysis agitans: tying in a 
bed of filth; her husband is @ drunkard and 
provides barely enough food: made ten visits 
to this case and still continues to see the 
patient now and then 


Young girl of 15, with typhoid; no one to 
eare for her but blind mother and old grand- 
mother; father a day laborer. After that a 


visiting nurse gave care twice a day for’ 


many weeks. Three other cases of typhoid, 
in a relative of this family, living just across 
the way. Mother just confined, and the 
three sick children all In one bed. Reported 
case to health department and gave daily 
care. Case reported by physician. 

Woman a widow, supporting family by 
scrubbing in offices. Three little children 
ill with typhoid; finally the mother was 
taken down. Visiting nurse gave all care 
for many weeks. The poor mother died. The 
little ones were placed in comfortable homes. 

Poor woman with consumption. Neglected 
for months until a visiting nurse took her 
in charge. With baths, alcohol rubs, and 
tonic the woman was made comfortable, and 
as the woman expressed it herself to the 
nurse: “If you are not able to restore 
me to health you have made it easier for 
me to die.” 

Mrs. -—. living at ——, was found illina 
dirty, miserahJe home; little onq@3 weeks old; 
littie girl of 8 years, the only one to wait upon 
her: man a day laborer, wages not sufficient 
to provide necessary care.. Two of the little 


ones were sent to the Home for the Friend- 
less. A doctor was sent. This case was re- 
ported by Chicago Relief and Aid society. 
Young girl, clerk, critically ill with typhoia 
fever. Only care was given by old grand- 
mother. A young sister was only support of 
family at the time. Nurse went every day: 
gave all care; sent doctor. 


This case was a paralyzed child: seven 
years ago she was struck by a beer keg fall- 
ing from a brewer's wagon; since then she 
has been a patient of the assoctlation. the 
nurse bathing and caring for bed sores, when 
the poor mother, who kept her family to- 
gether by washing, was all worn out. The 
child died. 

In a foul smelling alley at the rear of a 
tenement house on the west side.we found 
a little girl of 11 years dying of typhoid. 
Neighbors had heard of the visiting nurse 
and asked her to cometin. The mother was 
too dazed and hopeless to do anything, and 
the child was a sad case of neglect. The 
association sent the nurse for severa! daya 
and afterward the daily calis of the visiting 
nurse helped the poor child back to health. 
She is the rosiest, happiest little mortal 
on the west side. Her. mother is a widow 
and finishes coats for a living.

AUGUST BUILDING IN CITIES. 


Showing Not as. Good as for July—Chi- 
cago Shows Loss as Compared 
with a Year Ago. 


During the month of August permits were 
taken out in: twenty-three of the leading 
cities of the country for the construction of 
6,750 building improvements, involving a 
cost of $23,679,949, against 5.632, costing $22,- 
443,742, for the corresponding month a year 
ago, an increasé of 1,138 buildings and 
$1,236,207, or about 6 per cent, according to 
special official reports to Construction News. 
This showing is not nearly-so good-as the 
one for the preceding month, but, on the 
whole, itis highly satisfactory. July, it will 
be remembered, showed a gain of 49 per cent 
over the same month a year ago, but it is 
possible to maintain such a remarkable gain 
only after a year of marked depression; and 
when one takes into consideration the fact 
that practically every month in every year 
for over half a decade Has shown a gain, the 
increase for August will not seem so bad. 
Further, August is a “between seasons ”’ 
month, when it is too late to begin construc- 
tion for this yéar'’s occuparicy and too early 
for work for next year. The figures in detail 
are as follows:

* It will be observed by a careful perusal] 
of the accompanying table that the.cities 
showing the largest increases are those in 
which building operations are not of great 
magnitude. Out of twenty-three cities thir- 
téen show gains, while there were losses in 
ten. The heavy increases were in San Fran- 
cisco, amounting to, 163 per cent; Los An- 
geles, 130 per cent, indicating that the coast 
cities are enjoying a period of unusual activ- 
ity; Allegheny 135, St. Louis 54, Buffalo 44, 
and New Orleans 30 per cent. Of the big 
cities which show decreases, Chicago and 
Pittsburg, which have heretofore made high 
records, show a loss of 12 per cent each, but 
the most notable are St. Paul, with a logs of 
78 per cent, Memphis 23, Atlanta 21, Detroit

SURPLUS FUNDS OF NEW YORK 
BANKS DOWN TO $715,075. 


Now Lower than at Any Corresponding 
Period in Three Years—Buying by 
Shorts Causes a Rally in Stocks 
After the Statement Appeared — 
Local Clearimgs Again Show a De- 
crease—Swift & Co. Sells'Off Sharply 
on Trading in Small Lots. 


Yesterday’s bank statement showed the 
excess reserve to bé down to $715,075. This 
compares with $6,915,875 for the’ corre- 
sponding week in 1901 and $26,056,250 for 
1900, © 

A decrease of $14,628,900 in deposits saved 
the surplus from being. completely wiped 
out. Meanwhile the money market showed 
some ease, loans being made at 6 per cent. 
The Saturday market, however, offers no 
basis for:judging what the market will be 
on Monday, since loans are.made to last 
from Friday until Monday morning. 

The bank statement showed but one good 
feature, and that was a decrease of nearly 
$7,000,000 ‘in loans. The loss in cash 
amounted :to $7,000,000, and deposits 
decreased $14,628,900, With the appearance 
of the figures shorts began covering and 
firmed up what promised to-be a weak 
market.- The fact that the secretary of 
the treasury is doing everything in his 
power to prevent a stringency in the money 
market makes for confidence, although, as 
yet, the: secretary has not succeéded in 
doing much more than demonstrate his 
good intentions.

“The continued bad grading of wheat in 
this market,” says Theron’ Logan, “ and the 
fact that only 15 per cent,of the arrivals in 


luth markets which are the natural receiving 
points for the new spring wheat crop. This 
year they have been especially so because 
of the larger premium than ruled in any 
other market, The quality of receipts is far 
from satisfactory to the milling or any other 
interest. Heavy rains up to the time cold 
weather set in a few days ago madé a good 
deal of smut. The wheat not thus affected Is 
said to be sufficiently bright as to quality 
to carry a high grade, but is damp and tough. 
which throws it into the “ no grade ’’ column 
on the inspection sheet. This is the wheat 
which Minneapolis is getting largely from 
southern Minnesota and parts of South Da- 
kota. Now that weather conditions have 
entirely changed, the receiving and milling 
interests expect a better showing of high 
grade wheat. Report indicate that for the 
week ending yesterday about 25 per cent 
of the wheat ground was. new, and conse- 
‘quently low grade. It is said, however, te 
make a “strong” flour. 

“The corn trade,” said a seasoned oper- 
ator, “has been discounting a 2,600,000,000 
crop in the December and May prices from 
eartfy in the season. This indicated outcome 
has been whittled down 100,000,000 bu or so 
at a time, and the hard freeze we have just 
had will probably make a still greater re- 
duction in the amount of merchantable corn; 
although much of what is affected will be 
utilized for feed. But it cannot be shipped, 
and the damage is undoubtedly greatest in 
lowa, from which state Chicago ordinarily 
draws a large proportion of its suppHes. I 
believe there will have to be a further re- 
adjustment of values and a considerable ad- 
vance in December and May prices before 
the losses from the original high promise is 


offset.”’ 


Foreign Wheat Needs. 


The London Statist, in commenting on the 
wheat yield and trade of Europe, indicated 
that the same abnorma! conditions which 
have prevailed in that country, resulting in 
‘large crops but disappointing quality, have 
existed there in perhaps even greater degree. 
It says: 

‘* Stocks in the consuming countries are 
unusually small, and the delay In the supply 
of new wheat has forced buyers into the 
market. It cannot be said that the weather 
has seriously affected the ‘ quantity’ which 
will be reaped in Europe this year. This ts 
undoubtedly larger than usual, thanks to 
excellent crops in Russia, Roumania, Turkey, 
Hungary, and France, but the quality and 
condition have undoubtedly suffered in west- 
ern Europe. The unfavorable weather for 
harvests has prevented any material decline 
so far, and it is becoming doubffu! whether 
we shall witness the low level of prices which 
was so confidently expected, at all this year, 
for it is now tolerably clear that America 
‘wif have much less to ship than last season, 
aibeit the exportable surplus is still impor- 
tant compared with former years, being esti- 
mated at 189,000,000 

The Statist estimates the requirements of 
the importing cSuntries of Europe for the 
year at 480,000,000 bu, compared with actual 
imports of 464,000,000 bu last year.

kaiser, with the consent of the Vienna court, 
which latter created the first duke a prince 

of the empire by patent, dated Aug. 24, 1705. 

The act of 1705, by the Roman-German 

emperor, made old Jack Churchill not only 

a great noble but actually installed him 

among the sovereigns, as the then kaiser, 

some time later invested him with the fief 
of Mindelheim, naming him prince and lord 
thereof. 

In 1714 the duke placed his principality 


_wnder the suserainty of. the crown of 


Bavaria, and Bavaria has now arranged 
with the present to return the prin- 
cipality, Kaiser Wilhelm, as successor of the 
old Roman-German empress, confirming the 


act. 
While the royal act and imperial confirma- 
fiom appears to be gratuitous, as far 
as Marlborough himself is concerned—for 
the letter patent of 1705 conferred the prince- 
ly dignity not only upon Jack Churchill but 
on all his legitimate descendants in the male 
line—it is of the greatest significance in the 
ease of the duchess, for it confers upon her 
children the right and privilege to inter- 
marry with royalty—it fills a long felt want, 
to use a familiar phrase.

American heiresses—The case of Miss 
Wheeler of Philadelphia, who married Count 
Pappenheim, is an instance—have hereto- 
fore learned to their sorrow that princes of 
the ancient empire, such as the Maribor- 
coughs, the Hohenlohes, the Sairs, etc., while 
fit to intermarry with royalty, are likewise 
forbidden to take commoners for wives. 

If they do marry women not descended 
from a once sovereign, family the union is 
regarded as morganatic, and the wife has 
no claim to her husband's title, hot on the 
continent at least: Neither caf the issue 


of such a morganatic marriage succeed to 


the father’s title or to the family estates if 
they be entailed—that is, limited in descent 
to a particular heir, both 
the father’s and mother’s side. |

née Lady Augusta Lenox, daughter of the 
duke of Richmond, its a princess in the 
British realms only.

The principality of Mindelheim embraces 4 
territory of eight German square miles and 
contains a town, Min@élheim, and seven

HE charge is frequently made by com- 
-plaining business men that penman- 
ship of the good old quill and ink bot- 
tle sort is fast becoming a lost art. 
Whether this charge is absolutely cor- 
rect does not matter, but if figures count for 
anything it is evident that fewer persons 
are pen writing today than was the case a 
decade or so ago. The development of the 
typewriting industry proves conclusively 
that this is the case. Ten years ag> type- 
writers were a luxury induiged in by none 
excepting business men and specialists who 
Mved slightly in advance of their age. To- 
day, however, all of the atmosphere of lux- 
ury has been,removed from the typewriter, 
and it has forced itsyway into the column 
of absolute necessities. 

Naturally the widespread use of the writ- 
Ing machine and its leap tnto popularity has 
exerted a stimulating Influence upon the 
industry itself, and this effect has been 
so Marked that the business of making type- 
writers has increased at the surprising rate 
of almost 60 per cent In a single decade. In 
the matter of investment values, the In- 
crease has been almost 500 per cent, while 
‘an increase of 166 per cent has been shown 
‘Im the number of wage earners who make 
their livings out of typewriters, and the 
value of their wages has increased 155 per 
cent. Following is an interesting compara- 
tive statément:

Growth of a Decade. 


These figures show the development of an 
industry which was not classified by the 
census until 1890. Typewriters were made 
in this country previous to 1880, but the 
business did not assume noticeable propor- 
tions until after that year, and it was only 
the developments of the last decade that 
brought about a total investment of more 
‘than $8,000,000 In producing the typewriter 
supply of the United Stites. 

The several thousand business men in Chi- 
cago who conduct their voluminous corre- 
spondence through the medium of a stenog- 
rapher and a typewriter are but factors in 
the movement away from penman- 
ship that has become more and more mani- 
fest throughout the country. And the fact 
that typewriters are not bought merely for 
the businessiike appearance they lend to an 
office is shown by the expenditures for re- 
pairs in the United Statey in 1900, which 
amounted to $367,176. There is not a single 
branch of the typewriter industry that has 
not doubled or exceeded itself many times. 
and yet, in spite of the surprisingly great 
number of sales there does not appear to be 
any falling off in the matter of returns. And 
added to the home market is a foreign de- 
mand for American typewriters which 
stands as a great testimonial to their ex- 


bulk of the American output. 


Forty-seven Typewriter Factories. 
Of the forty-seven establishments in the 
Tinited States thirty-six are in cities of 20,000 
inhabitants or over. These establishments 
employed 62.3 per cemt of the wage earners 
and the value of their products was 61.1 per

ured conspicuously in the evolution of the 
typewriter that has manifested itself so 
forcibly during the last ten or twenty years. 

Another step in this evolution was the in- 
vention of A. Ely Beach of New York, who 
in 1847 and 1856 secured patents on a ma- 
chine involving the system of type bearing 
levers arranged in a circle, swinging toward 
the printing at a common center. The inked 
ribbon and also the bell indicating the end of 
the line were features of this machine. In 
1857 Dr. 8. W. Francis of Newport, R. L., 


patented a machine provided with a circle of 


type bearing hammers attached to a Key 
board. It was a large and cumbersome af- 
fair and only one was ever constructed under 
the patent. In 1868 additional impetus was 
given to the movement toward the perfection 
of writing machines by the invention of C. 
Latham Sholes, Samuel W. Soule, and Carios 
Glidden, all of Milwaukee. Their machine 
was a decided improvement over its prede- 
cessors, and it was largely upon the model 
conceived by them that the present high 
grade and highly perfected machines were 
worked out.

LTHOUGH it ts more difficult for men 
to borrow jlarge sums from Chicago 
money lenders than it is for them to 
borrow small amounts, it ie twice as 
. haré for a woman to borrow $50 as it 
is for the same woman te secure $100. 

Money lenders look with suspicion upon 
the woman who wants to borrow a little 
“money, and are as careful in looking up her 
references as they are in investigating the 
standing of men who want large sums. 

Money lenders explain the‘r unusual likes 
and disitkes in this respect by an elaborate 
eystem of reasoning, and enforce it with ea 
copious supply of examples. 

They say that while they take compara- 
tively small risk when they lend a man a 
Jittle money, the risk grows in direct ratio 
with the amount of asloan. They figure out 
@ man’s credit, his habits, and his reputa- 
tien before they make him a loan, and when 
they lend him §25 they know as much about 
him as they do when they make that loan 
$100 or $200. *They simply learn al) that 
is to be known about his credit. The reason 
thet they demur upon being asked to make 

loans is that what might be only a 
small loss if the debtor in a $25 transaction 
were to fall sick, lose his income, or die <n- 
creases to an unusually hazardous risk when 
the amount of the loan increases. 


Careful About Big Leans, 

With women this fe different, A woman 
will} underteke a loan of $200, experts 
and pay it more page A than if it were a 
matter of $10 to $156, With large loans they 
make the payment a matter of strict duty 
and are always in on time, In smaller 
amounts they are prone to let things go until 
the last minute, and thie embarrasses the 
money lender in the keeping of his books. 

The greater care with which women seem 
to deal with large affairs is well exemplified 
in the cases of the business firms which sell 
goods on time. When the ‘man of the 
house '’ superintends the payments the credit 
agents of the house always figure in a 
or two before the total amount is paid.

reaches a considerable sum. The man 
more careless than the woman about it. 

Money lenders say that the women carry 
this mania for paying off e big debt promptiy 
int® their dealings with those who lend 
money. Many private bankers are giad to 
accommodate men customers by making 
emergency loans. These are loans which in 
amount range from $2 to $10 or §15 and are 
supposed to be carried only a few days ora 
couple of weeks, when they will be paid with 
the next regular thstallment on the large 
debt. Few women are able to secure this 

of loans.

“We are quiet and still in my count Teng 
she says farther, “‘not excitable as 
Ameficans re; so even whe nsome one we 
love glips out of this present existence we 
do nét yielé. to passionate grief.

most pepole. Greenland women, chilled 
to perpetual drowsiness and inaction, sit 
much and so often with folded arms, con- 
ricted chest, and drooping head that the 
bies are born with the peculiar curve and 
Bhiness of the inner arm muscles which

bears witness to centuries of this habitual 
and national position. The tiny feet of this 
diminutive Chicago Eskimo woman also most 
eloquently attest at least instinctive famil- 
larity with the long held racial habit of 
“ toeing in.”” Women -should have an easy 
time in eastern Greenland; for according to 
Miss Krarer neither the divorce habit: nor 
the servant girl problem has as yet pene- 
trated thither,-and the cares of. ed 


housekeeping are exceedingly light. 


No Regular Times for Anything. 

“ We have no regular times or seasone for 
anything, naturaiiy; in a land where time- 

leces are not.and where no regular alter- 

ation of day and night helps to-keep track 
of time,” says. Mise Krarer. Everybody 
eats when he is hungry, lies down—day gar- 
ments. and all—when the meed of sleep is ielt. 
No regular mealsare ever served in my coun- 
try and. no cooked food is eatén. Meat, fish, 
and biubber, all frozen, comprise the na- 
tional diet. The house mother sees that this 
food is cut up ready for "consuming, that 
the walls, floors, and occasional bed benches 


of the gsnowhouses are covered. with furs, - 


and that the ice stools that serve in place 
of chairs are similarly looked after. She 


“also takes care of the little ones—who are 


quiet, still, and apathetic, and need compara- 
tively little care. Between times she sews 
on her own and her children’s garments, 
which are of furs, simple in pattern, wear 
long, and never go out of fashion, and sits 
with folded arms. There are no amusements; 
there ig nothing else to do.. Do I make my 
own garments? No, seldom. I do not like 
to sew; I prefer to amuse myseif, when not 
at my regular work of lecturing, in other 
manners. Do I sit with folded arms. Why, 
yes, of course, naturally. Would I go back 
to Greenland to live if the alternative was 
offered me? No. I could never do that, I 
think, after trying life im America, even if 
the matter of existence is simple and easy 
over there.”’ 

There.is,no marital unhappiness in “ my 
country,” again according te Miss Krarer. 
The man who risks his life to gain his wife 
is apt to take good care of her afterward, 
even though no laws or vows bind or com- 
pel him to do this, . Pst 

“ There.is no marriage ceremony among 
us,” says Miss Krarer, *‘ but desertion is 
unknown. «When @ mari.sees a gir) he likes 
he pays her frequent visits—only he must 


* be. careful to ‘have some. good excuse for 


visiting the family each time, and must 
néver.go avowéedly to see the object of his 
affections—and. between them they arrive 
at an understanding. Then the serious prob- 
lem of the affair begins to show itself. The 
lover must get “his lady love from her snow 
house to’ some other without being caught 
if he wishes to live with her. If he is caught 
he is killed instantly by her father, or her 
mother if the father is dead or absent. The 
theory, I suppose, is.to the effect that if 
he cannot manage ‘to. do this he would not 
be.clever enough. to.take, care of the girl 
afterward. And if he is killed while en- 
deavoring to secure her, the cold blooded 


young charmer rarely does any .fretting. 
He was not good enough to have her, she 
decides, and that is all. Most girls, how- 
ever, marry young, and make happy wives 
and mothers. In my own country, I sup- 
pose I should have married many years 


ago. 
‘‘- Why do you not marry here, Miss Krar- 


er?” 


“Thank you, no,’ with a merry twinkle 
of the strange dark eyes. 
enough to do with taking care of.myself.” 

‘‘ But why not select a husband who would 
take care of you?” 
“That,” said Miss Krarer, with a repeti- 
tion of the twinkle, seems to be a pretty 
uncertain business tn this part of the world.” 


Goes Days Without Eating. : 
Life,.as the tiny Eskimo woman finds it in 
America and Chicago, is pleasant. All winter 
she lectures on Gréenland, ‘Iceland, and 
kindred topics, being especially popular with 
All summer she rests, 
amuses herself, and—endeavors to keep cool. 
The strenuous eagerness and ambitious en- 
ergy of the American woman shecan neither 
comprehend nor believe necessary. A little 
reading, a little writing, less fancy work, a 
, and much slow sway- 
ing with folded arms, in the lowered rocking 
chair which represents a highly enjoyed 
concession to American ways and habits, fill 
up her nonlecturing days, which are usually 
passed on the west side of the city. Her 
health is fairly good, but must be considered 
continually. The Eskimo habit of eating at 
long intervals remains with her, although 
she has lived in this country many years, and 
now eats almost anything set before her. 
But in extremely hot weather and when 
performing serious intellectual work she can- 
not eat at all. A little warm milk, taken 
daily, will often support her fot weeks at a 
time. Breakfast she never partakes of, and 
her digestive organs,. according to skilled 
physicians, are so small and so crowded 
that her natural.two meals a day habit is far

“ When we found the hole through which 
the bullet had passed it appeared to be right 
back of the shoulder and about where his 
heart ought to be. It came in nearly the 
same spot on the other side, but there was no 
mushrooming to that bullet. It came out 
@mall and clean. We found that my bullet 
had chipped into an artery and took a smal! 
fragment off the heart. He was full of blood 
when we opened the carcass. Evidently the 
great velocity of.the bullet produceé a shock 
which was the’ cause‘of the knockout. I 
know of. cases where a deer has run a mile 
with a good slice of his heart gone, but with 
a man on his back—well, that’s a new record,

Contortionist Lives for T wo Years 
at Trade of Bunting Street

TLLJIAM J. DORAN, P. V., has been 
arrested in New York. The P. V. 
after William J.’s name does not 
stand for a‘degree conferred upon 
him in college, but represents in- 
stead an abbreviation of a role for which he 
ls famous among the police of eastern cities. 
P. V. stands for “ professional victim,” and 
that is the line Doran has been following for 
pome time. He used to be a contortionist 
in @ circus, but, unlike many contortionists, 
he possesses-a reasoning, commercially in- 
clined mind. One day while he was think- 
ing he concluded he wasn’t doing well enough 
bending himself out of shape for the edi- 
fication of circus crowds, so he forsook the 
show tent and went into the business of get- 
ting hurt on street cars. And in this line he 
did well enough to get arrested. - 

When Doran decided to branch out in this 
new line of business he selected Philadel- 
phia as a promising field for operations. The 
situation appealed to him because the cars 
moved at a cautious pace, and motormen 
ehowed more aversion to killing people than 
was the case in other cities he had visited. 
So, with this knowledge and his circus. ¢x- 
perience as capital, Doran, the contortion- 
ist, started out to get injured by street cars 
so he could claim the damages. According 
to the. officers who brought about his arrest 
he did even more. He organized a gang of 
professional damage workers who livéd 
handsomely at the expense of the Philadel- 
phia Rapid Transit company for two years 
or more. The Gamages collected were small 
in each case, but members of the gang man- 
aged to get hurt often enough to make it 
pay. Doran was the recognized leader of 
the gang, several members of which have 
served penitentiary sentences, but he al- 
ways managed to escape arrest until he was 
captured In New York several days ago. 

When Doran decided to give up circus life 
and add P, V. to his name he determined 
to go at the business in a practical way. So 
he got a job as motorman in order that he 
might know just how it wasdone. He gradu- 
ated in time, and then began his active 
career as a professional victim of trolley 
car accidents. Combining his ability as 
a contortionist and his knowledge of street 
railway affairs he was able to get along quite 
well. From fime to time he was hurt 
on cars throughout Philadelphia, and he 4}- 
ways had friends around to act as wit- 
nesses. Ma e than once when hurt he gaye 
the name of a friend, or member of his 
gang, to conceal his identity, and ‘the 
strangest thing qbout his unique occupation 
was that ha was willing to sustain genuine 
injuries for the sake of cotlecting damages. 
Once or twice he deliberately tried to have 
a leg broken, and when hurt he never 
showed the least trace of resentment, but 
was inclineé rather to beam with delight on 
the motorman. 

Doran did flourishingly from. the outset 


and found but one unfavorable condition. | 


This was the fenders used on trolley cars. 
He viewed them with keen aversion because 
they interfered wits his business. But the 
ambitious man wasn’t satiefied to go along 
getting briused and skinned up himself; so he 
broadened out and organized us trust for the

a continuous two inch blast at 150. pounds, 


lasting 524,400 seconds, or nearly seven days | 


whistling at twenty-four Hours a day. 


This, too, is an extremely conservative esti- - 


mate, as the passage of six bridges leaves a 
tug scarcely beyond the forks of the-river, 
and two seconds of whistling to a bridge 
must be granted by those in a position to 
know unusually low average. But 
seven days of continuous whistling from one 
two inch steam nozzle as a penance for the 
downtown river district in the nine months 
of open water is not to be sneezed at. As to 
how many clerks and’ accountants these 
whistles have lifted from their chairs; as to 
how many counting rooms their smokestacks 
deluge with smoke and soot, and as to how 
many people in the course of a year miss rail- 
road .trains~ because of being’ bri 
these are matters of course, 
But as to whistling,’an authority on the 
traffic in the river declares that. nineteen- 
twentieths of the tug whistling at bridges is 
wholly unnecessary, leaving to be accounted 
the five horse power 
ers wo uired to. . 
req to keep ‘these 
| Reckless Waste of Steam. . 
“You may say that for the time the aver- 
age tug whistle is. going, the steam thrown 
off would. run a five horse power engine for 
that many seconds,” said an old engineer. 
“To generate this steam, it would require 
ten pounds of good coal each hour, an aver- 
age of two pounds an hour to each horse 
power.. Most tug whistle» ‘are fed at what- 
pressure there is in the boilers and 
through a pipe one and one-fourth inébes 
in diameter; unfortunately this.waste _ of 
steam is scarcely appreciable to, the engineer 
and the tug whistle seems to ‘be with us fo» 
keeps.’’ 
According to an old waterman, who has 
grown gray in the service in and:around the 
port of Chicago, not one whistle blast in 
it coming from a tug is ab-all neces-

o tugs in passing are required to whis- 
tle,” he says, “ one blast signifying a turn 
to starboard and two blasts a swing to port. 
As to the passing of the bridges,. however, 
not once in twenty times Goes the bridge- 
tender fail to have an eye on the craft be- 
fore it leaves the last bridge below, and he 
knows just which channel 'the.tug and its 
tow will take in passing the draw. which he 
ls called to swing. . 

“The great ‘trouble with the river tug.as 
a noisemaker and as a smoke nuisancecomés 
from the fact that the tug captain and the 
tug etigineer have it in for the landsman in 
general. When you hear an especially husky 
blast upon an especially husky whistle, you 


may be pretty certain that some captain . 


or some engineer has said to a companion 
in crime, ‘ Well, I guess that'll hold some 
of ‘em for awhile.’ 


“ There is an ordinance against a tug blow- 
ing its whistle while it is passing through a 


bridge dsaw, but if you have stood at a bridge 
to see 4 tug snort throtigh, you 


may guess just how. binding the letter of the 
municipal law Js on that particular point. 
If a’well dressed crowd be near you, you may 
have remarked that the furnace has seemed 
to need coal, too, just about the time of this 
passing. This may be regarded as the com- 
pliments of the fireman. Just in passing, it 
occurs to him that a little smoke will help 
some, and ‘in the effort to do his part in un- 
complaining way, he has dashed a half Jjozen 
scoopfuls of dust coal into the furnace, and 
then for fear that action may not be gained 
goon enough has turned the exhaust steam 
into the smokestack. 

“The tug whistle In Chicago dates back 
about twenty-five years. At that time the 
steamer O. B, Green was equipped with a 
siren that could be heard about four miles, 
ite purpose being to wake the inhabitants of 
Michigan ports at that distance so that they 
might come down to the docks and be read} 
to load cargoes without loss of time. From 
the’ lake steamer to the river tug the transi- 
tion of the siren waseasy. | 

“ With a whistle designed to lift the hair of 
the landsman at haif a mile, the tugs’ crews 
got busy. At all hours, day and night, 
these whistles were blown until nobody with- 
in the sound of thém was ever certain of an 
hour’s untroubled sleep in the twenty-four. 
Then the city council took up the subject of 
tug whistles as a nuisance, declaring that 
any whistle of a diameter greater than one 


_inch was an offense to the ear and against 


the public policy. That ordinance still holds, 
but you can find whistles on Chicago tugs 
ranging from one inch to. three inches in 
@iameter, and they are blown at a steam 
pressure varyi 
pounds to the square inch. 


. Little Necessity for Tug Whistles. 

_ “ As to the necessity for a tug whistle at 
all, even the tug captain and engineer would 
have to be pretty closely cornered to show 
cause. In daylight .not one bridgetender in 
a score falls to see the tug that approaches 
his draw. «The smoke from the funnel would 
be enough to make thisa certainty. At night, 
if the bridgetender goes to sleep qn the job, 
why not arrange a needle and string com- 
bination by which the mere swinging of the 
bridge néxt to his would jab the needle into 
the tender’s most wakeful spot?”

But in recent years the attitude of the tray- 
ding public hag changed in this reapect, and 
the result has been a surprisingly great in- 
gease in the number of tourists who 
their holiday fun out of long and ye 
tramps up the mountain side. 

Out of this vast increase in the number of 
Alpine mountain climbers has grown a large 
number of acoidents, sixty-five of which 
baye been fatal this year, and moat of them 
can be attributed directly te the carelessness 
with which tourists have geome to regard 
perfious mountaineering, Up to a short time 
ago authentic statisticg bearing upon the 
number ef accidents and the results were 
hard, next to impéssible, to obtain, for the 
reason that they were exaggerated in some 
quarters and diminished in others, But a 
Swiss doctor, who is a member of the Alpine 
club, has taken this matter in hand and pre- 
sents some interesting facts on the genera! 
subject of mountain climbing and its effects. 
His report covers the ten years between 1890 
ang 1901, and embodies exceedingly interest- 
ing figures. 

Germans Lead in Accidents. 

Particularly worthy of notice are the fig- 
ures which give the nationality of those who 
lost their lives. In al) the 
of whem 218 were tourists, 73 guides, and 14 
porters. The majority, 100 in fact, were Ger- 
mans (ineluding Austrians), 48 were Swiss, 
23 Italians, 18 English or Americans, 15 
French, and the remainder of different na- 
tionalities. It is surprising that-se few 
were French, but then Alpine climbing is 
scarcely the sort of sport or recreation likely 
to commend itself to the Frenchman, and 
as for the small number of English 
and Americans—who form such a 
large proportion ef the visitors at the Al- 
pine resorts and are such regular climbers— 
this may be explained by the fact that, tak- 
inig them ag a whole, they are careful though 
courageous in what they do, invariably en- 
gage a good guide if they have any doubt of 
their own knowledge of the way, and, fur- 
ther, make their visits at the time of the year 
most favorable for mountaineering. 

Another point of interest made clear by 
these statisties is that ascents to high points, 
made both with and without guides, slowly 
but surely beeome more and more frequent 
during the decade in question. As the writer 
points out, few people, except mountain 
guides, ventured to ascend the higher sum- 
mits half a century or se ago, but matters 
have greatly altered in thig respect during 
recent years. A few figures may be given 
in fiiustration of this. The number of 
climbers te the summit of Mount Cenis in 
the course of a year is about 8,000, 1,000 fewer 
ascend Niesen, and 6,000 reach the peak of 
Raxaipe in Austria, while 420 succeed in 
reaching the top of Wilde Kaiser, and 120 
that of Mount Blanc. As regards the Wet- 
terhorn and Mount Rosa, sometimes on one 
day as many as twenty ardent or ambitious 
climbers start on the difficult task of mount- 
ing one or other of them, :

Overwhelmed by Avalanche, 

“ Coming down the lower eouloir there was 
no slight anxiety and every effort was made 
to get out of it assoon as possible. Suddenly 
there was a shout ‘It’s coming,’ and in an 
ingtant they were all caught in it and swept 
down the couloir with fearful rapidity. Im- 
boden was first on the rope, Garden was s¢ec- 
end and Brown third, while Knubel came 
last. They were hurled hither and thither 
and tumbled oyer again and again. They 
were blinded by snow and threatened with 
suffocation. They were tossed about like @ 
piece of wood in a mountain torrent. 

“When the avalanche, after bearing them 
down by its resistless power over 1,200 feet, 
stepped, Knubel and Mr, Brown were @ few 
feet above Mr. Garden, and Imboden about 
fifteen feet below, and the rope was cut to 

jeces even round Mr, Garden’s waist, and 
te pal and iee axes were all gone, After 
a mioment or two Mr. Garden, more or less 
dazed by the terrible fall, rose to his feet, 
‘spoke to Mr. Brown, and by shaking en- 
deavored to reuse him, but in vain. Knubel 
was gasping for breath, and Mr. Garden tried 
to pour some wine into his mopth, but it w 
too late, and in a few moments he died. 
turned his attention next to Imboden, whose 
mind was wandering and whe was crying 
aloud in mingled distress and fear, and he 
attempted te move him out of the bed of the 
avalanche, but’was too weak to accomplish 
his purpose. He himeelf struggled to some 
pocks on his left, and on the chance, which 
was remote, of attracting the attention of 
some one, he shouted again and again at the 
top of his voice for assistance.

How Races Are Flown. 

The flying cf races is an exceedingly interesting and, to 
fanc'er, a faseinating procceding. The birds are shipped by 
express to an cfficial liberator at any point on the oourse, 
The liberator after receiving the crate feeds the birds on a 
breakfast cf green peas ard gives them a supply of water. 
Then he raises the cover cf the erate, when the whole flock 
takes wing. They circle about two or three times and then 
take off In one direction ard are soon out cf sieht. The lib- 

ator at once wires the exact time of liberation, giving the 
weather conditions. 

The owners cf the birds are watching at their respective 
Icfts in Milwaultee. A bird reaching tts hcme I-ft enters a 
trap. from Which ft is easily taken. From its leg is removed 
a brass band known as a counter mark. This band is dropped 
in the slide of a clock which has been set at 12:00, and the 
mechanism ‘is thus set In motion. The method of calculation 
is to subtract the time the clock has been running from the

time between the hour of liberation and the time cf day, the 
time the birds were on the wing being thus obtained.

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CCORDING to the city directory, there are more 
than 400 horseshoeing shops in Chicago. Two 
men to.a shop means 800 horseshoers. By the 
rules of the shops, the average shoers should 
turn out a horse, shod all round, in an hour. 
And when it is remarked that the life of a set 
of steel toed shoes on Chicago pavements is 
from ten to eighteen days for the dray animal, 
up to thirty days at the most for the animal that is least and 
lightest used, something of the magnitude of the work of the 
“noer is appreciated. On top of these facts is the greater state- 
- that while the work of the horseshoer has been nearly 

ubled by the demands of the horse owners, no machine 
possible promises ever to take the place of the man who, with 
Sent back and the hoof in his lap, drives home the nails that 
Mold the iron rim to the foot. 

To find a horseshoe has been regarded as a lucky omen 
Hime out of mind. Today, however, for the finder to recognize 
& horseshoe every time he sees it is becoming steadily more 
Gifficult. Once the horseshoe was an unmistakable quantity; 
tiday an up to date dealer in supplies must keep thirty-five 
Btyles of rubber shoe pads alone in his stock, while in the 


Shoes themselves they range in weight from five ounces to — 


two pounds each. When it comes to the shapes and materials 

of, these shoes, only the nails that might cling to a lost shoe 
would serve to identify many of them as being cast from the 
foot of a horse. 


Many Changes in a Generation. 


Changes that have come about in the trade of horse- 

shoeing since David E. Russell went to work at it in Des- 
plaines street in 1868 have been many. In those days the 
shoer made his own shoes at the forge and pointed his own 
nails. There were only wooden pavements or none at all in 
Chicago streets, and when a set of hand made shocs were 
tacked on a horse’s feet both the smith and the owner ex- 
pected that these shoes, “‘ sharpened,”” would be reset two and 
perhaps three times before they were worn out. In those 
days, too, a shoe that weighed a pound was considered heavy 
for even a dray horse. 
.. Nowadays the machine made horseshoe drops from the 
machines faster than they can be counted; eighteen days’ wear 
on the cobblestones will grind a two pound shoe so thin at 
times that the smith pulling,it off might cut his fingers on its 
edges; nails, stamped and sharpened rcady for driving, come 
to his hand, but chief of his troubles are in the numerous pads 
of ieather and of rubber that have been developed within the 
last five years and which are increasing in number at a still 
more alarming rate.

engine of no mean proportions. 


Looks Like a Torture Chamber. 


‘The man who shod horses in Chicago thirty years ago 
and who should return to it now,”’ said David Russell, “ would 
think he had struck some kind of torture chamber in the 
ordinary downtown shop. He couldn’t stand under the work 
for all day: ‘ Bull shoeing,” we call it. Take a man even 
from one of the outlying shops in the city and he would 
break down before night. As a rule a drayman whose horse 
loses a shoe in the outskirts of the city where light horses 
usually are shod finds difficulty in getting his shoe put on. If 
he has the shoe that the horse cast he may get the work done; 
otherwise the smith is most likely to say that he hasn’t a shoe 
in the shop that will fit the horse.’’ 

In the Russell shop virtually everything is heavy shoeing. 
The South Water street and the big machine shop sections 
are close at hand, and it is no uncommon thing for a team 
drawing a load of 13,000 pounds to stop before the shop for 
the purpose of having a shoe tacked on a horse. 

With this class of horse the smith has much trouble, aside 
from the hard work. In the first place, pads are used on the 
feet of nearly half of these animals, and to suit the owner or 
driver in a particular brand of pad is by no means easy. 
SomgBody has told him of a pad that beats the one that he has 
been using for so long, and if that especial pad is not in the 
list of stock the driver frequently looks through the whole 
range for something like it before he finally decides to use the 
pad that he had before. 

Difficulties of the Shoer’s Work. 

Fitting an iron shoe to a rubber pad instead of fitting it 
to a horse's foot direct requires a good deal of skill and judg- 
ment, and when both have been fitted the problem of finding 
enough hoof to nail them to becomes an even greater proposi- 
tion in so many cases. 


For in driving on one of these.heavy shoes a correspond- 
ingly heavy nail is used, and as the siiece that is discarded 


may not have been on the foot for longer than two weeks the 


difficulty of avoiding the old nail heles is to be considered. 
In general in shoeing these great animals the nail is driven as 
far up the shell of the hoof as is possinle, often coming out 
at the clinching point full two inches above the bottom of the 
hoof. In the country shop today this ‘‘ hold” of the nail is 
not more than five-eighths of un inch, and as a horse under 
such conditions can wear a shoe for four weeks the hoof by 
that time has grown till in fitting the new shoe the smith cuts 
out the old nail holes. 

With the city dray horse, however, eighteen days is a 
long period for a shoe to last; indeed, a shoe in slippery 
weather may be wrenched off in a street car track before it 
has been worn three blocks from the shop. Thus in general 
the drafthorses that are worked six days a week show three 
rows of nail holes in each hoof after the hoof has been cut 
down to the limit with the farrier’s knife. To avoid these old 
holes and to drive nails so that they will not further weaken 
the shell is of first consideration. To do this it is often neces- 
sary for the smith to add to the regulation eight holes of the 
shoe, sometimes leaving the machine holes vacant and driving 
his nails far in front and as far behind the old ones. 

“This weakening of hoofs by nailing is so great,”’ said Mr. 
Russell, “that if a drayman’s horse loses a shoe at Twenty- 
second street and he drives the animal this far without it we 
find mighty little hoof left to hold a nail. No driver who is 
wise will drive a block if he can help it without having a lost 
shoe tacked on.” 

For a man who uses a dray team every working day ot 


the year, he can hardly hope to escape a shoeing bill of at 


least $55; if he insists on pads with the shoes the bil! will be. 


from $75 to $80 a year. 

With the driving horses the seeing bill will be just what 
the driver wishes it to be. In most cases, however, he wil! 
insist on the rubber pad, as in winter especially the asphalt 
streets of the city become slippery until a horse cannot hold 
his feet. Frequently, with a driving horse, the rubber plate 
shoes behind must be changed in ten days, and in front they 
will scarcely last twenty days if the horse be driven every day. 

In the experience of Mr. Russell, the horse of the present 
is much more easily handled in the shop than was the horse 


of thirty years ago. 


“One reason,” he says, “is that the horse of today is 
handled by his owner from the time he is a colt. When I first 
went into the work some of the horses that we used to shoe 


had never seen a man till they were roped and brought in to — 


be broke. 

“ But not all horses are angels yet,”’ he said, stepping 
cautiously toward a medium sized gray horse, which with 
new shoes and oiled hoofs, stood close to the doar. “ This 
horse is 28 years old, and he has been coming here to be shod 
for fourteen years. He’is full of metal, and occasionally he 
reaches out for one of us as we come up. But we know how 
to take him and we have no fault to find with him—whoa. 
Bill.” 


Horses That Cause Trouble. 

Russell had stepped up to the horse’s head, passed down 
the right side of the animal, and lifted the hind foot, when 
without a second’s warning the creature struck out with a 
kick that would have killed a man in reach of the steel toed 
shoe. 

“ Yes—whoa, Bill—we know his tricks. We can hobble a 
young horse and cure him of that sort of thing in a little 
while, but the old horse will die that way.’ 

As an indication of the evolution of the horseshoeing shop 
it may be remarked that no shop of any size can get along now 
without the telephone. Employers must use it to keep in touch 
with their drivers while they are waiting for the shoeing to 
be done, for often messages regarding loads and loading are 
imperative. Then the instrument is of especial use to the cus- 
tomer who may wish to find out how crowded the shop is at 
a certain time. 

Up to the present horseshoeing has been a growing in- 
dustry in Chicago. 
remains to be seen. But the fact that hand labor probably 
always will be necessary in horseshoeing makes it improbable 
that the horseshoers of the city soon will decrease material'y 
in numbers.

HOW FAST 


¥ means of the telegraph’ man has put a4 four 
wmainute girdle around the earth. By means of 
the steamship and the railway train he has re- 
duced the time of circumnavigating the globe 
to about fifty-five days. As compared to the 
speed of the cipher messag: fifty-five days 
have become’entirely too long for the needs of 
commerce, statecraft. and even the interna- 
tional social relations of civilization. How to eut out the 
element of distance more thoroughiy has come to be the first 


. work of the new century, and in view of the fact that most 


of the great improvements in transportation have been made 
within the memory of still young men, it is not too much to 
believe possible that this speed limit will be cut notably 
within the next quarter century. 

Only a few days ago Thomas A. Edison was quoted tuo 
the effect that within twenty years the steam locomotives 
of the railways will be replaced by electric motors. This is 
a significant prediction with reference to increased speed. 
when it is recalled that only sixteen years ago the first prac- 
tical demonstration of the motor car was given and conceded 
to be a success. Without question the influence of electricity 
will be felt in this further evolution of speed in transportation, 
and within the year one of. the inventions that will go far 
to make electricity one of the chief agents of speed has been 
filed in the United States patent office. 


Route Shortening by Canals. 


But-«not only are mechanical possibilities pointing to the 
virtual annihilation of distance but the canal building of the 
world is to do almost as much more. The cutting of con- 
tinents in two and the severing of obstructing peninsulas, al- 
lowing the passage of vessels through artificial waterways, 
are to be important factors in this bringing continents to- 
gether. 

_ As the geography of the world stands today the route 
shortening of the engineer by means of canals—probable and 
possible—seems to be: | 

One—The connection of the great lakes with the Atlantic 
by means of thg Chicago drainage canal. 

Two—Boston, with its romancing. would have a canal 


' passage from Cape Cod, by Long Island sound, the Jersey 


inlets, and through Plorida to the tculf of Mexico. 

Three-—-The shortening of the New York-San Francisco 
route by way of Central America is sure to come. 

Four—A canal across the Malay peninsula is desired that 
the route through it into the gulf of Siam may save ten days’ 
steaming on the road to Hongkong. 

Five—France wishes to conpect the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean by a waterway, saving a thousand miles’ 
steaming, and incidentally rendering Gibraltar no longer the 
key to the Mediterranean sea. 

Six—Russia’s desire for a canal from the Baltic to the 
Black sea may be gratified when she has grown more homo- 
geneous and more civilized. " 

That which Suez has done for the world's traffic is a sp 
to all these dreams of the engineers, and. by reason of it, many 
of the world’s landmarks are threatened by this certainty 


that in the next twenty-five years all parts of the world must-_ 


draw closer together through the elimination of space. Al- 


ready the physical task before the engine of the world 
has been roughly outlined. As compared a few years 


ago when the famous voyage around the world in eighty 
days was the world’s record, the Russian, Prince Khilkoff, has 
made an estimate of the possibility of today as follows: | 
He. would start fram Bremen to St. Petersburg and make 
the trip in one and one-half days; St. Petersburg to Vlad- 
ivostok in ten days; Viadivostok to San Francisco in ten 


days; San Francisco te New York, four and one-half days: 


and New York to Bremen, seven days. This would make the 
time of circling the globe just thirty-three days, and even 
since the estimate was made the time from New York to 
San Francisco has been cut four hours. This, too, with ex- 
isting rolling stock and all of the ordinary conditions of road 
bed and fueling. 

Magellan, who first circumnavigated the globe, was thre> 
years making the trip; Drake carried the British flag around 
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the right proportion to the face; and there are women whose.

The American woman pays one-third of the bill of the Rue 
de la Paix. The American garment maker and the great retail 
dry goods man of the United States pay another one-third. 
The remaining one-third of the business of this wonderful 
street of the fashion world, this near sacred avenue of fash- 
fon’s temple, is paid by the “lady” customers of Europe. 
That is to say, all the rest of the world buys one-third of the 
production and the United States buys two-thirds, for there 
fs the trade not only of the dressmakers of Paris but of the 
milliners as well. 
->- 

The whole keynote and all the novelty for Parisian and 
American style for fall will be velvet and velveteen. Velour 
Anglais is the French name. It means English velvet or 
Velveteens made of cotton. The pliant beautiful quality of the 
American fiber transformed into a pile fabric is superior 
to silk velvet in many of its phases. It has none of that unfor- 


‘tunate crispiness and stiffness which characterize silk pro- 


duction. It is more pliant, less brilliant, and more suited to 
general wear than any other pile fabric yet made. The great 
French dressmaker is quick to see an advantage in a new 
fabric. The English manufacturer has rapidly produced a 
wondrous collection. of dainty, neat, printed, dotted, splashed, 
and other artistic effects in this new fabric which are so chic 
and so attractive, so effective in the costume itself, so quickly 
adapted by the artist for all chosen costumes. America first 
understood this and used a great quantity of these beautiful 
velveteens last winter. New York especially and New York's 
best dressed women used printed, neat effects, hollow cut 
cords or corduroys, and later in the season a great deal of 
‘lack velveteen. Nothing so rich for the money had ever pre- 
sented itself to mademoliselle, who liked handsome clothes at 
moderate expense, but let us look at the beauty and cut, the 
wondrous arrangements of new sleeves, the absence of flare 
in the bottom of the skirt, the clinging to vertical lines, and 
the introduction of the beautiful braids, buttons, passemen- 
teries, and trimmings, pendants, Brandenburgs, productions 
that will emphasize the new styles of the season.

. While velvet costumes ar@ the novel point of the style, the 
great majority of dresses will be of wool, and for this purpose 
these astonishingly beautiful and artistic goods have been 
produced lately in fashions which the American manufac- 


‘turers have imitated. The beautiful bouclé rough splashed 


goods, friezes, woolens, serges in mixed zibelines, camel's 
airs, and poile de chevron, or goat’s skin, effects are utilized 
‘in every class of costume for fashionable street wear. 

--With these rough goods in many mixtures of colors the 
trimmings must be of a stronger form and heavier character 
than ever, and this is the reason that so many braids, but- 
tons, and other forms of crochet and woven woolen and.-silk 
trimmings are in such great request. Fashion is built upon 
fitness. One point calls into being another necessity. Rough 
woolen goods mean not only braids and buttons but event- 
ually a great deal of velvet, in order to produce rich color con- 
trasts to the rough fabrics. Even the hats become rough 
and the picturesque beavers and artistic roughened felts, as 
well as many beautiful creations of braids constructed from 
chenille, felt, velvet, and rough finished silk or woolen, are 
brought into being to afford the proper dress to the rough 
wool and rich velvet costumes of the season. 

So, madam, you see you are to have something new. You 
won't change entirely your skirt and waist form, but you 
will have it modified and can easily produce absolutely new 
results, owing to the construction of new fabrics for such 
wear.

fully, and, by the way, that is where the beauty, taste, and 


the best ideas are having their first expression. You know 
the habit back and serpentine so well that we are going to 
Say that without sacrificing the beauty or the simplicity of 
such forms the new skirts have gotten away from the fault of 
such garments.

RIS, Sept. 4.—Nearly all of the new models are 
now ready for the coming season, and it is 
pleasant to note a number of novelties.
